ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  KEPORT 

OF   THE 

STATE  BOAKD  OF  LUNACY  AND  CHAEITY 

OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  membership  of  the 
Board  during  the  year.  Mr.  Coffin,  ^hose  term  expired  on 
the  7th  of  June,  was  immediately  reappointed.  Mr.  King 
resigned  on  the  5th  of  August,  and  Mr.  Denny  resigned  on 
the  4th  of  November.  On  the  4th  of  December  Hon. 
George  W.  Johnson,  of  Brookfield,  was  appointed,  and 
qualified  December  7. 

Mr.  Fallon,  who  had  been  a  member  since  November  23, 
1882,  died  on  the  15th  of  December.  At  a  special  meeting, 
held  on  the  17th  of  December,  the  following  votes  were 
passed  : 

Voted,  That  in  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Fallon,  Chairman  of  the 
State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  we  are  called  to  lament  the 
loss  of  one  who,  by  his  faithful  and  efficient  labors,  has  rendered 
service  of  incalculable  value  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Voted,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  desire  to  express  their 
personal  sense  of  the  dignity  and  courtesy  with  which  their  late 
associate  presided  at  their  meetings,  of  his  genuine  kindness  of 
heart,  and  of  the  fidelity  and  care  with  which  he  performed  the 
duties  entrusted  to  his  charge. 

The  Board  has  three  Departments,  viz.  :  the  Department 
of  In-Door  Poor,  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor,  and 
the  Department  of  Inspector  of  Institutions. 

The  Superintendent  of  In-Door  Poor  is  Mr.  Stephen  C. 
TVrightington.     It  is  his  duty  to  execute  all  the  provisions 
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of  the  laws  relating  to  inmates  of  the  State  hospitals  and 
asylums  for  lunatics,  the  State  Almshouse,  the  State  Farm, 
the  State  Primary  and  Reform  Schools,  alien  passengers, 
proceedings  in  bastardy,  and  visitation  of  juvenile  wards  of 
the  State.  He  has  three  Deputy  Superintendents,  viz., — 
Dr.  Joshua  F.  Lewis,  at  the  head  of  the  central  division 
of  the  Department ;  Miss  Bertha  W.  Jacobs,  managing 
the  division  of  visitation ;  Mr.  Charles  A.  Colcord,  in 
charge  of  the  division  of  immigration,  with  an  office  at  70 
Long  Wharf. 

The  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor  is  Mr.  Hiram  S. 
Shurtleff.  He  executes  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  sick  State  poor,  contagious  diseases,  those 
receiving  temporary  relief,  and  foundlings  and  destitute 
infants.     Mr.  George  B.  Tufts  is  Deputy  Superintendent. 

The  Inspector  of  Institutions  is  Dr.  Albert  R.  Moulton. 
It  is  his  duty  to  inspect  the  several  public  and  private  insti- 
tutions under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  including  all 
city  and  town  almshouses  containing  insane  inmates ;  to 
examine  all  commitment  papers  of  lunatics ;  to  visit  and 
report  on  the  insane  boarded  in  families  ;  to  have  charge  of 
all  statistical  work  not  otherwise  assigned ;  and  to  act  as 
clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy.  Dr.  Henry  C.  Prentiss 
is  Deputy  Inspector. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  Mr.  John  D.  Wells.  He  is 
required  to  keep  the  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Committee  on 
Charities ;  to  receive  and  disburse  all  money ;  to  have 
custody  of  the  Board's  records  and  files,  and  of  all  funds 
which  may  come  to  the  Board  or  its  wards  ;  and  to  audit  all 
bills. 


Here  follow  in  order  :  —  the  annual  reports  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  In-Door  Poor,  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door 
Poor,  and  the  Inspector  of  Institutions,  —  the  latter 
including  reports  of  city  and  town  almshouse  visitation ;

the  annual  financial  statement ;  a  summary  of  the  'proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  at  its  meetings  ;  and  the  Board's  general 
remarks  and  recommendations.

Visitation  of  Minor  Wards, 

The  year's  labor  in  the  Division  of  Visitation  closes  with 
1,066  children  in  place,  or  with  friends  (758  in  place,  and  308 
with  friends)  outside  of  institutions  and  subject  to  visitation. 
Of  this  number,  488  were  juvenile  offenders;  179  of  whom 
were  in  the  custody  of  the  Board,  198  the  Lyman  School 
for  Boys,  and  111  in  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls.  Of 
the  whole  number,  172  were  neglected  children,  and  406 
dependent  and  indigent  children. 

In  a  second  classification  it  will  be  seen  that  876  were 
placed  without  payment  of  board,  with  no  expense  except 
supervision ;  and  190  had  their  board  paid  by  the  State. 
Of  this  last  number  148  were  paid  for  from  an  appropriation 
of  the  Board,  and  42  from  that  of  the  State  Primary  School. 

There  were  847  juvenile  offenders  in  custody  on  the  1st 
of  October.  Of  this  number,  4  were  in  the  State  Almshouse 
at  Tewksbury,  80  in  the  State  Primary  School  at  Monson, 
91  at  the  State  Industrial  School  at  Lancaster,  and  184 
at  the  Lyman  School  at  Westborough.  Thus  of  the  847 
juvenile  offenders,  488  were  cared  for  without  public  expense, 
and  359  were  supported  at  the  several  institutions  named. 

Of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  ten  years 
in  charge  of  the  Department,  for  boarding,  5  have  been 
legally  adopted,  3  indentured  and  32  placed  in  families,  to 
be  there  provided  for  without  expense  to  the  public.  Of 
these  40  children  thus  permanently  cared  for,  21  had  been 
in  former  years  in  charge  of  the  Out-Door  Poor  Depart- 
ment.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

Legislation. 

The  only  new  legislation  affecting  this  Department,  since 
my  last  annual  report,  is  the  repeal  of  Chapter  438  of  the 
Acts  of  1888,  which  repeal  takes  from  the  Department,  the 
oversight  of  certain  persons  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States  during  the  rebellion,  and  their  depen- 
dent families  ;  and  the  passage  of  an  act  (Chapter  309,  Acts 
of  1889)  entitled  an  Act  for  the  Better  Protection  of 
Infants  ;  the  text  of  which  is  as  follows  :  — 

Section  1.  Whoever  abandons  an  infant  under  the  age  of  two 
years,  within  or  without  any  building  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment,  if  a  man,  in  the  house  of  correc- 
tion, and,  if  a  woman,  in  the  reformatory  prison  for  women,  not 
exceeding  two  years,  or,  in  case  death  shall  result  from  such 
abandonment,  not  exceeding  five  years. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  who  receives  for  board  an  infant  under 
the  age  of  one  year  shall  use  due  diligence  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  such  infant  is  illegitimate  ;  and  if  he  knows  or  has  reason 
to  believe  it  to  be  illegitimate,  shall  forthwith  notify  the  state 
board  of  lunacy  and  charity  of  the  fact  of  such  reception  ;  and 
said  board  and  its  officers  or  agents  may  enter  and  inspect  any 
building  where  they  may  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  such 
illegitimate  infant  is  boarded  and  remove  such  infant  when  in 
their  judgment  such  removal  is  necessary,  by  reason  of  neglect, 
abuse  or  other  cause,  in  order  to  preserve  the  infant's  life  ;  and 
such  infant  so  removed  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  said  board  of 
lunacy  and  charity,  which  shall  make  provisions  therefor  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Sect.  3.  Every  person  who  receives  an  infant  for  board  as 
described  in  section  two,  shall,  when  called  upon,  give  true 
answers  to  the  state  board  or  any  of  its  officers  as  to  the  residence, 
parentage  and  place  of  settlement  of  said  infant  so  far  as  his  or 
her  knowledge  extends. 

Sect.  4.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  section  two  or 
section  three  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correc- 
tion not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sect.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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The  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor  executes  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  relating  to  persons  who  have  no  settle- 
ment in  the  Commonwealth  who  need  relief  and  are  incapable 
of  self-support  and  whose  health  would  be  endangered  by 
removal  to  the  State  Almshouse  ;  to  those  who  are  sick  with 
small-pox  or  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health ; 
to  such  men  as  are  State  paupers,  but  whose  wives  have  a 
settlement  in  some  city  or  town  ;  to  unsettled  persons  who 
are  poor  and  in  need  of  temporary  relief,  and  to  foundlings 
and  destitute  infants  who  have  no  settlement. 

Under  these  laws  the  Department  has  received  during  the 
official  year,  from  206  cities  and  towns,  6,820  notices,  on 
account  of  17,274  persons. 

Of  these  notices,  4,096,  covering  6,137  individuals,  were 
on  account  of  persons  too  sick  to  be  removed,  including  69 
notices,  covering  227  individuals,  on  account  of  persons  sick 
with  contagious  diseases;  462  notices,  covering  1,929  per- 
sons, were  on  account  of  families  in  which  the  man  was  a 
State  pauper,  while  the  wife  and  children  had  a  settlement ; 
2,176  notices,  covering  9,122  individuals,  were  in  cases  in 
which  either  temporary  aid  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  or 
less,  or  transportation  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Common- 
wealth, was  asked  for;  and  86  notices  were  on  account  of 
foundlings  and  destitute  infants. 

Of  the  total  number  of  notices,  6,820,  above  noted,  1,218 
covering  4,256  persons,  were  in  causes  on  account  of  which 
a  previous  notice  had  been  received  during  the  year. 

Sick  State  Poor. 
The  number  of  notices  received  during  the  year  under 
Public  Statutes,  Chap.  86,  Sect.  25,  in  cases  of  persons 
whose  health  would  have  been  endangered  by  removal  to 
the  State  Almshouse  or  who  have  been  sick  with  contagious 
diseases,  has  been  4,096.  These  notices  were  sent  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  173  cities  and  towns,  and  cover 
6,137  individuals,  of  whom  4,194  were  represented^  as 
actually  ill.  This  number  of  notices  shows  a  decrease,  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  official  year,  of  161,  or  about 
3t7q  per  cent,  and  as  compared  with  the  official  year  1886-7, 
an  increase  of  316,  or  about  8^  per  cent. 
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The  largest  number,  611,  was  received  in  the  month  of 
January,  and  the  smallest  number,  285,  in  the  month 
of  November.  A  comparison  of  the  number  of  persons 
supported  shows  a  decrease  of  387,  and  of  persons  actually 
sick,  a  decrease  of  201,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

Of  these  4,096  notices,  2,618,  or  113  less  than  §  of  the 
whole  number,  were  received  from  the  city  of  Boston,  as 
follows,  to  wit:  —  2,184  on  account  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital;  216  on  account  of  the  Carney  Hospital;  74  on 
account  of  the  several  Public  Institutions,  viz :  Austin 
Farm,  Charlestown  Almshouse,  and  the  hospitals  at  Deer 
Island  and  Rainsford  Island ;  5  were  received  from  the  Bos- 
ton Board  of  Health,  (including  cases  under  the  charge  of 
the  Port  Physician  at  the  Quarantine  Hospital  on  Gallop's 
Island)  ;  9  were  on  account  of  the  Chardon  St.  Home,  and 
the  residue,  130,  on  account  of  persons  supported  at  their 
homes. 

The  investigation  of  these  4,096  cases  has  required  8,021 
visits  by  the  officers  of  the  Department.  The  result  of 
these  visits  has  been  that  in  471  cases  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  cities  and  towns  were  directed  to  discontinue 
aid  to  the  applicants  at  some  time  after  the  receipt  of  the 
notice,  in  most  cases  on  account  of  the  recovery  of  the 
patient  sufficiently  to  permit  of  his  removal,  and  in  some 
instances  for  other  reasons  learned  by  means  of  the  visita- 
tion. In  43  other  cases  all  aid  was  refused;  in  12  of  them 
because  it  was  apparent  that  the  applicant,  at  the  time  of 
the  notice,  could  have  been  removed,  without  danger  to  his 
health,  to  the  State  Almshouse  ;  and  in  31  of  them  for  other 
reasons.  In  193  cases  settlements  were  found  covering  304 
persons,  and  aid  was  accordingly  refused. 

Among  the  sick  there  were  312  deaths. 

The  number  of  bills  audited  on  account  of  the  Sick  State 
Poor  has  been  4,572,  of  which  2,923  were  for  cases  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital.  The  total  amount  claimed  in  these 
bills  was  $107,914.66.  The  amount  deducted  was  $54,- 
263.23,  and  the.  amount  allowed  was  $53,651.43.  Of  these 
amounts,  the  claims  presented  for  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
were  $67,905.00,  on  which  the  allowance  was  $25,512.52 
and  the  deduction  was  $42,392.48. 
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Of  the  4,090  notices  previously  noted  as  received  on 
account  of  the  Sick  Slate  Poor,  09  were  on  account  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  covering  227  persons,  and  106  patients. 
These  notices  were  sent  from  30  cities  and  towns,  and  of 
them  6  were  in  cases  of  small-pox,  14  in  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  37  in  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  7  notices  were  in  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  of  special  severity.  Three  cases  were  of 
what  was  supposed  to  be  typhoid  fever  at  the  time  of  notice 
from  the  Quarantine  Hospital,  and  two  were  cases  of  measles 
notified  from  the  same  hospital,  making  in  all  69  notices. 

Seven  settlements  were  found,  covering  13  persons. 
There  were  9  fatal  cases. 

The  number  of  bills  audited  on  account  of  these  notices 
has  been  31,  of  which  number,  16  bills,  wherein  the  claim 
amounted  to  $328.48,  the  allowance  to  $305.88,  and  the 
deduction  to  $22.60,  were  paid  from  the  appropriation  for 
Contagious  Diseases,  and  15  bills  wherein  the  claim 
amounted  to  $92  61,  the  allowance  to  $72.84,  and  the 
deduction  to  $19.77,  were  paid  from  the  ordinary  appro- 
priation. 

Wife  Settlement. 

The  number  of  notices  received  under  Public  Statutes, 
Chap.  SQ,  Sect.  30,  in  cases  of  families  where  the  husband 
was  supposed  to  be  a  State  pauper,  while  the  wife  and 
children  were  acknowledged  to  have  a  settlement  in  the 
notifying  town,  has  been  462,  received  from  39  cities  and 
towns,  and  covering  1,929  persons,  of  whom  127  were  sick. 
These  figures  show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  notices  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of  nine,  or  about  two 
per  cent,  and  as  compared  with  the  year  1886-7,  a  decrease 
of  25,  or  about  five  per  cent. 

Of  these  462  notices,  320  were  received  from  the  city  of 
Boston.  Four  settlements  were  found,  and  1,471  persons 
were  acknowledged  as  settled  ;  so  that  the  whole  number 
supported  by  the  State  was  458,  of  whom  101  were  sick. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  these  cases  has  been  594, 
and  as  a  result  of  this  visitation,  suggestion  was  made  by 
the  Department  to  the  local  authorities,  in  15  cases,  that  aid 
should  be  discontinued  ;  and  in  4  cases  all  aid  was  refused. 
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The  number  of  bills  audited  in  cases  of  Wife  Settlement 
has  been  451.  The  total  amount  returned  as  expended  by 
the  cities  and  towns  was  $9,687.81,  and  the  amount  allowed 
as  the  proper  proportion  for  the  support  of  the  State  paupers 
was  $3,949.18. 

Temporary  Aid. 

The  number  of  notices  received  under  Public  Statutes, 
Chap.  84,  Sect.  18,  for  temporary  aid  to  poor  persons, 
found  in  142  cities  and  towns,  has  been  2,176.  Of  these, 
the  largest  number,  347,  was  received  in  the  month  of 
January,  and  the  smallest  number,  106,  was  received  in  the 
month  of  June.  The  whole  number,  2,176,  shows  an 
increase,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  of  151,  or 
about  7^  per  cent,,  and,  as  compared  with  the  year  1886-7, 
an  increase  of  393,  or  about  22  per  cent.  396  of  these 
notices,  or  about  18T2^  per  cent,  were  received  from  the  city 
of  Boston.  The  number  of  persons  covered  by  these 
2,176  notices  was  9,122.  The  number  of  visits  was  2,330. 
In  87  cases  settlements  were  found,  covering  338  persons. 
After  visitation  aid  was  ordered  to  be  discontinued  in  194 
cases,  and  in  70  cases,  all  aid  was  refused.  In  36  cases, 
130  persons  were  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Alms- 
house. 527  persons  were  removed  from-  the  State;  of 
whom  180  were  sent  to  other  states,  152  to  British 
Provinces,  and  195  to  various  countries  in  Europe. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  71  shipwrecked  seamen  were 
sent  from  Tisbury  to  New  Bedford  and  Woods  Holl,  at  a 
cost  of  $70.20,  under  Chap.  179,  Acts  of  1886. 

The  total  cost  of  this  transportation,  including  the  last 
item,  was  $4,856.09. 

The  number  of  bills  audited  on  account  of  Temporary 
Aid  has  been  1,532.  The  amount  claimed  was  $13,560.72  ; 
the  amount  deducted  was  $1,444.88;  the  amount  allowed 
was  $12,115.84. 

Foundlings  and  Destitute  Infants. 

The  whole  number  of  foundlings  and  destitute  children 

supported  by  the  State,  through  this  Department,  on  Sept. 

30,  1888,  was  79.     Of  this  number,  21  were  supported  at 

the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  and  58  were  in  the  imme-

diate  charge  of  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor.  The 
number  of  infants  received  during  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1889,  was  86.  Of  this  number  19  were  sent  to  the 
Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  and  67  were  retained  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor. 
The  whole  number  thus  supported  during  the  year,  was 
165,  viz:  40  at  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum  and  1.25 
in  the  immediate  charge  of  the  Department.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 72  were  disposed  of  as  follows  :  —  at  the  Massachusetts 
Infant  Asylum  11  were  adopted,  or  were  placed  on  trial  for 
adoption;  6  were  discharged,  but  retained  at  the  Asylum, 
with  a  view  to  adoption,  at  the  personal  expense  of  some  of 
its  officers  ;  and  one  died  ;  making  a  total  of  18.  Of  those 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  Department,  20  were 
legally  adopted,  9  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of 
In-Door  Poor,  11  were  discharged  to  parents,  and  14  died; 
makino-  a  total  of  54.  There  were  remaining,  therefore,  on 
Sept.  30,  1889,  93  infants,  of  whom  21  are  on  trial  for 
adoption  without  expense  to  the  State,  4  on  trial  at  expense  ; 
all  being  less  than  three  years  old.  Twenty-two  of  these 
were  at  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  and  71  in  the 
immediate  custody  of  the  Department ;  two  were  duplicates, 
having  been  transferred  from  the  Asylum  to  the  Depart- 
ment. 

As  a  result  of  investigations  the  parents  of  infants  have 
been  found  in  twenty  cases. 

Of  these,  settlements  were  found  in  four  cases.  Three 
children  were  not  received  by  the  Department,  investigation 
having  been  completed  before  the  children  reached  its  cus- 
tody. Five  children  were  returned  to  their  mothers  ;  one 
having  been  sent  home  to  Ireland,  and  one  to  New  Bruns- 
wick. Two  children  died  before  they  could  be  returned  to 
their  mothers  ;  and  six  children,  wdiose  mothers  have  been 
found,  have,  for  various  reasons,  been  retained  in  the  custody 
of  the  Department. 

The  Commonwealth  has  been  reimbursed  $65.37  in  two 
cases,  and  a  bill  of  $52.50  has  been  avoided  by  the  investi- 
gation in  one  case 

The  expense  of  the  support  and  clothing  of  these  children, 
including   incidentals,    during   the    official    year,    has    been 
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$12,846.83.  Of  this  amount  $4,563.85  was  expended  for 
those  in  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  and  $8,282.98 
for  Outside  Infants. 

The  number  of  indigent  and  neglected  infants  received  by 
this  Department,  which  had  steadily  decreased  from  1884  to 
1889,  has  this  year  increased;  19  more  infants  having  been 
received  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1889,  than  during 
the  preceding  year. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  the  decrease  referred  to  was 
attributed,  in  part,  to  a  revival  of  the  practice  of  baby- 
farming.  Recommendations  were  made  that  the  General 
Court  be  petitioned  to  pass  a  law  giving  authority  to  the 
State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity  to  regulate  the  boarding 
of  illegitimate  infants  in  private  houses.  Accordingly,  in 
May,  1889,  the  law  already  quoted  in  this  report  was  passed 
by  the  Legislature.  This  empowers  the  Board  to  regulate 
the  boarding  of  such  infants,  and  allows  said  Board  and  its 
officers  or  agents  to  enter  and  inspect  such  boarding-places, 
and  to  summarily  remove  such  infants,  if,  in  their  opinion, 
such  removal  is  necessary  by  reason  of  neglect,  abuse  or 
other  cause,  in  order  to  preserve  the  infant's  life.  While  it 
is  yet  too  early  to  give  results  of  the  operation  of  this  law, 
it  is  a  fact  that  fewer  complaints  have  been  made  to  this 
Department,  calling  attention  to  abuses  in  boarding  infants, 
than  during  the  same  months  of  the  previous  year. 

The  adoptions  of  infants,  under  the  immediate  care  of  the 
Board,  which  have  been  increasing  since  1885,  this  year 
reached  their  highest  number.  Twenty  children  were 
legally  adopted  up  to  September  30,  and  ten  other  petitions 
were  presented  in  September,  and  the  adoptions  will  be 
completed  in  October,  making,  practically,  thirty  adoptions 
during  the  Board  year.  Eleven  others  are  on  trial  for 
adoption  without  expense  to  the  State,  and  four  more  *for 
whom  board  is  paid,  making  a  total  of  45  infants  who  have 
been,  either  legally  adopted,  or  for  whom  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  adoption  in  the  near  future.  Of  the  children 
supported  at  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  eleven  were 
adopted  or  placed  on  trial  for  adoption. 

Of  the  children  in  the  immediate  care  of  the  Department, 
only  nine  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  In-Door 
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Poor,  showing  that  all  eligible  children  are  permanently 
provided  for  by  legal  adoption  before  they  reach  the  age  of 
three  years.  The  number  of  good  families  applying  for 
young  children  to  adopt,  is  still  greater  than  the  number  of 
children  eligible  for  adoption.  The  number  of  applications 
for  infants  to  board  is  still  in  excess  of  the  number  of  such 
infants.  This  fact  enables  the  Department  to  select  the 
most  suitable  homes. 

The  mortality  rate  has  decreased,  notwithstanding  the 
condition  of  the  children  which  were  left  over  from  last 
year,  being  ineligible -for  adoption,  and  the  enfeebled  con- 
dition of  many  of  those  received  during  the  year ;  notwith- 
standing too,  the  special  unfavorableness  of  the  last  season 
to  infant  life. 

The  number  of  deformed  children  requiring  surgical 
treatment,  and  of  those  suffering  from  protracted  and 
almost  hopeless  illnesses,  who  have  been  either  restored  to 
health  or  relieved,  has  been  greater  than  in  previous  years. 

The  Nursery  established  last  year  continues  to  be  an 
advantage  to  the  children,  and  a  convenience  to  the  Depart- 
ment, as  it  enables  us  to  remove  the  children  at  once  from 
the  Temporary  Home,  Chardon  St.,  where  most  of  them  are 
received.  There  were  received  at  the  Nursery,  during  the 
year,  51  infants,  whose  average  length  of  stay  was  18  days. 
There  were  7  deaths  ;  but  it  should  be  stated  that  of  this 
number  more  than  half  were  in  a  moribund  condition  when 
received. 

Thirteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  visits  to  infants  were 
made  during  the  year  by  the  medical  visitors,  an  increase 
over  last  year.  By  securing  boarding-places  within  easy 
access  of  Boston,  and  by  extra  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Department,  it  has  been  possible  to  give 
official  personal  attendance  to  nearty  all  the  sick  calls,  and 
thereby  to  dispense  in  general  with  the  services  of  outside 
physicians. 

Burials. 

The  number  of  bills  audited  during  the  year  for  burials 
under  Public  Statutes,  Chap.  84,  Sect.  17,  has  been  946. 
The  amount  claimed  was  $7,238.56;  the  amount  deducted 
was  $739.43  ;  the  amount  allowed  was  $6,499.13. 
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Extraordinary  Oases. 
Under  the  provisions  of  Chap.  14  of  the  Acts  of  1887  for 
temporary  assistance  to  persons  in  extraordinary  cases  of 
suffering,  where  the  provisions  made  by  existing  laws  were 
deemed  insufficient,  there  has  been  expended  through  this 
Department  the  amount  of  $95.00. 

Cost. 
The  total  number  of  bills  audited  on  account  of  the 
several  appropriations  for  the  Sick  State  Poor,  cases  of  Wife 
Settlement,  Contagious  Diseases,  Temporary  Aid,  Burials, 
the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  Outside  Infants  and 
Extraordinary  Cases  has  been  8,239.  The  amount  claimed 
was  $154,334.51;  the  amount  deducted  was  $62,545.36; 
the  amount  allowed  was  $91,789.15.  To  this  amount  is  to 
be  added  the  cost  of  salaries  and  expenses,  viz  :  $17,880.13  ; 
making  the  entire  amount  expended  by  the  Department 
during  the  official  year,  $109,669.28. 

Reimbursement  from  the  United  States. 

Of  the  persons  aided  during  the  year,  1,138  were  alien 
immigrants  who  had  landed  at  the  several  ports  of  the  Com- 
monwealth within  a  period  of  five  years.  The  Common- 
wealth was  consequently  entitled,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  Aug.  3,  1882,  and  'the  State  Board's 
contract  under  that  act  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States,  to  reimbursement  for  the  expense  of 
the  support  of  these  persons  in  their  poverty  and  distress. 
300  of  these  were  adult  males  ;  401  were  adult  females,  and 
437  were  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years. 

The  amount  collected  by  this  Department  from  the  United 
States  Treasury  for  the  relief  of  such  immigrants,  during 
the  official  year,  has  been  $10,008.85,  which  is  considerably 
more  than  one-half  the  total  cost  of  administration  of  the 
Department. 

Of  this  amount  $1,503.60  was  on  account  of  transporta- 
tion of  persons  to  some  place  outside  the  Commonwealth, 
where  they  are  no  longer  an  expense  to  the  State  ;  $816.70 
was  on  account  of  temporary  aid  other  than  transportation ; 
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$7,532.75  was  for  support  of  the  Sick  State  Poor,  and 
$155.80  was  for  burials. 

The  whole  amount  collected  from  the  United  States  the 
last  two  years,  previously  to  which  no  claim  was  made,  has 
been  $15,551.(39,  and  there  is  now  due  in  bills  accrued  but 
not  presented  for  audit,  about  $2,000  more.

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Institutions. 

By  the  by-laws  of  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity 
the  Inspector  of  Institutions  is  required  "to  inspect  the 
several  public  and  private  institutions  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board,  including  city  and  town  almshouses~eontaining 
insane  inmates;''  to  "examine  all  commitment  papers  of 
lunatics;"  to  "visit  and  report  on  the  insane  boarded  in 
families;"  and  "to  have  charge  of  all  statistical  work  not 
otherwise  assigned."  In  pursuance  of  this  work,  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  visits  have  been  made  to  the  boarded- 
out  insane,  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  to  state  and 
private  institutions,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  to  town 
almshouses  or  their  substitutes,  making  a  total  of  eight 
hundred  and  forty-nine  visits.  Calls  to  examine  the  houses 
of  people  applying  for  patients  to  board  are  not  included  in 
the  above  enumeration,  nor  are  the  special  visits  to  investi- 
gate complaints  or  to  examine  persons  as  to  their  sanity. 
The  statistical  work  has  been  ably  conducted  under  the 
Deputy  Inspector's  immediate  supervision. 

The  experiences  of  another  year  go  to  confirm  the  opinions 
expressed  in  previous  reports,  that  there  is  an  increase  of 
insanity  in  this  State  out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in  the 
general  population ;  for  while  the  statistics  show  an  increase 
in  the  latter  of  36  per  cent,  from  1870  to  1889,  there  was  an 
increase  of  135  per  cent,  in  recognized  insanity  during  the 
same  space  of  time.  There  were  5,263  cases  of  insanity 
found  in  Massachusetts  by  the  careful  census  of  1885,  while 
the  Board  had  official  knowledge  of  only  4,543  persons 
suffering  from  the  malady,  not  however  reported  at  the 
same  date.  What  the  general  population  will  probably  be 
in  each  succeeding  five  years,  up  to  the  year  1900,  has  been 
estimated  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor.  Reasoning 
in  the  same  way,  it  may  be  expected  that  we  shall  know 
officially  of  5,570  cases  in  1890,  6,500  in  1895  and  7,400  in 
1900.  But  this  wTill  not  represent  the  whole  amount  of  the 
disease  in  the  State,  for  to  these  numbers  must  be  added  the 
insane  receiving  no  aid,  who  remain  in  their  own  homes  or 
among  friends.  In  this  connection  the  following  table  will 
be  of  interest.

The  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Dr.  J.  G.  Patck,  Superintendent. 

This  hospital  can  accommodate  more  patients  than  either 
of  the  other  State  hospitals.  It  had,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  official  year,  806  inmates  ;  since  that  date  the  number 
has  increased  to  832.  The  average  number  of  patients 
during  the  year  was  779.73,  and  the  weekly  average  per 
capita  cost  of  support  was  $3  36. 

The  medical  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent  and  five 
assistant  physicians,  one  of  whom  is  a  woman;  eighty-four 
day  and  seven  night  attendants  are  emplo}Ted  ;  and  of  the 
other  fifty-four  employes,  many  have  more. or  less  care  of 
patients.  A  new  steward  and  one  assistant  physician  have 
been  appointed  during  the  year,  to  take  the  places  of  offi- 
cers who  resigned. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  this  hospital  is  the  method  of  caring 
for  suicidal  patients ;    two  circular  buildings,  one  for  each 
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sex,  being  devoted  to  this  work.  The  day  rooms  are  on  the 
first  floor,  and  the  dormitories  are  over  them  ;  a  nurse  is  in 
attendance,  both  by  day  and  by  night,  and  all  parts  of 
the  rooms  being  in  view  from  any  given  point,  there  is  no 
opportunity  or  convenience  for  self  destruction. 

The  hospital  began  the  new  year  with  a  good  balance  in 
its  treasury.  All  parts  of  the  establishment  are  in  most 
excellent  condition,  though  the  laundry  needs  enlarging. 
The  farm  is  increasing  in  productiveness. 

The  Worcester  Insane  Asylum. 
Dr.  H.  M.  Quinby,  Superintendent. 

When  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital  occupied  its  present 
buildings,  in  October,  1877,  the  vacated  establishment  was 
taken  as  a  Temporary  Asylum  for  Chronic  Insane,  governed 
by  the  same  Board  of  Trustees,  but  in  no  other  respect  a 
part  of  the  Lunatic  Hospital.  Its  first  Superintendent  was 
Dr.  J.  G.  Park.  Dr.  Quinby  was  called  to  its  charge  in 
1879,  when  Dr.  Park  took  the  superintendency  of  the  Wor- 
cester Lunatic  Hospital.  In  1887  the  institution  received 
its  present  name. 

For  some  time  it  had  been  the  plan  to  abandon  the  old 
buildings  when  the  new  ones  were  completed,  and  when  an 
Asylum  for  chronic  patient-s  was  started  in  the  former  they 
were  found  to  be  very  much  dilapidated,  and  repairs  have 
been  steadily  going  on,  or  as  fast  as  the  income  would  allow. 
Those  parts  in  which  the  renovations  have  been  completed 
are  very  pleasant,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
institution  in  the  State.  As  regards  cleanliness,  good  venti- 
lation and  wise  management,  it  is  inferior  to  none. 

With  the  large  accumulation  of  chronic  insane,  many  of 
whom  should  be  removed  from  our  hospitals,  it  is  a  question 
whether  more  money  should  be  spent  on  these  buildings  than 
to  keep  them  habitable,  until  a  new  asylum  can  be  provided. 
Probably  this  property  would  sell  for  nearly  one-third 
enough  to  build  an  asylum  suited  to  present  wants. 

During  the  year  the  average  number  of  inmates  has  been 
385.56,  and  the  current  expenses  have  been  $62,501.73, 
making  the  per  capita  weekly  expense  $3.12. 
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A  room  has  been  provided  for  pathological  and  microscop- 
ical work,  which  is  performed  by  the  assistant  physician. 

The  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent  and  one  male  assist 
ant.  The  other  employes  number  sixty,  of  whom  twenty- 
nine  are  day  attendants  and  two  are  night  attendants. 


The  Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Dr.  J.  P.  Brown,  Superinlende?it. 

This  hospital  has  continued  very  much  crowded  with  a 
turbulent  and  untidy  class  of  patients  ;  and  though  it  ended 
its  year  with  a  smaller  number  of  inmates  by  seven  than  it 
had  twelve  months  previous,  the  cubic  air  space  allowed 
each  inmate  was  less  than  in  any  other  of  our  hospitals. 
Notwithstanding  this  condition,  the  work  of  laying  new 
floors  and  renewal  of  water-closets  has  been  carried  on,  as 
well  as  other  repairs.  The  new  plumbing,  done  by  the 
engineer,  is  of  the  most  thorough  kind.  At  the  rear 
entrance  to  the  grounds  a  new  gate-house  has  been  built, 
from  a  sum  appropriated  for  that  purpose  last  winter.  A 
most  perfect  system  of  medical  records  has  been  introduced 
by  the  Superintendent ;  and,  with  no  ostentation,  professional 
work  of  a  high  order  is  being  done. 

The  staff  embraces  the  Superintendent  and  four  assistants, 
of  whom  one  is  a  woman.  The  day  attendants  number  forty- 
nine,  the  night  attendants  four;  and  there  are  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  employes  in  all. 

There  is  a  small  number  of  private  patients,  and  the 
average  weekly  rate  charged  them  ($3.80)  is  considerably 
less  than  in  the  other  institutions.  With  an  average  number 
of  patients,  during  the  year,  of  632.61,  the  average  w7eekly 
cost  of  support  per  inmate  has  been  $3.42.  It  was  necessary 
to  make  the  unusual  request  of  the  last  legislature  of  an  appro- 
priation for  ordinary  repairs,  and  $6,000  was  received  for 
that  purpose. 

The  farm  is  a  small  one,  but  produces  well.  Several 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred,  the  cause  of  which  has 
not  at  the  present  time  been  ascertained. 
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The  Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Dr.  E.  B.  Nims,  Superintendent. 

This  hospital  continues  in  excellent  financial  condition, 
and  additions  have  been  made  to  the  farm,  which  has  long 
been  one  of  the  best  owned  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Several  floors  have  been  relaid,  a  number  of  ceilings 
renewed,  and  certain  minor  repairs  made  during  the  past 
year ;  but  there  is  opportunity  and  necessity  for  much 
improvement  in  the  interior  arrangements.  A  considerable 
amount  of  needed  furniture  has  recently  been  added,  includ- 
ing chairs,  settees,  iron  bedsteads,  woven-wire  mattresses,  etc. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  medical  staff,  which 
would  be  stronger  by  another  acquisition ;  and  it  is  believed 
the  number  of  attendants  should  be  increased. 

Much  attention  is  being  given  to  the  useful  employment 
of  the  patients,  with  highly  creditable  results. 

With  an  average  number  of  469.1  patients,  the  average 
weekly  pro  rata  cost  of  support  has  been  $3.50. 

The  Danvers  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Dr.  C.  W.  Page,  Superintendent. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Superintendent 
and  others,  and  a  force  of  help  has  been  engaged  in  making 
many  needed  repairs,  which  will  have  to  be  continued  for 
some  time.  Two  new  cottages  have  been  erected  for  certain 
employes,  a  large  amount  of  plumbing  has  been  renewed, 
two  iron  water  tanks  have  been  put  in  the  rear  centre  attic 
to  take  the  place  of  decayed  wooden  ones  that  were  on  each 
ward,  a  Howard  electric  clock  has  been  purchased,  and  other 
additions  and  renovations  have  been  made,  greatly  improv- 
ing the  condition  of  the  institution.  One  of  the  most 
important  advances  has  been  the  opening  of  a  training  school 
for  nurses,  which  took  place  Sept.  30. 

While  this  is  not  absolutely  a  non-restraint  institution,  the 
amount  of  restraint  is  very  small,  it  often  being  the  case 
that  none  is  in  use  ;  and  seclusion  is  infrequent. 

With  an  average  number  of  seven  hundred  and  thirty-four 
patients,  the  weekly  amount  of  the  total  incurred  indebted- 
ness has  been  $3.89  per  inmate  ;  but  the  current  expenses 
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divided   by  the  number  of  patients,  as  is  usual  in  our  hos- 
pitals, shows  the  weekly  rate  to  have  been  $3.50. 

The  medical  staff  numbers  five,  and  the  consulting  Board 
twelve  members :  there  are  eighty-three  day  attendants, 
ten  night  attendants  and  seventy-nine  other  employes. 

TJie  Westjborougk  Insane  Hospital. 
Dr.  N.  E.  Paine,  Superintendent. 

This  hospital  had  a  yearly  average  population  of  four 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,  against  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  last  year,  and  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  per 
capita  cost,  the  weekly  rate  having  been  $3.94  per  patient, 
whereas  it  was  $4.79  last  year  and  $5.62  two  years  ago. 
The  personal  estate  is  inventoried  over  $3,000  higher  than* 
last  year,  but  the  treasurer's  statement  shows  a  deficit  of 
more  than  $8,500,  and  the  coming  legislature  will  probably 
be  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  for  current  expenses. 

The  most  noteworthy  additions  have  been  the  building  of 
a  stable,  an  ice-house,  and  the  erection  of  a  mortuary,  which 
was  begun  late  in  the  season ;  while  various  repairs  and 
improvements  have  been  carried  on.  Several  cases  of  diph- 
theria have  occurred,  though  there  has  been  no  such  trouble 
as  has  been  seen  in  the  past.  The  drainage  field  absorbs  all 
the  sewage,  but  the  system  will  probably  have  to  be 
extended  or  a  new  one  adopted  within  a  few  years. 

This  is  a  fair  illustration  of  what  can  be  made  by  recon- 
structing an  old  building  ;  and  it  may  be  said  of  it  in  general 
that,  while  the  small  wards  are  an  admirable  feature,  helping 
very  much  in  the  classification,  the  hospital  is  by  no  means 
so  convenient  as  a  new  one  would  have  been,  constructed  on 
the  present  advanced  principles,  and  in  the  end  will  prove 
nearly,  if  not  quite,  as  expensive. 

There  is  not  a  large  amount  of  labor  performed  by  the 
patients  ;  but  a  good  degree  of  personal  freedom  is  allowed. 
Many  new  cases  are  kept  in  bed,  under  the  rest  treat- 
ment. 

During  a  few  weeks  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the 
institution  contained  its  largest  number  of  patients,  and  it  is 
hoped  it  will  not  have  to  be  crowded  to  a  greater  extent. 
When  fullest,  while  showing  a  greater  percentage  of  crowd- 
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ing  than  most,  it  afforded  more  cubic  air  space  per  patient 
(though  very  unequally  distributed)  than  any  other  hospital 
in  the  State,  save  one,  the  single  exception  having  an  excess 
of  only  a  few  feet.  The  ventilation  is  not  uniformly  good 
in  all  parts  of  the  institution. 

The  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  four  assistants 
and  a  pathologist :  one  of  the  assistants  is  a  woman,  and  the 
pathologist  is  also  the  photographer.  The  Superintendent 
holds  a  chair  in  the  Boston  University  School  .of  Medicine, 
and  he  gave  clinical  instruction  to  the  graduating  class  upon 
five  occasions  last  winter.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
one  employes  seven  are  night  attendants,  forty-nine  day 
attendants,  —  some  of  whom  are  engaged  outside  the  wards, 
—  and  eighty-five  are  employed  in  duties  not  so  closely 
relating  to  care  of  inmates.  Very  many  changes  have 
occurred  among  the  help,  which  must  be  regarded  as  a  mis- 
fortune, for  in  this  work  efficiency  largely  depends  upon 
length  of  service. 

The  State  Almshouse. 
Dr.  C.  I.  Fisher,  Superintendent. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  for  the  year  has  been  less 
than  usual,  although  there  were  more  than  2-,500  admissions, 
representing  2,000  persons ;  and  on  July  1st,  the  register 
showed  only  733  inmates,  the  smallest  number  for  seventeen 
years 

The  general  health  of  the  paupers  when  admitted  is  bad, 
and  the  most  noteworthy  impression  made  in  observing  them 
is  their  broken-down  and  enfeebled  condition.  The  class  of 
inmates  differs  much  from  that  at  Bridgewater,  where  they 
have  a  large  proportion  of  sentenced  men  who  are  able- 
bodied  and  strong  enough  to  do  a  full  day's  work,  while  here 
the  most  efficient  help  is  obtained  from  the  insane  depart- 
ments, whose  inmates  are  obtained  mainly  by  transfer  from 
the  lunatic  hospitals,  of  the  quiet,  chronic  class,  whose  pres- 
ence is  a  financial  benefit  to  any  institution.  There  have  been 
a  large  number  of  admissions  to  the  hospitals  (more  than 
1,400),  and  the  wards,  especially  the  men's,  have  been 
crowded.  There  were  103  cases  of  childbirth  during  the 
year. 
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With  fewer  inmates  than  last  year,  the  per  capita  cost  has 
been  less,  or  $2.19  per  week.  Deducting  the  amounts 
received  from  products  sold,  and  the  sum  charged  to  towns 
for  board  of  insane  inmates,  the  per  capita  weekly  cost  to 
the  State  has  been  $1.76. 

The  new  hospital  for  women  is  proving  very  satisfactory, 
and  a  new  one  for  men, — joining,  and  forming  a  part  of, 
the  older  wards,  —  is  nearly  roofed  in. 

A  very  great  step  in  advance  has  been  taken  by  the 
appointment  of  a  consulting  board,  consisting  of  eight  phy- 
sicians, who  are  eminent  in  their  specialties.  The  medical 
staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent  and  two  assistant  physi- 
cians, one  of  whom  is  a  woman ;  there  are  also  several 
internes. 

The  farm  continues  a  source  of  profit. 

The  State  Farm. 
Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone,  Superintendent. 

This  institution  has  received  650  admissions  during  the 
year,  and  had  on  Oct.  1,  1889,  438  inmates,  155  being  male 
prisoners,  4  female  prisoners,  120  male  paupers,  2  female 
paupers,  10  discharged  prisoners  and  147  chronic  insane 
men.  The  average  number  was  563,  supported  at  the  aver- 
age weekly  cost  of  $2.02  per  inmate  :  deducting  the  amount 
paid  into  the  treasury  for  sales,  labor  of  inmates,  etc.,  the 
net  cost  was  $1.87  a  week  per  inmate,  — 11  cents  more  than 
at  the  State  Almshouse. 

The  character  of  the  inmates  here  differs  very  much  from 
that  of  those  in  the  State  Almshouse,  and  much  more  work 
should  be  expected  of  them.  Not  only  are  there  some  who 
can  break  stones  and  work  on  the  land,  but  mechanics  can 
always  be  found  to  aid  in  making  repairs,  building,  etc., 
thus  keeping  down  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  construction. 
The  relative  permanency  of  the  inmates  permits  the  existence 
of  shops,  in  which  the  inmates  are  regularly  and  profitably 
employed.  The  insane  inmates  are  principally  "  transfers" 
from  the  lunatic  hospitals,  and  are  mainly  from  the  chronic, 
criminal  and  vicious  classes  who  are  practically  harmless. 
They  comprised  a  large  proportion  of  the  workers  in  the 
hospitals,  and  when  congregated  they  are  easily  induced  to 
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resume  work.     They   are  largely   employed   in    bottoming 
chairs,  which  is  done  at  a  small  profit. 

The  new  hospital  has  been  opened.  The  whole  number  of 
hospital  cases  was  217,  with  a  daily  average  of  19  ;  but  there 
were  2,320  cases  in  the  out-patient  department.  A  wing 
for  violent  chronic  insane  criminals  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy next  summer,  when  nearly  one  hundred  more  can  be 
taken.  There  have  been  few  changes  among  the  employes, 
who  are  generally  of  superior  quality. 

The  State  Primary  and  Reform  Schools. 

These  establishments  are  three  in  number,  governed  by  a 
single  Board  of  Trustees.  The  State  Primary  School  at 
Monson  is  under  the  superintendency  of  Mr.  Amos  Andrews  ; 
the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  at  Westborough  is  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Thos.  F.  Chapin  ;  while  Mrs.  L.  L.  Brackett  manages 
the  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at  Lancaster. 

The  admissions  to  the  Primary  School  were  35  more  than 
during  the  previous  year,  but  the  population  is  gradually 
decreasing,  the  average  for  the  past  year  being  314,  and  the 
mean  average  for  ten  years  past  346.85.  This  decrease  is 
due,  in  some  measure,  to  the  placing  of  children  in  fami- 
lies, who  would  otherwise  have  been  educated  in  the 
School ;  the  number  under  such  supervision  is  no  less  than 
267.  At  both  Westborough  and  Lancaster  the  population 
has  been  increasing  for  some  years,  and  the  Lyman  School 
is  crowded  to  much  beyond  its  proper  capacity  ;  indeed  there 
is  much  danger  of  disease  resultino;  from  the  excess  of  num- 
bers  at  Maple  Cottage,  where,  in  a  poorly  ventilated  dormi- 
tory, it  was  found  that  only  155  cubic  feet  of  air  were 
allowed  each  boy.  Recently,  however,  the  Trustees  have 
taken  steps  to  remedy  this  evil. 

There  has  been  more  attention  given  of  late  to  practical 
occupations  at  the  Lyman  School,  and  it  would  appear  to  be 
better  for  its  inmates  and  the  public  generally  if  boys  who 
cannot  with  safety  be  returned  to  their  homes,  and  who  have 
no  aptitude  for  farming,  could  be  kept  longer  in  the  institu- 
tion, where  they  should  be  taught  trades,  and  thus  fitted  to 
support  themselves  when  finally  discharged.  Most  of  the 
boys  come  from  cities  and   large  towns,  and  many  do   not 
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make  good  farmers ;  if  they  were  more  generally  taught  to 
be  carpenters,  masons,  blacksmiths,  plumbers,  etc.,  when 
they  return  home  they  would  be  prepared  to  take  up  occu- 
pations which  the  cities  offer.  At  Lancaster  the  girls  appear 
to  be  instructed  in  useful  occupations,  which  wTill  help  them 
to  gain  a  future  sustenance. 

The  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble- Minded. 
Dr.  Walter  E.  Fernald,  Superintendent. 
The  average  population  throughout  the  year  has  been  198, 
and  the  per  capita  cost  $3.47  per  week.  The  property  at 
Dover  has  been  sold,  and  the  boys  who  were  there  moved  to 
the  farm  house  on  the  estate  at  Waltham,  where  new  build- 
ings are  being  erected,  to  which  it  is  hoped  the  whole  School 
can  be  transferred  within  two  years.  A  building  for  150 
custodial  cases,  completed  within  the  appropriation,  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  January,  to  which  the  small  number 
of  violent  idiots  who  are  now  in  our  lunatic  hospitals  (sent 
there  because  too  demonstrative  for  the  School)  should  be 
transferred  :  this  department  will  much  enhance  the  useful- 
ness of  the  School.  Hereafter  it  would  be  well  to  eliminate 
all  low  grade  idiots  from  the  town  almshouses.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  use  the  old  buildings  at  South  Boston  until  the 
completion  of  the  new  establishment,  when  they  should  be 
sold. 

Municipal,  Corporate  and  Private  Institutions. 

The  only  municipal  asylum  is  that  at  South  Boston,  with 
a  branch  at  Dorchester. 

The  corporate  institutions  are  the  McLean  Asylum  at 
Somerville,  which  is  a  branch  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital ;  and  the  Hospital  Cottages  for  Children  at  Baldwin- 
ville.  The  patients  at  the  McLean  Asylum  are  principally 
of  the  private  class,  although  there  are  usually  a  few  free 
patients  receiving  its  charity. 

The  Baldwinville  Cottages,  described  in  another  place, 
have  been  mostly  maintained  by  private  contributions,  and 
many  of  their  inmates  are  dependants. 

The  private  asylums  number  nine,  and  contain  about  sixty 
patients,  although  some  of  them  have  no  cases  of  insanity, 
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and,  at  the  present  writing,  one  has  no  individual  under  treat- 
ment. The  insane  can  be  held  only  upon  judicial  commit- 
ment, but  cases  of  nervous  and  similar  diseases  are  taken  as 
boarders. 

Dr.  Thompson  died  last  July,  and  "  Shady  Lawn,"  at 
Northampton,  has  been  discontinued. 

Dr.  Herrick  has  discontinued  his  private  asylum  in 
Amherst. 

Dr.  Ira  Russell  died  Dec.  19,  1888,  and  "  The  Highlands" 
continues  under  the  management  of  Dr.  Frederick  W.  Rus- 
sell, who  had  been  associated  with  his  father. 

Dr.  Frederick  J.  McNulty  has  opened  a  home  for  the 
treatment  of  mental  and  nervous  diseases,  called  "Pine 
Grove  Retreat,"  at  Roslindale.  No  other  changes  have 
taken  place,  and  those  now  holding  licenses  for  private 
asylums  are,

Dr.  Eben  C.  Norton,  at  his  house  in  Walpole. 

Dr.  B.  R.  Benner,  at  his  house  in  Lowell. 

Dr.  Frederick  J.  McNulty,  at  "  Pine  Grove  Retreat,"  Roslindale. 


The  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Dr.  Theodore  W.  Fisher,  Superintendent. 

On  the  first  of  September  that  department  of  the  Boston 
Almshouse  system  known  as  the  Dorchester  Retreat  became 
a  part  of  the  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  the  insane  in- 
mates there  who  had  been  discharged  from  lunatic  hospitals 
were  judicially  committed  to  the  institution.  The  branch  is 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  Dr.  Edward  B.  Laoe,  the 
Superintendent  visiting  as  occasion  requires.  The  patients 
are  employed  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  formerly,  the 
pauper  men  from  "  The  Island"  who  were  depended  upon  to 
do  the  work  having  been  returned ;  and  the  classification  is 
much  more    satisfactory,  as  by  moving  the   working  men 
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spoken  of  above,  considerable  additional  room  has  been 
obtained. 

Even  now,  with  the  treatment  of  the  insane  simplified  and 
improved,  the  Superintendent  is  seriously  handicapped  by 
old  and  poorly  arranged  buildings,  and  the  only  remedy  is 
in  erecting  a  new  hospital.  The  city  supports  fully  a 
thousand  insane  patients,  about  700  being  in  State  hos- 
pitals. 

Dr.  Fisher  is  lecturer  on  mental  diseases  at  the  Harvard 
Medical  School,  and  he  gives  clinical  instruction  to  the 
students. 

The  McLean  Asylum. 
Dr.  Edward  Cowles,  Superintendent. 

It  is  the  intention  to  erect  buildings  at  Belmont,  —  where 
for  several  years  the  corporation  has  owned  a  farm ,  on  which 
there  is  a  "  Convalescent  Home"  for  the  General  Hospital, 
—  and  transfer  the  Asylum  there  ;  but  the  finances  are  not 
yet  sufficient  to  erect  an  entire  institution.  It  is,  however, 
hoped  that  two  buildings  for  convalescent  patients  can  be 
begun  a  few  months  hence.  Meanwhile  the  Asylum  at 
Somerville  is  kept  in  good  repair,  and  the  necessary  changes 
are  made  to  facilitate  the  excellent  work  done  there. 

The  Training  School  continues  popular,  prosperous  and 
useful;  it  numbers  fifty  nurses,  —  thirty-one  women  and 
nineteen  men ;  and  twenty -four  graduates  remain  in  the 
service.  The  old  billiard-room  for  women  has  been  re- 
modeled and  enlarged,  and  contains  a  very  attractive  amuse- 
ment-room, which  is  kept  open  evenings,  besides  a  bowling 
alley,  chest  weights  and  other  appliances  for  the  classes  in 
physical  training  and  medical  gymnastics,  under  expert 
teachers.  The  building  containing  the  men's  bowling  alley 
and  billiard-room  has  been  moved  nearer  the  main  build- 
ings, and  is  being  remodeled  in  a  similar  way,  with  additions 
of  reading  and  smoking  rooms.  A  new  laboratory  for 
scientific  investigation  is  being  built,  which  will  be  under 
the  care  of  the  pathologist,  Dr.  Noyes,  who  is  now  pursuing 
investigations  in  Europe.  Clinical  instruction  is  here  given 
to  students  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 
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The  average  number  of  patients  is  about  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five. 

The  medical  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  two 
assistants  and  a  pathologist,  besides  the  house  pupils. 
There  is  a  consulting  board  of  seven  members. 


The  Hospital  Cottages  for  Children  at  Baldwinville. 
Dr.  Everett  Flood,  Superintendent. 

This  institution  is  owned  by  a  corporation,  which  appoints 
a  board  of  trustees  to  cooperate  with  the  two  State  Trustees 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  Its  support  has  come  mainly 
from  contributions  of  benevolent  people,  the  average  weekly 
cost  being  about  $3.20  per  inmate  ;  but  in  1887  the  Legisla- 
ture appropriated  $10,000  to  pay  existing  debts,  obtain 
water  supply  and  defray  running  expenses,  receiving  in  turn 
the  right  to  send  ten  State  cases  for  one  year ;  and  the  last 
Legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  $55,000  to  erect  new 
buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  130  children. 

The  Hospital  consists  at  present  of  three  wooden  cottages, 
connected  by  passages,  and  an  old  farm-house  situated  on 
the  land  purchased  for  the  institution.  There  are  about  65 
children  under  its  care  ;  and  during  the  last  eighteen  months 
more  than  four  hundred  applications  have  been  received. 

The  cases  treated  have  been  thus  far  those  of  epilepsy, 
spinal  caries,  hip  and  knee  joint  disease,  infantile  paralysis, 
general  debility,  heart  disease,  rachitis,  para-  and  hemi- 
plegia, feeble-minded  from  epilepsy,  chorea,  eczema,  vagi- 
nitis, atrophy,  empyema,  chronic  diarrhoea,  hydrocephalus, 
otitis  media,  conjunctivitis,  ectropion.  These  have  been 
very  largely  cases  of  considerable  duration,  not  yielding 
readily  to  treatment,  but  requiring  care  in  country  surround- 
ings for  a  longer  period  than  the  city  hospitals  can  allow. 
The  success  of  treatment  with  all  this  class  of  cases  has  been 
excellent.  The  treatment  of  epileptics  is  to  be  made  a 
specialty,  and  probably  the  work  will  have  to  be  confined  to 
children  under  fourteen  years. 

The  new  establishment,  situated  on  a  farm  of  80  acres,  a 
half  mile  from  the  village,  consists  of  three  brick  buildings, 
plainly  but  substantially  constructed,  and  will  probably  be 
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ready  for  occupancy  in  the  spring.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Trustees  that  bequests  will  admit  of  the  enlargement  needed, 
and  endowments  furnish  means  for  current  expenses. 

The  Institutions  for  the  Insane,  in   General. 

Mention  having  been  made  of  the  State  Establishments 
individually,  it  only  remains  to  speak  of  them,  as  well  as  of 
the  private  asylums,  as  a  whole. 

The  State  Institutions  are  in  the  care  of  Boards  of  Trus- 
tees, appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
executive  council.  The  Superintendents,  appointed  by  the 
Trustees,  and  under  their  direction,  manage  the  affairs  of 
their  several  institutions,  select  and  remove  employes,  as 
occasion  requires,  and  attend  to  their  innumerable  duties  as 
they  present  themselves.  Over  all  is  the  State  Board, 
which  exercises  very  close  attention  to  see  that  the  commit- 
ments are  all  legal,  that  no  one  is  improperly  detained,  and 
that  justice  is  done. 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  compare  the  hospitals  one  with 
another,  since  in  many  respects  they  are  so  dissimilar. 
Location,  size,  architecture,  surroundings,  etc.,  affect  them, 
while  each  is  influenced  by  the  policy — if  such  establish- 
ments can  have  a  policy — of  its  superintendent  and  other 
officers.  If  a  hospital  has  a  large,  fine  farm,  run  by  an 
experienced  and  practical  farmer,  it  will  make  a  different 
showing,  —  especially  if  its  population  comes  largely  from 
rural  districts,  and  if  its  Superintendent  is  alive  to  the  im- 
portance of  occupation,  —  from  one  surrounded  by  a  small 
farm  of  sandy  soil,  or  whose  inmates  have  never  been  accus- 
tomed to  manual  labor.  Then,  too,  the  results,  especially 
the  financial  results,  are  modified  by  the  character  of  the 
inmates  ;  a  mass  of  unusually  disturbed  and  troublesome 
patients,  like  many  at  Taunton,  will  cause  much  more 
trouble  and  greater  expense,  everything  else  being  equal, 
than  moderately  excited  and  greatly  elemented  patients,  like 
the  inmates  of  the  old  Asylum  at  Worcester.  In  a  hospital 
treating  a  thousand  patients  the  average  cost  of  maintenance 
will  be  materially  less  than  in  one  caring  for  three  or  four 
hundred ;  but  more  recoveries  might  be  expected  in  the 
latter.     With  nothing  else  to  affect  it,  the  treasury  would  be 
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plethoric  or  low,  whether  there  are  many  or  few  private 
patients,  or  if  they  pay  much  or  little.  Dan  vers,  with  its 
average  weekly  rate  of  $5.48  received  for  private  patients, 
would  expect  a  smaller  income  than  Westborough  gets  from 
its  charge  of  $6.73,  did  not  the  former  have  108  of  the  pri- 
vate class,  while  the  latter  has  but  40.  And  at  Taunton, 
with  only  79  private  patients,  charging  at  the  rate  of  $3.80 
per  week,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  income  from  this 
source  differs  from  that  at  Worcester,  where  120  private 
patients  pay  an  average  weekly  rate  of  $5.56. 

Potent  causes  affect  the  percentage  of  recoveries  and  the 
death  rate  ;  so  that  the  hospital  treating  acute  cases  mainly 
reports  more  of  the  former  as  well  as  a  larger  number  of  the 
latter.  An  institution  so  situated  that  it  has  a  relatively 
large  paretic  population  will  eventually  have  a  proportion- 
ately large  death  rate  ;  and  until  cases  discharged  as  recov- 
ered are  all  studied  and  passed  upon  by  one  outside  person, 
there  may  be  a  perceptible,  although  honest,  showing  in 
favor  of  some  hospitals  to  the  disadvantage  of  others. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  accommodations  in  each  hospital 
and  asylum,  the  equalization  of  the  overcrowding  has  been  a 
task  not  easily  performed.  This  is  adjusted  by  the  State 
Board,  and  can  be  effected  by  transfer  from  one  institution 
to  another,  or  by  regulating  commitments  (Chap.  346, 
Sects.  1  and  2,  Acts  1887).  The  Westborough  Hospital 
would  have  a  comparatively  small  number  of  patients,  if  only 
those  were  received  who  expressed  a  desire  for,  or  whose 
friends  wished  them  to  have,  homoeopathic  treatment ;  and 
the  Suffolk  County  commitments  have  been  made  very 
largely  to  that  hospital.  Each  State  hospital  naturally  feels 
that  it  has  more  patients  than  it  should  be  called  upon  to 
care  for ;  but  the  new  cases  must  have  treatment,  and  many 
should  be  retained  longer  than  they  now  are. 

In  adjusting  the  numbers  there  are  certain  conditions  by 
which  to  be  guided,  none  of  which  should  be  overlooked ; 
the  intended  capacity  of  the  institution,  the  character  of  its 
patients,  the  shape  of  its  wards,  and  the  cubic  air  space, 
neither  of  which  can  be  relied  upon  alone. 

Worcester,  receiving  as  it  does  most  of  the  insane  crimi- 
nals, to  whom  it  feels  obliged  to  give  single  rooms,  is  ham- 
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pered  in  providing  for  new  cases,  while  its  percentage  of 
crowding  appears  less  than  at  Northampton  or  Taunton. 
There  is  more  breathing  room  per  patient  at  Westborough 
than  at  any  other  hospital,  but,  because  of  the  high  studding 
of  some  of  its  departments,  there  is  a  dead  air  space  which 
should  not  be  estimated.  If  we  depended  upon  cubic  air 
space  alone,  and  accepted  550  as  the  nominal  capacity  of 
Taunton,  Worcester  Hospital  could  accommodate  919  pa- 
tients, Worcester  Asylum  309,  Northampton  Hospital  454, 
Danvers  Hospital  741,  and  Westborough  Hospital,  527. 
The  broad  corridors  at  Danvers,  with  large  windows  at  each 
end,  and  with  spacious  alcoves  in  the  centre,  allow  of  more 
floor  beds  than  should  be  put  into  the  narrow  corridors  at 
Worcester,  and  the  same  is  true  to  a  less  degree  at  Taunton  ; 
but  the  setting  over  of  the  main  corridors  at  Worcester, 
together  with  the  cross  corridors,  makes  it  easier  partially  to 
separate  disturbed  patients  than  can  be  done  at  most  of  the 
other  hospitals  where  the  whole  ward  is  in  sight,  and 
where  an  excited  patient  will  annoy  all  his  companions. 
Yet  the  cost  of  attendance  in  broken-up  wards  is  excessive. 
Generally,  chronic  patients  are  less  troubled  by  being 
crowded  than  are  those  in  the  acute  stages  of  the  disease,  but 
the  Worcester  Asylum  has  been  so  constantly  undergoing 
repairs  that  it  would  have  been  improper  to  crowd  the  corri- 
dors, although  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  the  rooms  :  how- 
ever, very  recently  its  numbers  have  been  increased,  and  now 
it  affords  less  cubic  air  space  per  patient  than  any  other 
institution  for  the  insane.  Besides,  the  character  of  the 
older  cases  now  in  our  hospitals  is  such  that  it  would  be 
absolutely  dangerous  to  put  some  of  them  in  dormitories  or 
on  floor  beds.  The  hospital  having  a  large  proportion  of 
single  rooms  could  handle  more  disturbed  patients  than  one 
with  much  dormitory  space,  if  all  other  conditions  were  alike. 
The  rapidity  of  the  change  of  air  should  not  be  lost  sight  of 
in  this  connection,  and  bad  results  are  very  likely  to  be 
found,  and  trouble  come  from  the  presence  of  large  numbers, 
in  a  hospital  dependent  upon  forced  ventilation,  especially 
if  the  fans  are  idle  a  good  portion  of  the  time.  And  thus 
it  is  necessary  to  consider  all  of  the  above  questions,  and 
more  even,  in  determining  with  how  many  patients  we  must 
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overcrowd  our  present  institutions,  and  which  one  is,  for 
the  time  being,  best  able  to  receive  certain  commitments. 

Out  of  a  population  of  4,497  in  the  five  Lunatic  Hospitals 
there  have  been  332  recoveries.  The  number  does  not 
appear  large  when  the  individuals  are  treated  in  the  aggre- 
gate, but  as  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  patients  were 
curable  when  admitted,  the  results  are  as  satisfactory  as 
could  be  expected.  In  reporting  recoveries  the  hospitals? 
are  not  uniform,  for  while  some  of  them  do  not  consider 
habitual  drunkards  as  insane,  and  place  them  in  the  statisti- 
cal tables  as  not  insane,  others  do  not  make  the  distinction, 
and  classify  them  among  the  discharges  as  recoveries  from 
insanity,  thus  increasing  the  apparent  percentage  of  recov-^ 
eries.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  on  the  admissions  has 
been  quite  uniform,  being  highest  at  Worcester,  while 
there  has  been  a  difference  of  only  about  one  per  cent,  at 
Northampton,  Taunton  and  Westborough.  Upon  the  aver- 
age number  of  patients  the  percentage  of  recoveries  is  almost 
exactly  the  same  at  Northampton,  Danvers,  Taunton  and 
Worcester,  while  at  Westborough,  where  the  habitual  drunk- 
ards who  are  discharged  as  cured  are  included  in  the  list  of 
recoveries  (as  they  are  at  Worcester  and  Northampton),  and 
where  there  have  .been  more  admissions  than  in  any  other 
hospital,  it  is  a  little  higher.  There  were  391  commitments 
to  Worcester,  204  to  Taunton,  166  to  Northampton,  351  to 
Danvers,  and  400  to  Westborough. 

Of  the  332  recoveries,  271  took  place  on  the  first  and  41 
on  the  second  admission.  There  were  191  recoveries  in 
cases  where  the  disease  had  lasted  less  than  three  months, 
and  where  the  duration  was  under  one  year  241  were 
restored  to  reason,  and  only  59  out  of  the  entire  number 
recovered  who  had  suffered  more  than  twelve  months. 
There  can  be  no  better  testimony  as  to  the  need  of  early 
treatment  in  insanity  than  that  given  in  these  statements, 
and  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  this  should  be 
recognized.  On  the  other  hand,  recoveries  do  sometimes 
occur  where  the  disease  has  lasted  many  years ;  29  cases  of 
recovery  are  reported  from  our  hospitals  this  year  where  the 
individuals  had  been  insane  more  than  five  years,  9  of  the 
number  having  been  deranged  between  ten  and  twenty  years. 
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There  were  341  deaths,  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
among  the  insane  in  the  live  State  Lunatic  Hospitals,  the 
Worcester  Asylum,  and  the  insane  wards  at  the  State  Alms- 
house and  the  State  Farm.  In  the  institutions  devoted 
wholly  to  the  care  of  the  insane,  —  the  lunatic  hospitals  and 
Worcester  Asylum, —  there  were  313  deaths,  a  percentage 
of  9.10  on  the  average  number.  The  lowest  rate  on  the 
average  number  was  at  Northampton,  where  the  greatest 
proportion  of  chronic  cases  are ;  while  it  was  highest  at 
Westborough  Hospital,  which  received  more  recent  cases 
than  any  other  hospital ;  but  at  the  latter  institution  fourteen 
died  of  senile  dementia.  General  paresis  caused  13  deaths 
at  Danvers,  7  at  Westborough,  8  at  Taunton,  2  at  North- 
ampton, 4  at  Worcester  Hospital  and  3  at  Worcester 
Asylum  :  no  deaths  from  this  cause  occurred  at  the  State 
Almshouse  or  the  State  Farm. 

There  are  four  classes  that  appear  out  of  place  in  our  in- 
sane hospitals  :  imbeciles,  habitual  drunkards,  cases  of  senile 
dementia  and  criminals.  The  feeble-minded  will  be  pro- 
vided for  a  few  months  hence,  and  the  drunkards  somewhat 
later ;  but  those  suffering  from  the  effects  of  age  may  have 
to  be  cared  for  in  the  insane  hospitals  for  some  time  to 
come,  if  not  indefinitely.  It  is  unfortunate  that  such  cases 
are  sent  to  a  hospital,  for  they  cannot  recover,  nor  do  they 
often  receive  any  benefit ;  they  encumber  the  wards  where 
curable  cases  alone  should  be  treated ;  and  in  many  cases 
the  change  from  home  to  hospital  life  hastens  the  end  which 
"is  near  at  hand.  Probably  some  families  cannot  care  for  an 
aged  person  when  afflicted  with  this  form  of  insanity,  but 
most  cases  should  be  retained  at  home.  The  money  spent 
in  making  the  transfer  to  the  hospital  together  with  that 
paid  for  board  would  go  far  towards  meeting  the  expense  of 
home  care  ;  the  aged  person's  life  would  probably  be  pro- 
longed, and  the  hospital  kept  for  curable  cases.  The  crimi- 
nals and  convicts  suffering  from  acute  insanity  can  be 
tolerated,  but  as  soon  as  it  is  shown  that  the  disease  has 
become  chronic  they  should  be  transferred  to  the  State 
Farm,  which  can  be  done  after  the  present  additions  at  the 
latter  place  are  ready  for  occupancy. 
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In  studying  the  tabulated  reports  in  the  Appendix,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  different  results  in  the  several 
establishments  may  have  been  occasioned  by  causes  pecu- 
liarly their  own,  and  that  efficiency  of  management  cannot 
be  wholly  measured  by  cost  of  maintenance,  reported  recov- 
eries or  deaths. 

The  private  asylums  have  been  conducted  by  gentlemen 
of  experience  in  mental  diseases,  who  may  be  relied  upon  to 
treat  their  patients  scientifically  and  well  in  every  way, 
receiving  none  but  suitable  cases,  and  discharging  them 
when  the  proper  time  comes.  But  others  are  appearing, 
in  whose  hands  the  interests  of  patients  are  likely  to  suffer, 
and  the  granting  of  licenses  to  keep  insane  asylums  should 
now  be  more  restricted.

From  the  preceding  table  it  appears  that  on  Oct.  1,  1888, 
80  patients  (25  male  and  55  female)  were  boarding  in 
families.  Daring  the  year  76  cases  (16  male  and  60  female) 
were  placed  out,  making  a  total  of  156  cases  (41  male  and 
115  female)  representing  1.51  persons  (38  male  and  113 
female)  treated  in  this  manner.  Twenty-one  cases,  repre- 
senting 20  persons  (8  male  and  12  female)  were  returned  to 
institutions  ;  two  were  taken  to  almshouses  by  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor ;  one  man  and  four  women  died  ;  and  three  men 
and  twelve  women  were  delivered  to  the  care  of  friends. 
The  average  number  for  the  twelve  months  was  94.11,  and 
on  Oct.  1,  1889,  there  were  110  persons  (26  male  and  84 
female)  in  families.  Of  the  18  returned  to  institutions,  3 
were  poorly  provided  with  boarding-places  ;  (all  have  since 
been  again  boarded  out,  and  one  of  the  number  has  been 
returned  because  of  sickness)  ;  5  required  medical  treatment, 
which  they  would  have  received  in  the  families  from  the 
medical  inspector  had  the  locations  been  more  convenient ; 
while  10  were  in  various  ways  troublesome  or  excited 
and  unsuited  at  the  time  for  family  care  :  of  these  there 
were  four  persons  who  had  for  many  years  been  subject  to 
recurrent  mania,  and  who  were  placed  out  to  give  them  the 
privileges  of  home  life,  with  the  hope  that  the  usual  excite- 
ment might  be  deferred.  One  woman  who  had  long  been 
comfortable,  an  occupant  of  the  cottage  connected  with  the 
Taunton  Hospital,  was  placed  in  one  of  the  best  families, 
but  to  the  surprise  of  all  became  depressed  and  suicidal. 

Five  deaths  occurred,  all  but  one  being  women  ;  one,  aged 
73  years,  died  of  apoplexy;  one,  aged  50  years,  died  of 
heart  disease  ;  one,  aged  80  years,  died  of  pneumonia  ;  one, 
aged  48  years,  died  of  Bright's  disease  ;  one  man,  aged  51 
years,  died  of  tonsillitis,  abscess  of  the  tongue  and  resultant 
exhaustion. 
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The  rate  of  board  for  private  patients  has  usually  been 
arranged  by  their  friends,  and  has  varied  from  $3.25  to  $15 
per  week.  For  state  and  town  charges  there  is  no  fixed 
rate,  as  there  are  many  conditions  that  should  affect  it, 
especially  the  usefulness  of  the  patient  as  the  individual 
improves  or  becomes  accustomed  to  the  surroundings.  Five 
have  contributed  towards  their  support  by  outside  labor, 
and  there  are  several  more  on  the  list  who  are  nearly  able  to 
begin  earning  money.  The  average  weekly  rate  for  board 
and  clothing  has  been  $3.15  per  person,  and  with  the  charge 
for  supervision  added,  (which  includes  the  expense  of  plac- 
ing and  returning  inmates,  price  of  medicines,  travelling 
expenses  of  visitors,  etc.),  the  total  cost  for  support  of 
pauper  patients  has  been  $3.28  per  person.  When  the 
system  is  fully  extended  it  will  be  a  most  excellent  way  of 
caring  for  the  quiet,  harmless,  chronic  insane  ;  but  it  will 
probably  have  to  be  limited  to  a  certain  degree,  although 
capable  of  much  more  usefulness.  Since  the  institutions  for 
the  insane  became  so  crowded,  there  has  been  a  growing 
necessity  for  the  removal  of  many  to  local  almshouses,  and 
of  course  the  least  intractable  ones  have  been  chosen  for  this 
purpose.  The  boarding-out  system,  too,  tends  to  remove 
comparatively  quiet  patients,  so  that  the  hospitals  are 
crowded  with  a  disorderly  or  troublesome  class  of  patients, 
among  whom  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  find 
inmates  whom  the  superintendents  are  willing  to  recommend 
for  family  care.  Those  placed  during  the  past  year  have 
been  much  less  promising  than  the  numbers  boarded  previ- 
ously, and  yet  the  results  have  been  satisfactory.  As  the 
work  progresses,  it  becomes  more  apparent  that  its  greatest 
success  depends  upon  supervision  by  a  practical  medical 
\isitor,  who,  under  the  Inspector's  direction,  should  be 
largely  engaged  in  looking  after  this  branch  of  the  work 
as  well  as  the  welfare  of  the  hundreds  of  insane  in  alms- 
houses ;  then  the  system  could  probably  be  extended  so  as 
to  embrace  individuals  who  have  been  denied  its  privileges 
heietofore. 

Dr.  Henry  11.  Stedman,  to  whom  the  State  is  largely 
indebted  for  this  method  of  caring  for  the  chronic  insane, 
and  who  has  taken  great  interest  in  the  boarding-out  sys- 
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tem  from  the  first,  has  again  placed  us  under  obliga- 
tion by  a  gift  of  $200,  to  be  expended  in  furthering  its 
purposes. 

City  and  Town  Almshouses. 

There  are  218  almshouses  in  Massachusetts,  in  which  there 
were  April  1,  1889,  4,889  inmates,  of  whom  878  were  said 
to  be  insane.  The  latter  number  is  probably  not  absolutely 
accurate,  because  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  who  famish  the 
Board  with  the  figures,  are  not  expected  to  be  diagnos- 
ticians ;  and  it  undoubtedly  is  too  small,  for  undemonstrative 
insanity  is  often  not  recognized,  and  it  is  known  that  cases 
of  persons  having  fixed  delusions  have  been  returned  as 
insane,  while  a  goodly  number  of  demented  inmates  have 
been  reported  as  cases  of  idiocy  or  imbecility.  At  the  same 
date  there  were  reported  146  insane  boarded  in  families, 
(this  number  does  not  refer  to  the  boarded-out  insane  who 
are  under  the  direction  of  this  Board)  ;  therefore  it  is 
undoubtedly  true  that  there  were  on  April  1,  1,024  insane 
persons  at  least,  supported  by  towns  and  cities  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  alms- 
houses and  families,  and  at  the  present  time  the  number  can 
be  no  less,  and  is  probably  more,  because  of  the  tendency 
to  remove  patients  from  hospitals  to  almshouses. 

The  almshouses  have  all  been  visited  during  the  past  sea- 
son by  the  Inspector  of  Institutions,  or  under  his  direction, 
and  a  careful  examination  made  as  to  their  condition.  The 
results  of  the  investigations  are  ^iven  somewhat  in  detail  in 
a  description  of  individual  almshouses  to  be  found  in  the  fol- 
lowing pages.  The  conclusions  arrived  at  are,  that,  how- 
ever suitable  they  may  be  for  sane  paupers,  they  fall  very 
far  below  giving  the  insane  inmates  anything  approaching 
the  care  they  receive  in  State  institutions,  and  in  not  a  few 
instances  recent  cases  have  been  confined,  and  thus  illegally 
deprived  of  medical  treatment  until  the  curable  stage  has 
probably  passed.  In  most  of  the  larger  cities,  there  have 
been  provided  at  the  almshouses  wards  for  the  custody  of 
insane  inmates  ;  but  none  of  them  are  under  the  care  of  medi- 
cal officers,  and  they  cannot  in  any  sense  be  considered  other- 
wise than  wards  of  the  parent  institutions.  The  number  of 
attendants   in  these  wards   is  generally  so   small,  that  the 
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patients  receive  little  individual  attention,  and  are  not 
employed  to  any  great  extent.  In  the  appearance  of  the 
wards,  tidiness  of  the  patients,  and  general  conditions,  most 
almshouses  will  bear  no  comparison  with  hospitals  treating 
the  same  class  ;  for,  while  professional  attention,  frequent 
visitation,  constant  oversight  of  employes,  and  regular 
inspection  of  food,  clothing,  rooms,  beds  and  bedding  by 
the  officers  operate  for  good  to  the  insane  of  the  hospitals, 
there  are  few  of  these  beneficial  agencies  in  the  former 
institutions. 

The  almshouses  as  a  whole,  and  with  few  exceptions,  take 
from  the  hospitals  the  quiet,  inoffensive  and  moderately  tidy 
patients,  —  those  most  easily  cared  for,  — leaving  the  excited, 
destructive,  violent  and  untidy,  so  that  it  would  not  be  unfair 
to  expect  less  restraint  and  seclusion  relatively  than  is  found 
in  institutions  treating  acute  and  highly  troublesome  patients. 
Such  however  is  not  the  case.  In  the  almshouse  inspection, 
it  is  not  unusual  to  find  the  sole  insane  inmate  locked  up  or 
otherwise  restrained ;  in  one  lunatic  department  T7¥  of  the 
inmates  were  in  seclusion,  while  in  another  almshouse,  its 
six  insane  inmates  were  kept  constantly  locked  up  ;  but  there 
is  more  liberty  allowed  in  the  larger  establishments,  because 
proportionately  more  help  is  employed  ;  and  in  the  smaller 
ones,  where  there  is  sufficient  help  and  an  exercise  of  tact, 
there  is  less  restriction. 

At  the  Danvers  Hospital  at  a  recent  date,  out  of  751 
patients,  only  one  was  in  seclusion,  while  none  wore  me- 
chanical restraint;  and  out  of  4,027  insane  inmates  in  State 
institutions  on  Oct.  1,  only  two  per  cent,  were  secluded 
and  restrained. 

There  is  often  a  discrimination  in  assigning  rooms  to  the 
inmates,  which  well  illustrates  the  fact  that  insane  patients, 
(not  always  the  troublesome  ones  by  any  means),  are  not 
understood,  and,  being  misunderstood,  are  not  well  treated  ; 
for,  while  the  sane  pauper  may  have  a  pleasant  room,  sup- 
plied with  clean  and  comfortable  bedding,  the  insane  one 
may  have  to  occupy  a  damp  basement  room,  or  quarters  in 
a  remote  part  of  the  house,  sometimes  with  a  bed  of  rags. 

There  have  been  found  few  instances  where  it  was  thought 
to  be  of  advantage,  other  than  in  a  pecuniary  way,  to  care

for  the  insane  at  almshouses,  which  is  unfortunate,  for,  were 
the  almshouses  and  inmates  kept  clean,  sufficient  help  of  the 
right  sort  employed,  and  the  whole  supervised  by  competent 
visitors,  a  certain  limited  class  might,  by  being  taken  into 
the  Warden's  family,  become  in  a  degree  re-accustomed  to 
home  life. 

With  no  uniformity  in  keeping  accounts,. the  actual  pro  rata 
almshouse  expense  is  rather  difficult  to  determine,  but,  while 
in  certain  instances  the  rate  is  upwards  of  five  dollars  per  week, 
usually  the  Aveekly  cost  does  not  exceed  $2.56  per  inmate, 
and  in  some  cases  helpless  paupers  are  being  kept  for  con- 
siderably less  than  $1.75  per  week.  While  the  inmates  of 
the  State  Institutions  receive  a  full  equivalent  for  the  money 
expended,  those  in  local  almshouses  evidently  do  not  enjoy 
privileges  above  their  cash  value,  and  in  taking  the  insane 
there,  the  chief  consideration  is  usually  one  of  economy. 

At  the  largest  almshouses  there  are  bathing  facilities,  and 
the  separation  of  the  sexes  receives  attention,  but  at  most  of 
the  smaller  ones,  modern  conveniences  are  very  exceptional ; 
nor  are  they  always  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  the 
sexes  mingle  promiscuously  by  day.  The  amount  of  hired 
help  is  so  small  that  very  little  time  can  be  devoted  to 
inmates  who  are  dependent,  and  the  salaries  do  not  as  a  gen- 
eral rule  attract  skilled  attendants. 

In  a  number  of  almshouses  there  are  no  insane,  and 
it  is  more  than  a  coincidence  that  such  have  so  often 
been  found  superior  to  most  of  those  whose  popula- 
tion embraces  both  sane  and  insane.  But  aside  from  the 
desirability  of  eliminating  all  the  improper  cases,  allowing 
only  the  suitable  ones  to  remain,  it  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance that  visits  to  the  almshouses  should  be  frequently  paid, 
not  only  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  but  by  other  citi- 
zens ;  and  no  more  useful  work  could  be  done  by  charitable 
and  religious  societies  than  in  ministering  to  the  poor  under 
consideration.  The  Overseers  of  the  cities  and  larger  towns 
usually  make  regular  visits,  but  in  quite  a  proportion  of  cases 
the  calls  are  infrequent,  and  in  some  towns  the  officials  had 
not  been  seen  at  the  almshouse  for  nearly  or  quite  a  year. 
It  would  be  seldom  that  we  should  find  untidy  beds  and 
neglected  inmates,  did  they  receive  the  watchful  care  that 
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unceasing  inspection  always  produces.  The  fact  is  well 
illustrated  at  Salein,  where  it  is  a  pleasure  to  the  Overseers 
to  show  visitors  not  how  cheaply,  but  how  well,  they  treat 
their  chronic  insane. 

In  many  of  the  towns,  especially  in  the  western  part  of 
the  State,  the  poor  are  boarded  in  families,  usually  with 
those  taking  them  the  cheapest.  In  some  instances  they 
receive  good  care,  and  none  have  been  found  unkindly 
treated ;  but  the  price  is  so  small  that  no  luxuries  and  few 
comforts  can  be  enjoyed.  The  responsible  and  able-bodied 
pauper  needs  no  great  sympathy,  but  the  worthy,  needy 
poor,  and  the  dependent  insane,  who  have  no  one  to  speak 
for  them,  are,  theoretically  at  least,  likely  to  suffer  by  this 
system  ;  for,  with  little  or  no  supervision,  there  are  many 
inducements  for  the  family  to  make  what  it  can  from  the 
price  of  board. 

If,  instead  of  having  independent  institutions,  several 
towns  would  unite  and  maintain  one  almshouse,  they  could 
pay  salaries  sufficient  to  obtain  a  capable  superintendent  with 
suitable  help,  giving  the  inmates  better  care,  keeping  the 
house  in  good  condition,  and  at  no  increased  expense. 

Lodging  tramps  at  the  poor  farm,  whatever  effect  it  may 
have  upon  the  question  of  vagrancy,  is  not  salutary  to  the 
almshouse,  and  in  many  cases  vermin  have  been  introduced 
by  them.  As  these  people  abhor  water,  it  would  probably 
result  in  good,  and  lessen  the  aggregate  cost,  if  every  tramp 
were  required  to  bathe  before  going  to  his  quarters,  and  if 
he  had  to  leave  his  room  in  perfect  order  in  the  morning. 
That  this  is  a  matter  of  no  small  importance  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  vagrancy  has  increased  150  per  cent,  within 
nine  years,  being  greater  than  it  was  before  the  restrictive 
legislation  was  enforced  ;  and  that  more  than  100,000  cases 
occur  annually  in  this  State,  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  $25,000  ; 
and  although  not  all  are  cared  for  at  the  almshouses,  the 
numbers  detained  there  are  so  great  as  to  impair  mate- 
rially the  condition  of  those  establishments. 
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Almsh  oiine   Vis  it  a  tion . 
Abington. 

The  town  of  Abington  lias  an  almshouse,  and  a  farm  of 
seven  and  one-half  acres,  which  is  occupied  by  the  present 
manager  rent  free,  who  is  paid  $2.50  per  week  for  boarding 
the  paupers. 

The  almshouse  is  a  frame  structure,  needs  painting,  and 
is  otherwise  out  of  repair.  The  inmates'  apartments  are 
neglected  and  untidy.  Some  years  ago  the  barn  was  fin- 
ished off  into  rooms,  and  there  being  at  present  only  three 
inmates,  there  are  several  unoccupied  rooms,  all  in  disorder. 
The  bedsteads  are  wooden,  and  bags  are  not  unknown. 
The  men's  privy  in  the  second  story  is  very  filthy.  The 
house  is  fitted  with  steam  radiators,  but  stoves  are  used  for 
heating, ' '  as  the  steam  gives  so  much  trouble."  The  drainage 
is  very  poor,  a  large  pool  of  stagnant  water  being  directly 
back  of  the  house.  In  the  summer  outside  boarders  are 
taken ;  this  year  several  from  Philadelphia  being  enter- 
tained.    This  will  rank  among  the  poorest  almshouses. 

Acton. 

The  Acton  Almshouse  is  a  two-story  frame  structure, 
somewhat  out  of  repair.  At  the  time  of  visitation,  some  of 
the  rooms  were  being  painted  and  papered,  so  that  they 
presented  considerable  disorder.  The  inmates  have  a  com- 
mon sitting-room,  which  is  also  their  dining-room.  There 
is  one  bed-room  on  the  first  floor,  and  six  rooms  on  the 
second  floor.  These  rooms  have  old-fashioned,  wooden 
bedsteads,  corded  with  ropes,  and  are  provided  with  straw 
and  feather  beds  of  good  quality.  The  house-keeping  is 
not  up  to  the  average  standard.  The  water  supply  is  from 
a  well  under  the  house.  The  drainage  is  carried  a  short 
distance  underground,  and  then  discharged  upon  the  sur- 
face. The  farm  contains  120  acres,  and  11  cows  are  kept. 
Help  is  hired  when  needed  upon  the  farm.  Milk  and 
produce  were  sold  last  year  to  the  amount  of  $800,  which 
was  used  to  purchase  supplies. 
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Acushnet. 
The  Acushnet  almshouse  is  very  old,  and  poor  through- 
out, though  possibly  the  inmates  are  made  comfortable. 
The  furniture,  like  the  house,  is  poor  and  old  ;  the  bedsteads 
which  are  rickety,  and  corded  with  ropes,  are  provided  with 
feather  beds  which  were  clean  and  comfortable.  The  floors 
are  kept  well  scrubbed,  but  are  nearly  worn  through.  The 
house-keeping,  considering  the  old  house  and  poor  furniture, 
is  good.  The  water  supply  is  from  a  well  under  the  build- 
ing, and  the  drainage  is  carried  off  beneath  the  surface.  The 
inmates,  of  whom  o»e  is  insane,  are  allowed  to  go  and  come 
as  they  choose,  and  there  were  but  two  out  of  six  at  home  at 
the  time  of  the  visit. 

Adams. 
The  Superintendent  of  this  almshouse  has  been  here  since 
April,  1888.  He  receives  $600  salary,  aud  hires  his  own 
help.  At  present  two  domestics  and  one  farm  man  are  em- 
ployed. The  Superintendent  and  Matron  appear  to  be  kindly 
disposed,  the  inmates,  especially  the  children,  are  fond  of 
them,  and  the  Superintendent  is  working  with  much  enthusi- 
asm to  improve  the  condition  of  the  house,  by  doing  his  own 
carpentering,  masoning,  etc.,  and  exterminating  the  bugs 
by  filling  the  cracks  and  holes  in  the  walls  with  plaster  and 
dressing  the  surface  over.  Still  the  buildings  are  old,  and 
cannot  easily  be  made  suitable  for  their  present  use.  The 
female  inmates  occupy  apartments  in  the  main  house,  while 
the  males  are  provided  for  in  a  detached  building.  Of  the 
eighteen  inmates,  only  eight  are  adults. 

Agawam. 
This  almshouse  is  old,  poorly  furnished,  and  has  not  been 
well  cared  for  for  several  years.  Under  the  present  manage- 
ment there  is  prospect  of  improvement.  The  bed  clothing 
and  the  clothing  of  the  inmates  are  extremely  poor,  and  also 
scant  as  to  quantity,  there  being  but  four  sheets  in  the  house. 
The  beds  are  of  husks,  feathers  or  straw.  The  Matron  is 
not  assisted  in  the  work  by  the  inmates,  and  none  was  fur- 
nished, so  that  the  house-work  cannot  possibly  be  done  as 
it  should  be.     Of  the  five  inmates,  one  is  insane. 
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-    Amesbury. 

At  the  time  of  the  visit  to  this  almshouse,  very  little  infor- 
mation could  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  and 
Matron  regarding  it,  as  they  had  been  in  charge  one  week 
only.  No  register  of  inmates  could  be  found,  but  three 
were  evidently  insane.  The  room  occupied  by  one  of  these 
individuals  contained  no  bed,  and  the  Matron  said  the 
woman  would  not  sleep  in  one  if  she  had  it.  The  rooms  of 
the  other  two  have  uninviting  bunks,  and  the  insides  of  the 
windows  are  heavily  barred.  Some  attempt  is  made  to  keep 
the  sexes  apart,  and  the  men,  with  one  exception,  sleep  in  the 
attic.  The  beds  are  wTell  supplied  with  clothing,  but  at  the 
time  of  the  visit  at  noon,  none  were  made.  The  house  is 
said  to  be  full  of  bugs,  and  it  is  very  untidy.  The  water 
supply  is  from  a  well  about  twenty  feet  from  the  back  door. 
The  sink  spout  enters  a  drain,  which  was  stopped  up,  about 
ten  feet  from  the  well ;  the  ground  being  saturated  with 
waste  water.  The  privies  are  attached  to  the  L,  and  the 
odor  from  them  fills  the  house.  The  defects  spoken  of  are 
recognized  by  the  Superintendent,  and  he  expressed  a 
determination  to  remedy  them. 

Amherst. 

This  almshouse  was  found  in  generally  good  order,  the* 
building  being  clean  and  comfortable.     It  is  heated  by  stoves 
and  furnaces,  and  there  is  a  complete  separation  of  the  sexes. 
There  are  two  cells.     Of  the  eight  inmates  two  are  simple- 
minded  and  one  is  insane. 

Andover. 

This  almshouse  is  of  brick,  two  stories  high,  wTith  a  base- 
ment. It  is  a  model  of  neatness,  and  well  provided  with 
bedding.  Every  part  of  it  was  found  in  perfect  order,  and 
there  seems  to  be  a  friendly  feeling  between  the  officers  and 
the  inmates.  The  farm  contains  75  acres.  One  man  is  hired 
throughout  the  year,  and  another  during  the  summer.  One 
girl  is  employed  all  the  time,  and  a  second  one  occasionally. 
Of  the  twenty-one  inmates,  three  are  small  boys,  one  woman 
is  insane  and  one  man  idiotic. 
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Arlington. 
This  almshouse  is  situated  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
the  Brattle  Street  Station  of  the  Lowell  branch  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Maine  railway.  The  buildings  are  well  painted,  and 
in  good  repair.  The  Superintendent  occupies  apartments  in 
the* front  of  the  house,  while  the  pauper  inmates  are  in  the 
back  or  north  side.  The  rooms  of  the  latter  are  clean  and 
comfortable,  the  occupants  mostly  sleeping  separately.  The 
inmates'  dining-room  is  also  used  as  a  sitting-room. 

Asliburnham. 
This  almshouse  is  pleasantly  situated,  and  is  a  frame 
structure  two  stories  high  with  an  L.  It  contains  eleven 
rooms  besides  those  set  apart  for  the  Superintendent's  use, 
several  of  which  have  been  papered  and  painted  this  season, 
and  the  house  is  in  good  repair.  The  furniture  is  old,  but 
the  bedding  is  clean.  There  is  a  room  at  the  end  of  the 
house  where  tramps  are  lodged,  sometimes  ten  or  twelve 
being  kept  over  night.  The  water  supply  is  good  and 
abundant,  and  the  drainage  flows  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Asliby. 
This  almshouse  is  situated  on  elevated  ground ;  the  build- 
ings are  modern  and  compactly  arranged.  The  house  is 
rather  small,  but  answers  its  purpose  very  well.  There  are 
six  inmates,  of  whom  one  is  idiotic  and  one  insane.  The 
water  supply  is  from  a  well,  fifty  rods  back  of  and  above  the 
house,  conveyed  by  a  pipe  into  hogsheads  in  the  cellar.  At 
the  side  of  the  latter  is  an  open  well  on  a  level  with  the  cellar 
floor,  there  being  an  over-flow  from  the  hogshead  into  the 
well.  Near  by  is  a  caldron  in  which  the  swill  is  boiled. 
The  water  is  thought  to  be  good.  Some  of  the  beds  were 
unmade  at  3  p.m. 

Ashfleld. 
This  almshouse  is  made  up  of  one  small  one-and-one-half 
story  house,  connected  at  the  corner  with  another  of  one 
story.  The  latter  is  comparatively  new,  and  contains  a 
large  day  room  and  two  sleeping-rooms  for  paupers,  all  neat 
and  well  kept.     Some  of  the  rooms  in  the  older  part  of  the 
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house  have  also  been  used  for  the  poor,  but  have  not  lately 
been  needed,  as  there  is  only  one  pauper  here,  a  cripple, 
who  is  weak-minded,  unable  to  read  or  write,  and  hardly 
able  to  articulate. 

Ashland. 
The  almshouse  of  Ashland  is  an  old,  wooden  building, 
considerably  out  of  repair.  The  rooms  are  inconveniently 
arranged  and  poorly  furnished.  There  are  two  sleeping- 
rooms  on  the  first  floor,  one  dining-room  and  one  kitchen, 
and  in  the  rear  of  the  kitchen  are  two  cells  which  were  for- 
merly used  by  the  insane.  Besides  the  rooms  of  the  Super- 
intendent, there  are  six  chambers  on  the  second  floor,  and  in 
the  back  two  rooms.  The  bedsteads  are  old  and  poor,  corded 
with  ropes,  provided  with  straw  and  feather  beds,  but  fairly 
clean.  The  house  contains  no  bath-room.  A  pig-pen  close 
to  the  kitchen  should  be  discontinued.  There .  are  nine 
inmates,  of  whom  two  are  insane  and  one  idiotic. 

Atliol. 
This  almshouse,  composed  of  two  buildings  joined  at  the 
corners,  is  a  frame  structure  two  stories  high.  The  Super- 
intendent occupies  the  older  part,  and  the  inmates  the  newer 
portion.  At  the  time  of  the  visit,  house-cleaning  was  going 
on,  and  consequently  there  was  a  good  deal  of  disorder,  but 
the  beds  were  found  cleanly  and  suitably  furnished  with  com- 
fortable bedding  on  wooden  bedsteads.  The  plastering  had 
fallen  from  the  walls  in  some  places.  The  inmates  have  a 
common  sitting-room,  and  while  the  women  occupy  rooms 
in  the  first  story  and  the  men  rooms  in  the  second  story, 
there  is  not  sufficient  attention  given  to  the  separation  of  the 
sexes.  The  privies  at  the  end  of  the  house  were  in  a  horrible 
condition,  and  as  the  vaults  are  cleaned  out  only  twice  a 
year,  it  is  not  surprising  that  in  summer  the  odor  permeates 
the  whole  house.  The  matter  should  be  removed  at  least 
fortnightly,  and  dry  loam  plentifully  used  as  an  absorbent. 
The  house  is  heated  by  a  furnace,  and  the  old  well  under  the 
building  having  been  abandoned  because  of  its  impurity, 
wrater  is  now  brought  in  by  pumps  from  a  new  well  across 
the  way.  Of  the  eleven  inmates,  one  is  insane,  and  is  kept 
secluded  to  prevent  elopement. 
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Attleboro. 

The  Attleboro  Almshouse  consists  of  two  cottages  joined 
by  an  L,  in  which  is  the  kitchen.  One  of  the  cottages  is 
devoted  to  the  Superintendent's  use,  while  the  pauper  in- 
mates occupy  the  other.  In  one  of  the  rooms  tramps  are 
lodged,  while  two,  with  barred  windows,  are  used  for  violent 
cases.  The  rooms  have  wooden  bedsteads,  fitted  with  clean 
and  comfortable  straw  and  feather  beds.  The  house  has 
been  improved  by  tearing  off  the  old  paper,  which  fairly 
hung  in  shreds,  and  by  painting  the  walls.  A  portion  has 
also  been  repaired. 

Ayer. 

This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high,  and  is  in  good 
repair,  but  contains  some  very  objectionable  features.  There 
is  no  bath-room ;  the  privy,  which  is  too  small,  is  located  so 
near  the  cellar  wall  that  the  odor  fills  the  cellar,  and  can  also 
be  detected  in  the  kitchen ;  the  well  is  located  in  the  barn- 
yard, a  few  rods  from  the  buildings  and  at  a  lower  grade,  so 
that  the  surface  water  from  about  the  barn  and  part  of  tli3 
house  runs  off  that  way.  There  is  a  reservoir  for  the  town, 
conveniently  near,  which  might  supply  the  almshouse  at  small 
cost. 

Barnstable. 

This  almshouse  is  a  two- story  frame  building,  with  a  one- 
story  L,  and  is  heated  with  stoves.  The  Superintendent 
occupies  the  front  part  of  the  main  building,  the  back  por- 
tion of  the  first  story  being  devoted  to  a  kitchen  and  sitting- 
room  for  men.  The  women's  apartments  are  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  main  house.  The  L  is  finished  into  the  roof, 
which  has  windows  in  it,  and  contains  rooms  for  men  alone 
on  either  side  of  the  corridor,  the  doors  of  which  are  made 
with  a  sort  of  blind  in  the  upper  half.  In  the  corridor  is  an 
earth-closet,  not  however  depended  upon,  and  there  is  in 
one  of  the  rooms  a  portable  bath-tub.  The  house  and  out- 
buildings are  in  good  repair,  well  painted  ;  and  the  inmates 
are  evidently  comfortably  cared  for.  The  house  is  tidy  in 
all  parts,  and  there  is  a  fine  flower-bed  in  the  front  yard. 
The  well  water  is  abundant,  and  the  drainage  satisfactory. 
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Barre. 
This  almshouse  is  very  large,  containing  forty  rooms, 
and,  with  its  present  small  number  of  inmates,  there  is 
room  to  spare.  There  is  a  complete  separation  of  the  sexes. 
The  privies  open  upon  the  first  and  second  floors,  and  at  the 
time  of  visitation  were  very  offensive.  The  inmates  are 
required  to  take  a  bath  weekly. 

Bedford. 
The  Bedford  Almshouse  consists  of  a  very  old  main  build- 
ing, with  an  L  more  recently  built.  The  dining-room  for 
all  is  used  also  as  a  sitting-room  for  the  women.  The  men 
sleep  in  the  second  story  of  the  main  building,  and  the 
women  sleep  in  the  second  story  of  the  L.  The  rooms  are 
furnished  with  clean  and  comfortable  beds.  Great  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  neatness  of  this  house  :  some  of 
the  rooms  have  been  whitewashed  and  papered,  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  Matron  to  continue  this  work.  It  is 
probable  that  the  water  supply  is  poor,  and  that  the  drainage 
is  bad,  for  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  and  two  cases  of  diph- 
theria are  said  to  have  occurred  here  within  a  few  months. 

Belchertown. 
The  structure  consists  of  a  two-story  farm-house  with  a 
one-and-one-half-story  L  over  a  brick  basement.  In  the 
basement  is  the  kitchen,  inmates'  dining-room,  the  wash- 
room, and  two  cells,  one  of  which  is  used  as  a  town  lock-up, 
and  the  other  for  tramps.  On  the  floor  above  are  several 
bed-rooms,  a  sitting-room  for  the  inmates,  and  a  bath-room, 
which  at  present  is  used  as  a  milk-room.  The  assigned 
reason  why  this  latter  room  is  not  used  as  it  was  originally 
intended  is  that  the  inmates  are  all  neat,  and  bathe  in  their 
own  rooms.  The  house  generally  seems  to  be  under  good 
supervision.  There  are  seven  inmates,  of  whom  two  are 
insane. 

Belling  ham. 

This  almshouse  is  situated  in  rather  a  lonely  spot,  some 
distance  from  neighbors.  The  main  building  is  old  and 
poorly  furnished,  but  the  L,  which  has  been  enlarged  within 
a  few  years,  has  comfortable  rooms  occupied  by  the  male 
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inmates.  The  dining-room  is  small  and  dismal.  The  house 
was  found  in  good  order  as  regards  cleanliness,  the  beds  and 
bedding  being  comfortable.  Of  the  ten  inmates,  six  are 
males  and  four  females  :  of  this  number  two  are  insane,  and 
one  woman  is  simple-minded. 

Berkley. 

This  almshouse  is  a  one-story  structure,  containing  nine 

rooms,  and  is  said  to  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 

The  house,  though  inconvenient,  is  well  cared  for,  and  the 

beds  and  bedding  were  found  to  be  in  good  order,  clean  and 

comfortable. 

Beverly. 

The  Beverly  Almshouse  consists  of  two  structures.  The 
main  building  with  a  Mansard  roof  is  three  stories  high 
above  a  good  basement,  and  affords  accommodation  to  the 
Superintendent's  family,  and  the  female  inmates.  In  the 
basement  are  kitchen  and  dining-rooms  for  the  Superin- 
tendent and  inmates,  laundry,  boilers  for  heating,  and  store- 
rooms. The  house  for  men  is  situated  directly  behind  the 
former,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  a  corridor,  and  is  one 
story  lower.  The  whole  house  is  in  fair  condition,  the 
women's  rooms  being  in  better  order  than  those  occupied  by 
the  men.  On  the  male  side  is  a  room  that  contains  an 
unattractive  zinc-lined  bunk,  with  a  hole  through  the  bot- 
tom for  drainage  :  this  is  fitted  with  a  straw  bed,  and  at 
night  is  occupied  by  a  very  untidy  inmate.  There  is  another 
room  with  a  zinc-covered  floor.  There  are  thirty-one  rooms 
for  inmates,  and  water-closets  and  bath-rooms  are  provided 
for  each  side  of  the  house.  The  sexes  are  kept  apart  as 
well  as  possible  under  the  circumstances.  Their  rooms  do 
not  connect,  and  they  dine  separately,  but  the  Superin- 
tendent and  Matron  are  unable  to  keep  them  under  constant 
supervision,  and  a  male  and  female  attendant  are  very  much 
needed.  There  are  thirty-one  inmates,  sixteen  males  and 
fifteen  females  :  of  this  number  one  is  an  imbecile  and  six 
are  insane. 

Bilievica. 

This  almshouse  is  an  old  building,  considerably  out  of 
repair,    inconvenient   for    its    present    use,   and  the  house- 
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keeping  could  be  improved.  Back  of  the  main  house  is  a 
building  of  one  story  containing  four  rooms;  two  of  which 
are  made  strong,  and  are  for  refractory  inmates.  The 
other  two  are  occupied  by  a  couple  of  old  men,  one  of 
whom  is  filthy.  All  of  these  rooms  are  poorly  furnished 
and  in  bad  condition.  Near  this  house  stands  another 
building  of  one  story,  furnished  with  bunks,  in  which  are 
dirty  straw  beds  and  ragged  bed-clothing  for  trainps.  The 
drainage  from  the  sinks  runs  upon  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  only  a  few  feet  from  the  kitchen  window,  and  is 
objectionable.  The  house  contains  seven  inmates,  of  whom 
one  is  insane. 

BJachstone. 
This  almshouse  is  surrounded  by  a  high  fence,  and  though 
comparatively  new,  is  somewhat  out  of  repair.  The  walls 
of  the  rooms  are  badly  soiled,  and  the  plastering  is  off  in 
places.  Steam  heat  has  been  introduced  during  the  past 
year.  The  men  and  women  have  separate  sitting-rooms,  but 
the  dining-room  is  too  small,  and  some  of  the  women  eat  in 
their  own  rooms.  The  kitchen  is  large  and  conveniently 
arranged.  In  the  attic  are  four  strong  rooms,  two  of  which 
have  barred  windows  for  refractory  inmates.  The  house 
Avas  found  in  poor  order,  the  beds  fairly  clean,  but  the  rooms 
unswept,  and  matters  generally  seemed  neglected.  Two  of 
the  inmates  are  insane,  and  two  idiotic. 

Bolton. 
This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  old,  out  of  repair,  and  hardly 
worth  repairing.  The  L  is  older  and- poorer  than  the  main 
structure  and  must  be  warmed  with  great  difficulty.  In 
some  of  the  rooms  the  ceilings  are  black  with  smoke,  and  the 
kitchen  is  used  both  as  a  dining-room  and  sitting-room  for 
the  inmates.  One  of  the  rooms  in  the  second  story  has 
barred  windows  for  refractory  or  insane  inmates.  In  the 
attic  are  two  very  uncomfortable  rooms.  The  bedsteads  are 
nearly  new,  furnished  with  feather  or  straw  beds.  The 
house  is  overflowing  with  bed  bugs,  the  visitor  seeing  them 
in  ail  stages  on  the  walls  and  on  the  beds.  The  Matron 
argues  that  this  state  of  affairs  is  not  her  fault,  but  rather 
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that  of  the  woman  who  sees  to  the  chamber  work,  who  is 
one  of  the  inmates  and  insane  at  that.  There  are  six 
inmates,  of  whom  two  are  insane. 


Boston. 

The  almshouse  system  of  Boston  embraces  institutions  at 
Deer  Island,  Rainsford  Island,  Long  Island,  Charlestown 
and  Roxbury.  The  Deer  Island  Hospital  contained,  on 
September  26,  twelve  males  and  ten  females.  There  were 
three  hundred  and  two  males  on  Rainsford  Island,  four 
hundred  and  twenty-three  females  on  Long  Island,  thirty- 
five  males  and  one  hundred  and  nine  females  in  the  Charles- 
town  Almshouse,  while  the  Marcella  Street  Home  in  Roxbury 
contained  four  hundred  and  two  inmates,  two  hundred  and 
fifty-two  boys  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  girls. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Institu- 
tions to  transpose  the  inmates  on  Rainsford  and  Long 
Islands,  so  that  the  male  paupers  now  on  Rainsford  Island 
will  hereafter  live  on  Long  Island,  where  they  can  work  on 
the  farm,  while  the  women  will  occupy  the  buildings  on 
Rainsford  Island,  where  there  are  but  a  few  acres  of  land. 
When  visited,  there  were  a  large  proportion  of  sick  and 
feeble  people  at  both  Rainsford  and  Long  Islands,  and  the 
latter  institution  was  then  carino-  for  nine  male  children. 
The  Long  Island  almshouse,  though  a  comparatively  new 
building,  is  very  poorly  ventilated,  and  stands  over  a  wet 
cellar.  The  buildings  on  Rainsford  Island  are  in  rather 
poor  repair,  the  hospital  being  especially  so.  They  are, 
however,  being  improved,  and  the  bath-rooms  and  closets  in 
the  almshouse  are  in  much  better  condition  than  has  been 
the  case  previously. 

The  Marcella  Street  Home  was  found  in  excellent  con- 
dition, the  children  appearing  healthy  and  happy.  At 
Charlestown  there  were  only  three  employes  on  the  premises, 
the  Superintendent  and  two  matrons  ;  but  the  establishment 
was  clean,  and  the  lavatories  were  abundant. 

While  there  are  no  returns  made  of  insane  people  in  these 
almshouses  excepting  occasional  cases  sent  to  Deer  Island 
for  observation,  it  is   probable  that  a  large  proportion  of 
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them  are  suffering  from  various  forms  of  dementia.  The 
island  institutions  and  the  Marcella  Street  Home  have  resi- 
dent physicians. 

Boxford. 
The  almshouse  of  this  town  is  one  hundred  years  old,  out 
of  repair,  and  very  poorly  cared  for.  The  ceilings  are 
black  from  smoke,  the  paper  is  soiled  and  torn,  while  the 
rooms  are  poorly  furnished.  The  bedsteads  are  old,  the 
bedding  untidy,  and  there  is  not  one  pleasant  feature  about 
the  house.  The  inmates  have  a  sitting-room  which  is  used 
as  a  dining-room,  and  one  bed-room  on  the  first  floor. 
There  are  six  rooms  on  the  second  floor,  one  of  which  has 
no  window,  and  no  means  of  ventilation  except  a  transom 
over  the  door. 

Boylston, 
This  is  a  frame  building,  and  on  the  outside  has  no 
appearance  of  being  an  almshouse.  The  rooms,  which  were 
generally  out  of  order,  are  furnished  with  wooden  bedsteads, 
straw  and  feather  beds.  The  inmates'  dining-room  is  used 
also  as  a  sitting-room.  Longer  experience  on  the  part  of 
the  Matron  will  probably  improve  the  house-keeping.  One 
of  the  inmates,  a  mildly  insane  man,  who  had  long  been 
chained  to  the  house  or  trees  in  the  yard,  was,  on  Aug.  31, 
1889,  committed  to  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital,  upon 
the  application  of  the  Inspector  of  Institutions,  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  neglecting  to  act  when  requested  to 
terminate  the  highly  improper  treatment.  It  is  not  believed 
that  unkind  treatment  wTas  really  intended,  but  the  shackles 
were  adopted  to  prevent  elopement  and  to  save  expense. 

Braintree. 

This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair,  and  finished  in  natural 
wood.  There  is  a  very  good  separation  of  the  sexes,  except 
that  a  room  on  the  male  side  of  the  house  is  assigned  to 
female  tramps.  The  house  is  heated  by  steam,  and  bath- 
tubs are  in  use.  There  are  four  rooms  in  the  basement  for 
tramps,  which  were  not  clean.  The  water  comes  from  a 
well,  and  is  pumped  into  a  tank  in  the  attic.  The  sewage 
is  carried  back  into  a  swamp  some  distance  from  the  house. 
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No  farming  is  done,  there  being  only  a  few  acres  of  very 
rocky  land  about  the  buildings .  There  are  sixteen  inmates ,  — 
six  males  and  ten  females  :  of  this  number  four  are  children, 
ranging  from  six  to  thirteen  years  of  age,  while  four  are 
insane.  One  of  the  latter  was  found  secluded  in  a  padded 
room,  and  is  said  to  be  violent,  and  to  make  attempts  to 
elope.  It  was  advised  that  she  be  tried  in  an  ordinary 
room,  and  given  out-door  exercise. 

Brewster. 
This  almshouse  has  been  under  its  present  superintendence 
two  years  or  more,  and  is  in  good  condition,  the  inmates' 
rooms  being  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  comfortably  fur- 
nished with  bedding.  There  are  eight  inmates,  three  of 
whom  are  imbecile,  and  none  are  insane. 

Bridge  water. 

At  the  time  of  the  visit  to  this  almshouse,  the  Superin- 
tendent and  Matron  had  not  been  sufficiently  long  in  charge 
to  be  perfectly  familiar  with  the  work.  The  house  was 
found  quite  cleanly,  although  great  difficulty  had  been  expe- 
rienced in  getting  rid  of  the  bed  bugs,  and  the  plastering 
was  off  in  places.  The  sexes  appear  to  be  well  separated, 
and  the  men  sleep  in  an  attic  room  in  the  shed,  which  is 
small,  not  over  fifteen  feet  square,  and  has  only  two  six-light 
windows  in  it.  The  beds  in  this  department  were  unmade 
at  2  p.m.  The  women  occupy  rooms  in  the  main  house. 
There  are  two  rooms  opening  out  of  the  inmates'  dining- 
room  which  have  grated  windows  and  iron  doors  inside  the 
wooden  ones.  In  one  of  these  rooms  was  found  an  inmate 
who  had  been  excited  earlier  in  the  day.  The  house  contains 
no  bath-room. 

Brimfield. 

This  almshouse,  somewhat  out  of  repair,  is  located  on  a 
hill  overlooking  the  town.  The  sleeping-rooms  are  furnished 
with  wooden  bedsteads  and  straw  and  feather  beds,  clean  and 
comfortable. 

Brockton. 

This  almshouse  was  found  in  fair  condition  ;  but  a  padded 
room  on  the  male  side  of  the  house  was  very  offensive,  and 
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that  on  the  female  side  is  so  poorly  constructed  that  it  would 
be  of  little  use  towards  restraining  a  violent  patient.  There 
are  bath-rooms  on  each  side  of  the  house,  but  the  inmates 
bathe  only  fortnightly.  Of  the  twenty-six  inmates,  thirteen 
were  reported  as  insane,  several  being  in  seclusion,  two 
being  confined  in  a  detached  building  for  the  day.  There 
are  no  special  provisions  for  the  insane,  and  they  mingle 
with  the  other  inmates.  Upon  the  whole,  the  care  the  insane 
appear  to  receive  is  very-much  below  that  bestowed  on 
them  at  the  hospitals. 

Brookfield. 
The  towns  of  Brookfield  and  East  Brookfield  use  the  same 
almshouse  :  unlike  West  and  North  Brookfield,  they  have  a 
good  building  well  furnished,  and  in  good  repair  throughout. 
The  house  is  heated  by  steam  :  it  has  a  bath-room.  The 
water  supply  is  sufficient,  and  the  drainage  seems  to  be  sat- 
isfactory. 

BrooMine. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  structure,  two  stories  high,  with 
a  pitched  roof.  The  male  and  female  sections  are  on  either  side 
of  the  executive  department,  which  projects  in  the  front  and 
rear  of  the  wings.  The  building  is  heated  by  furnaces,  and 
has  the  town  water  supply ;  there  are  no  drain  pipes  in  the 
house,  the  waste  water  being  carried  out  in  pails,  thus  pro- 
viding the  inmates  with  a  certain  amount  of  work.  There 
is  a  portable  bath-tub  in  the  basement.  The  out-houses  are 
in  good  condition,  and  the  whole  establishment  is  scrupulously 
clean.  A  basement  room  intended  for  a  lock-up  is  not  used, 
and  at  the  time  of  the  visit  there  were  only  five  inmates  on 
the  register. 

BucMatid. 

This  house  is  old,  and  unfit  for  an  almshouse  :  the  rooms 
are  low  and  poorly  furnished.  Bugs  have  abounded,  and  are 
not  extinct.  The  drainage,  though  superficial,  is  not  offen- 
sive, owing  to  the  rapid  slope  of  the  ground,  and  to  the 
abundance  of  water  which  unceasingly  flows  into  the  house 
and  flushes  the  drain.  There  are  seven  inmates,  of  whom 
two  are  insane,  and  two  feeble-minded. 
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Burlington. 
This  almshouse  is  two  stories  high,  painted  white  with 
green  blinds,  and  the  exterior  is  attractive .  Inside,  the 
walls  need  whitewashing,  and  the  house  as  a  whole  is 
untidy.  There  are  no  insane  at  present  in  this  alms- 
house. 

Cambridge. 

At  the  time  of  the  visit  to  this  almshouse,  there  were  one 
hundred  and  forty-one  inmates  on  the  register,  of  whom  85 
were  males  and  56  females.  Of  this  number  one  hundred 
and  one  were  adults  and  forty  children.  Seven  men  and 
eighteen  women  were  insane,  all  of  whom  had  been  in  lunatic 
hospitals.  Fourteen  children  were  reported  as  boarding  out 
at  a  cost  of  $2.50  per  week  each.  There  is  a  well  managed 
truant  school  here,  and  the  boys  have  a  chair-seating  shop 
in  which  they  work  afternoons.  There  is  no  special  pro- 
vision for  the  insane,  though  most  of  the  women  sleep  in 
very  plain,  unattractive  rooms  with  board  partitions,  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  house,  two  in  a  room.  The  house  is  well 
heated  by  steam,  but  the  bathing  facilities  seem  insufficient. 

Q anion. 
This  almshouse  has  been  occupied  at  the  present  writing 
only  a  little  more  than  eighteen  months,  and  is  large  enough 
to  provide  for  twenty-five  or  thirty  inmates,  but  many  rooms 
are  vacant.  It  stands  on  high  ground,  and  facing  a  wide 
valley  on  the  north,  is  exposed  to  the  coldest  winter  winds. 
The  main  building  is  a  large  two-story  house,  to  which  is 
attached,  as  an  L,  the  old  farm-house  previously  here.  The 
lower  floor  of  both  portions  contains  only  the  rooms  for  gen- 
eral use,  while  on  the  upper  floors  are  the  sleeping-rooms, 
bath-rooms  and  water-closets.  Some  of  the  rooms  have 
small  radiators,  but  in  general  they  get  their  heat  from  the 
coils  in  the  corridors.  The  newness  of  the  house  has  not 
worn  off,  and  the  steam  heat  discloses  imperfections  in  the 
woodwork.  There  are  two  poorly  located  bath-rooms,  one 
of  which  is  reserved  for  the  Superintendent,  and  the  other 
is  less  used  than  it  should  be.  An  outside  privy  is  main- 
tained, as  it  is  said  the  inmates  cannot  be  made  to  use  the 
water-closets  properly.     The  house  has  iron  bedsteads,  ex- 
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celsior  mattresses,  with  fair  bedding,  and  it  is  kept  in  decent 
order,  although  the  inmates  use  a  common  dining-room  and 
the  sexes  are  poorly  separated.  There  is  an  abundant  sup- 
ply of  spring  water  flowing  into  the  house.  Much  remains 
to  be  done  to  put  the  premises  in  good  condition,  and  some 
changes  in  the  house  would  be  well. 

Carlisle. 
The  almshouse  of  this  town  is  comparatively  new,  and  is 
in  good  repair.*  Some  of  the  rooms  were  being  papered  and 
whitewashed.  The  house-keeping  is  poor,  and  at  the  time 
of  the  afternoon  visit  the  floors  were  dirty  and  the  beds 
unmade.  Over  the  wood  shed  are  two  rooms  fitted  up  for 
lodging  tramps,  which  are  poorly  furnished  with  dirty  beds 
and  rags  for  bedclothing.  The  tramps  sit  and  eat  with  the 
paupers,  and  are  not  locked  in  at  night.  The  inmates  have 
one  bed-room  on  the  first  floor  and  five  on  the  second  floor, 
the  beds  and  bedding  being  of  fair  quality. 

Carver, 
The  two  town  paupers  of  Carver  were  in  July  placed  to 
board  with  John  Williams,  in  Carver  village,  at  $3  per  week 
each,  and  the  almshouse  rented  to  its  former  Matron. 

Charlton. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building,  two  stories  high,  with 
an  L.  There  is  not  a  complete  separation  of  the  sexes,  but 
the  house  is  quite  neat  and  well  cared  for,  the  inmates'  rooms 
being  furnished  with  straw  and  feather  beds,  which  were 
clean  and  in  o-ood  condition.

Chelmsford. 
This  almshouse  was  formerly  a  hotel,  is  very  old,  and 
somewhat  out  of  repair,  but  large  and  roomy.  The  house 
was  neater  than  was  the  case  when  visited  one  year  ago,  and 
some  of  the  rooms  have  been  renovated  with  whitewash. 
The  bedsteads  are  of  wood,  provided  with  straw  and  feather 
beds,  which  latter  are  poor,  and  should  be  replaced  with  new 
ones.  The  bedclothes  are  ample,  but  worthless.  The 
drainage  has  been  improved,  and  is  carried  in  pipes  under- 
ground to  a  cesspool. 
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Chicopee. 
This  almshouse  is  of  brick,  two  stories  high,  with  a  base- 
ment, in  which  are  kitchen,  dining-room  for  the  inmates,  two 
bath-rooms,  a  sitting-room,  wash-room,  pantry  and  boiler- 
rooms.  On  the  floor  above  are  the  Superintendent's  rooms, 
a  large  reception  room,  and  several  sleeping-rooms,  and  the 
second  story  is  also  divided  into  sleeping-rooms.  The  attic 
has  one  large  dormitory,  in  which  are  eight  beds  ;  besides 
several  smaller  rooms.  The  bed-rooms  are  furnished  with 
iron  bedsteads,  cotton-top  mattresses,  clean  bedding  and 
white  spreads.  The  rooms  were  tidy  and  in  good  order 
throughout  the  house. 

Clinton. 
The  almshouse  of  Clinton  has  received  comparatively 
recent  additions,  and  the  inmates  now  have  comfortable 
quarters.  Steam  heat  has  been  introduced,  and  most  of  the 
rooms  are  furnished  with  iron  bedsteads  and  clean  bedding, 
some  supplied  with  feather  beds  and. some  with  mattresses. 
There  is  a  bath-room,  and  the  inmates  are  required  to  bathe 
once  a  week.  The  water  supply  is  from  the  town  mains, 
and  the  drainage  is  satisfactory. 

Cohasset. 
This  almshouse  was  painted  some  months  ago,  and  exteri- 
orly it  presents  rather  an  attractive  appearance,  but  it  is  one 
of  the  poorest  managed,  and  probably  the  filthiest  almshouse 
in  the  State.  The  rooms  are  repulsive,  extremely  untidy, 
and  poorly  ventilated.  The  bedsteads  are  old,  the  bedding 
of  poor  quality,  and  dirty,  and  at  none  of  the  visits  have  all 
the  beds  been  made.  The  sexes  are  not  separated  by  day, 
and  at  the  first  visit  it  was  discovered  that  a  feeble-minded 
man  thirty-five  years  of  age  slept  in  a  room  with  two  women, 
one  of  whom  was  insane,  the  other  having  cataracts.  The 
reason  assigned  for  this  impropriety  was  that  one  of  the 
women  was  the  only  person  that  could  care  for  the  man  ;  he 
was,  however,  given  a  room  by  himself  and  has  made  no 
trouble.  At  the  last  visit  the  house  appeared  as  dirty  as 
usual,  and  the  back  yard  was  piled  with  rubbish.  This 
unhealthy,   vermin-infested    house    should    be     abandoned. 
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The  drinking  water  eomes  from  a  well  under  the  L,  which 
receives  the  wash  from  the  surface  about  the  barn,  and  in 
rainy  weather  it  is  preferable  to  take  water  from  the  well  in 
the  corner  of  the  barn-yard.  The  hills  above  the  buildings 
are  full  of  springs,  and  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  obtain 
a  never-failing  supply  of  pure  running  water. 

Concord, 

This  almshouse  is  old,  but  in  fair  repair.  The  house 
is  heated  by  steam,  and  contains  eighteen  rooms  for  the 
inmates  besides  those  occupied  by  the  Superintendent.  In 
the  cellar  is  a  wash-room  and  a  room  for  tramps,  in  which 
are  bunks  without  beds,  furnished  only  with  blankets.  The 
town  lock-up  is  also  in  the  cellar,  and  there  are  two  cells 
used  for  this  purpose.  The  live  inmates  are  all  men,  and 
none  are  insane. 

Dana. 

This  almshouse  is  old,  somewhat  out  of  repair :  some  of 
the  rooms  have  an  appearance  of  neglect.  The  beds  are  in 
fair  condition,  but  the  bedsteads  are  too  old  for  use.  The 
drainage  is  not  satisfactory. 

Dartmouth . 

This  almshouse  has  been  built  only  five  years,  and  is  in 
good  repair.  There  is  a  separation  of  the  sexes,  as  the 
men  and  women  have  apartments  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
building.  They  each  have  a  dining-room  and  sitting-room. 
In  the  attic  there  are  two  cells.  The  iron  bedsteads  are 
furnished  with  straw  and  feather  beds,  either  white  or 
colored  spreads  ;  and  the  bedding,  like  the  house,  was  found 
in  good  order. 

Dedham. 

This  almshouse  is  a  two-story  wooden  building.  It  is 
old,  but  in  good  preservation,  and  will  accommodate  more 
than  twice  the  number  of  inmates  it  usually  has.  All  the 
rooms  in  ordinary  use  are  clean,  and  the  walls  have  been 
whitewashed  within  a  year.  There  is  an  annual  cleaning 
by    hired  help,   and   frequent  scrubbing  by  inmates.     The 
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plan  of  the  house  makes  no  arrangement  for  the  separation 
of  the  sexes,  but  no  mischief  has  yet  resulted.  There  being 
no  bath-room,  the  inmates  use  one  of  the  chambers  for  the 
purpose  about  once  in  two  weeks,  carrying  up  the  water. 


Deer  field. 

This  almshouse  shows  little  change  within  the  past  year, 
although  some  minor  repairs  have  been  made.  The  build- 
ings are  old,  and,  when  converted  from  a  farm-house,  were 
not  thoroughly  repaired.  In  1888  $400  was  appropriated 
to  put  the  house  in  order,  but  the  sole  result  was  a  new 
water  tank  in  the  kitchen.  This  year,  out  of  $700  appro- 
priated for  a  similar  use,  nothing  had  been  drawn  at  the 
time  of  the  visit.  The  most  obvious  defects  are  poor  ven- 
tilation of  the  chambers,  where  the  inmates  sleep  and  pass 
most  of  their  time,  and  imperfect  drainage.  Some  of  the 
sleeping-rooms  fitted  up  in  the  attic  are  low,  and  get  light 
and  air  only  by  skylights  or  open  doors.  The  cellar,  which 
underlies  half  the  house,  is  very  wet,  and  though  gravel  has 
been  put  in  to  some  depth,  water  still  trickles  through  it 
from  the  springy  soil :  a  room  immediately  above  is  occu- 
pied by  an  aged  couple.  The  sink  waste  runs  upon  the 
ground  just  outside  the  house,  but  is  so  diluted  as  generally 
to  occasion  no  great  nuisance.  Of  the  six  inmates  three  are 
insane. 

Dennis, 

The  almshouse  is  situated  in  a  very  lonely  spot,  and  is 
surrounded  by  a  farm  of  sixty  acres  of  as  poor  land  as  can 
well  be  found.  A  garden  of  two  acres  supplies  the  vege- 
tables, and  one  cow  is  kept.  The  Superintendent  was 
engaged  in  painting  some  of  the  rooms,  and  the  house  shows 
evidence  of  his  skill.  The  house  and  out-buildings  are  in 
good  order,  the  beds  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  com- 
fortable bedding,  tidy  and  well  made.  The  inmates  are 
well  nourished  and  suitably  clothed,  but  the  separation  of 
the  sexes  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  water  supply  is 
abundant,  and  the  drai'nage  is  readily  absorbed  by  the  sandy 
soil. 
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Dir/hfon. 

This  almshouse  is  in  fair  repair,  cleanly,  beds  and  bed- 
ding in  good  order,  and  the  inmates  seem  to  be  well  cared 
for.  The  water  supply  is  from  a  well  in  the  yard,  and  the 
drainage  empties  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  There  were 
two  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  Superintendent's  family  last 
winter. 

Douglas. 

This  almshouse  is  a  two-story  frame  building  with  a  one- 
story  L.  It  is  in  good  repair,  and  the  present  management 
of  the  house  seems  efficient .  It  was  found  in  a  clean  and 
comfortable  condition,  the  rooms  well  papered,  beds  and 
bedding  reasonably  good,  with  no  indications  of  vermin. 


Dracut. 

The  almshouse  is  very  old.  Though  it  has  recently  been 
repaired,  and  some  new  furniture  added,  a  new  building  is 
nevertheless  needed.  The  house  was  found  neat,  and  the 
inmates  comfortably  clothed. 

Dudley. 

The  visit  to  this  almshouse  was  made  early  one  Monday 
morning,  but  everything  was  in  good  order.  The  house 
was  clean,  and  the  inmates  spoke  kindly  of  their  treatment. 
There  are  six  inmates,  of  whom  none  are  insane. 

Duxbury. 

This  almshouse,  in  which  is  the  selectmen's  office  where 
the  town  records  are  kept,  is  scrupulously  clean,  but  some 
of  the  floors  are  badly  worn,  and  need  renewing.  The  beds 
are  furnished  with  feather  beds,  and  are  attractive  and  com- 
fortable. The  house  is  heated  with  a  furnace,  and  every 
room  has  a  fire-place,  but  a  bath-room  is  much  needed.  Off 
at  one  side  is  an  L  containing  some  strong,  grated,  slatted 
rooms,  which  have  been  used  for  confining  the  insane  :  they 
are  of  very  rude  construction,  and  adjoin  rooms  provided 
for  tramps,  and  privies  that  are  used  in  winter. 
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East  Bridgewater. 

This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building,  one  and  one  half 
stories  high,  and  contains  twelve  rooms  for  inmates.  The 
sexes  mingle  more  or  less  during  the  day,  but  at  night  the 
men's  and  women's  rooms  can  be  shut  apart  completely. 
There  is  one  room  in  the  house  used  as  a  lock-up,  and  one 
has  a  grated  door,  occupied  at  times  by  an  insane  woman. 
The  house  is  swept  daily,  and  is  scrupulously  clean.  Every 
bed  has  on  it  a  feather  bed  and  an  abundance  of  bed- 
clothing.  The  house  is  heated  by  furnaces,  but  a  bath-tub 
should  be  provided. 

Easthampton. 

The  town  poor  are  boarded  in  families,  mainly  with  Joseph 
N.  Hendricks,  who  at  present  cares  for  five  persons.     For 

the  care  of  Mrs.  and  her  two  children,  the  town  pays 

$4.50  per  week,  and  for  two  adults,  $2.50  per  week  each. 
The  town  also  pays  for  clothing,  and  allows  an  extra  charge 
in  case  of  sickness.  The  paupers  appear  to  be  comfortably 
cared  for. 

East  on. 

The  almshouse  of  Easton  is  in  the  village,  and  has  a  farm 
attached  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres.  Milk  was  sold  last 
year  to  the  amount  of  $650,  which  sum  was  spent  for  sup- 
plies. The  house  is  comfortable,  the  beds  being  supplied 
with  woven- wire  springs  and  wool-top  mattresses.  There 
are  white  spreads  for  all  the  beds,  which  were  found  in  good 
order. 

Essex. 

This  almshouse  is  of  brick,  two  stories  high,  with  a  base- 
ment. The  inmates  seem  to  be  well  fed,  and  their  clothing 
was  neat  and  whole  ;  but  the  arrangement  of  the  rooms  is 
inconvenient  for  an  almshouse.  There  are  three  strong 
rooms,  in  one  of  which  an  idiotic  girl  is  confined  at  night, 
and  the  others  are  used  when  necessary  for  refractory 
inmates.  The  bedding,  though  old,  is  clean  and  well  cared 
for.  Needed  repairs  have  been  made  in  some  of  the  rooms, 
which  should  be  carried  on  in  others.  Of  the  five  inmates, 
two  are  insane.

Fairhaven. 
This  almshouse  is  a  two-story,  shingled  building,  well 
painted  and  in  good  repair,  but  not  well  arranged  within, 
there  being  no  provision  for  keeping  the  sexes  apart.  The 
rooms  for  the  inmates  are  comfortable  and  clean,  the  beds 
and  bedding  good.  A  small  addition  to  the  L  has  a  low 
room  designed  for  a  hospital  ward,  but  never  used  because 
of  dampness.     There  are  seven  inmates,  three  being  insane. 

Fall  River. 
This  almshouse,  though  fairly  clean,  is  very  crowded  and 
unattractive.  There  is  no  special  provision  for  the  insane, 
and  they  mingle  with  the  sane  very  much  as  they  please. 
There  are  two  departments  in  the  same  building,  one  for 
men  and  one  for  women,  but  the  sexes  are  not  well  separated. 
One  insane  man  was  found  secluded  in  a  room  in  the  female 
basement,  the  door  to  which  was  not  locked,  being  merely 
hasped,  and  could  have  been  opened  by  anyone  so  disposed. 
Women  were  crowded  into  the  corridor,  and  lying  on  the 
floor.  The  man  was  secluded  in  this  dark,  poorly  ventilated 
room,  with  no  bed  or  chair,  because  he  had  torn  his  clothes. 
The  hospital,  a  detached  building,  was,  like  the  almshouse 
proper,  crowded,  and  affords  few  comforts.  This  building 
has  men  on  one  floor,  and  women  on  the  other,  looked  after 
by  a  male  and  female  nurse,  day  and  night.  There  is  a 
water-closet  in  each  ward,  but  all  who  can  are  encouraged  to 
go  to  the  outside  privies  in  the  rear  of  the  almshouse.  The 
house  is  heated  with  steam,  and  the  inmates  bathe  weekly. 
There  are  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  inmates,  of  whom 
twenty-three  are  reported  as  insane.  With  the  small  amount 
of  help  in  the  main  building  where  the  insane  are,  they 
cannot  be  well  looked  after. 

Falmouth. 
This  almshouse  was  found  in  fairly  good  order,  but  one  or 
two  more  inmates  might  to  advantage  be  employed  about  the 
domestic  duties.  At  the  time  of  the  visit  the  dinner  was  being 
served,  and  was  of  good  quality,  and  sufficient  in  amount. 
Two  cows  are  kept,  and  the  inmates  are  said  to  have  what  milk 
they  wish  to  drink,  although  ten  quarts  are  sold  daily,  and 
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the  butter  of  the  family  is  made  in  the  house.  The  water 
supply  is  from  a  well  under  the  L :  the  sink  drains  enter  a 
cesspool  less  than  ten  feet  away  ;  still ,  the  house  is  reported 
as  healthy.  There  seems  to  be  a  great  necessity  here  for  a 
new  well,  which  could  be  driven  in  the  field  at  a  distance 
from  the  building,  the  water  being  raised  to  the  top  of  the 
house  and  distributed  from  a  tank.  The  drainage  should  also 
be  improved,  and  the  old  well  filled  up.  The  house  is  heated 
by  a  furnace,  supplemented  by  stoves.  There  is  no  bath- 
room. The  privies  are  too  near  the  house,  indeed  they  are 
a  part  of  the  L.  The  sexes  are  well  separated.  Six  of  the 
women  were  engaged  in  stringing  tags  for  the  Dennison 
Manufacturing  Company,  five  of  the  number  being  able  to 
clothe  themselves  by  this  means,  and  partly  to  clothe  relatives 
who  are  also  inmates. 

Fitchhurg. 
This  almshouse  is  a  brick  building,  the  central  portion  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  Superintendent  and  other  officers, 
and  the  wings  on  either  side  by  male  and  female  inmates,  the 
sexes  being  entirely  separated.  There  are  two  rooms  con- 
veniently arranged  and  furnished  for  hospital  purposes  on 
the  men's  side,  and  one  room  correspondingly  furnished  for 
the  women  on  their  side  of  the  building.  There  being  no 
city  hospital,  the  almshouse  is  used  for  that  purpose.  The 
bedsteads  are  iron,  furnished  with  mattresses,  and  were 
found  in  good  order  throughout  the  building,  except  in 
rooms  occupied  by  an  untidy  man  in  the  attic.  The  build- 
ings need  whitewashing,  and  the  outside  requires  paint- 
ing The  house  is  sufficiently  supplied  with  bath-rooms, 
and  several  ventilators  have  been  put  in  in  different  parts  of 
the  building  the  past  year.  The  present  Superintendent  has 
been  in  charge  more  than  five  years,  and  the  management  is 
good.  Of  the  fifty-seven  inmates,  nine  are  insane.  The 
insane  women  are  by  themselves,  while  the  men  mingle  more 
or  less  with  the  other  paupers.  The  condition  of  the  insane 
here  cannot  be  commended. 

Foxboro. 
The  almshouse  is  made  up  of  two  houses  joined,  one  being 
occupied  by  the  Superintendent  and  his  family,  and  the  other 
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intended  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  ;  but  when  visited  there 
was  only  one  pauper  on  the  register.  The  rooms  in  the 
second  story  were  papered,  painted  and  whitewashed  last 
year,  and  furnished  with  new  chamber  sets.  Straw  and 
feather  beds  are  provided,  and  these  were  found  in  good 
order.  It  is  the  intention  to  sell  the  present  town  property, 
and  buy  a  smaller  place  in  the  village. 

Framingham. 

This  almshouse  is  old,  and  somewhat  out  of  repair.  It  is 
heated  by  steam,  and  the  bedding  is  in  good  order  :  the  bed- 
steads, however,  are  old  and  very  poor.  There  are  eleven 
inmates,  two  being  insane.  The  farm  contains  eighty  acres, 
and  keeps  twelve  cows.  Milk  was  sold  last  year  to  the 
amount  of  $759.  There  is  no  hired  help  employed  on  the 
farm  or  in  the  house. 

Franklin. 

This  almshouse  is  a  lar^e  frame  building  with  an  L,  and 
needs  renovating  from  top  to  bottom.  The  inmates,  eight 
men,  take  care  of  their  own  rooms,  the  walls  of  which  are 
blackened  with  smoke  and  festooned  with  cobwebs.  One  of 
the  inmates  is  idotic. 

Freetown. 

This  almshouse  is  quite  old,  out  of  repair,  and  is  managed 
very  poorly.  The  inmates  have  four  bedrooms  on  the  second 
floor,  which  are  cheaply  furnished  with  old  corded  bedsteads  ; 
poor  beds,  some  of  them  without  sheets  ;  the  ticks  had  never 
been  washed,  and  the  pillow-slips  were  black  with  dirt. 

Gardner. 
This  almshouse  presents  an  attractive  appearance  out- 
side, but  it  is  much  out  of  repair  inside.  There  are  several 
connected  buildings  inconveniently  arranged.  The  plaster- 
ing was  oft*  in  places  in  several  of  the  rooms,  the  paper 
hanging  in  strips.  The  ceilings  were  black  with  smoke, 
while  the  furniture  was  old  and  almost  worthless.  At  the 
time  of  the  visit  there  were  sixteen  inmates,  of  whom  three 
were  children  from  eleven  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  four 
were  insane.  Three  of  the  latter  are  more  or  less  trouble- 
some, and  are  secluded  a  portion  of  the  time. 
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Georgetown. 
This  almshouse  has  been  built  about  fifty- five  years,  and 
was  not  found  in  the  best  of  repair,  nor  tidy.  The  rooms, 
beds  and  bedding  were  not  in  good  order,  for  which  the 
Matron  might  be  excused,  as  no  help  is  provided  in  the 
house,  and  as  both  of  the  female  inmates  are  feeble  ;  still 
the  insane,  and  otherwise  dependent,  inmates  should  receive 
better  care.  In  the  second  story  of  the  L  are  two  sleeping- 
rooms,  also  three  cells  with  grated  windows  and  barred 
doors,  in  one  of  which  (a  dirty  and  ill-kept  room)  an  insane 
man  is  locked  most  of  the  time  ;  the  adjoining  strong  room 
is  occupied  by  a  brother  of  this  man,  also  demented. 

Gloucester. 

This  almshouse  is  of  brick,  two  stories  high  above  a  good 

basement.     It  looks  better  outside  than  it  does  within,  for 

the  floors  are  badly  worn  and  the  rooms  are  uninviting.     The 

boilers  for  heating,  kitchen  and  inmates'  dining-rooms  are  in

the  basement.  The  men  occupy  a  ward  over  the  kitchens, 
and  the  women  one  in  the  second  story.  Each  ward  has  a 
bath-room,  but  no  water-closets,  outside  privies  being  in  use. 
Of  the  twenty-six  inmates,  five  are  insane. 

Grafton. 
This  almshouse,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  in  good  repair, 
though  some  of  the  rooms  need  papering.  The  sexes  are 
not  well  separated.  The  inmates  have  a  common  dining 
room,  two  sitting-rooms,  a  bath-room  with  marble  sink,  a 
wash-room  well  supplied  with  towels,  and  several  sleeping 
rooms  on  the  first  floor.  The  second  story  and  attic  are 
divided  into  bed-rooms.     Steam  heat  has  been  introduced, 

and  all  the  rooms  can  be  warmed.     The  beds  and  bedding 

© 

are  in  good  condition,  straw  and  feather  beds  being  in  use. 
A  generous  diet  is  furnished,  and  the  inmates  seem  to  be 
better  cared  for  than  in  most  almshouses.  Of  the  twenty- 
one  inmates,  two  are  children,  one  of  the  latter  being  the 
illegitimate  child,  two  years  of  age,  of  a  simple-minded 
woman  who  has  been  here  nearly  five  years.  None  are 
insane.  Help  is  hired  on  the  farm  and  in  the  house  through- 
out the  year. 
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Granville. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Roberts  has  the  contract  for  the  support  of  the 
town  poor,  but  they  are  really  in  the  charge  of  his  brother, 
L.  B.  Roberts,  who  receives  $2.25  per  week  for  the  care  of  each 
pauper  sent  to  him.  He  is  obliged  to  board  and  clothe  them, 
and  pay  the  doctor's  bills,  if  one  is  employed,  in  case  of  sick- 
ness. The  town  pa}rs  the  burial  expenses.  At  the  time  of 
the  visit  five  persons  were  being  provided  for.  They  occupy 
an  old  L,  which  is  not  carefully  looked  after,  and  must  be 
cold  in  winter. 

Great  Barrington. 

The  town  poor  are  principally  boarded  with  Mr.  Wm. 
Turner,  who  lives  at  Muddy  Brook,  nearly  three  miles  over 
the  mountains,  east  of  the  village.  He  receives  $2.50  per 
week  for  the  board  of  each  pauper,  the  town  supplying 
clothing,  paying  the  doctor's  bills  in  case  of  sickness,  an 
additional  charge  for  care  at  such  times,  and  burial  expenses 
in  case  of  death.  The  inmates,  three  in  number,  occupy  a 
one-story,  detached,  frame  house,  the  front  door  of  which 
opens  into  a  common  sitting-room  heated  by  a  stove,  the 
funnel  of  which  was  leaking,  filling  the  chamber  above, 
occupied  by  an  insane  woman,  with  smoke. 

Greenfield. 
This  almshouse  is  a  large,  two-storied,  frame  structure, 
far  from  new,  w7ell  painted  outside,  little  within,  in  fair 
repair,  plainly  furnished,  containing  eight  spacious  chambers 
for  inmates,  with  bedsteads  of  wTood  (not  vermin-free),  beds 
of  feathers  and  straw,  and  some  mattresses.  The  four 
inmates,  of  whom  none  are  insane,  bore  evidence  of  good 
care  and  kind  treatment. 

Greenland. 
This  almshouse  contains  thirteen  rooms,  and  at  the  time 
of  the  visit,  June  6th,  there  was  only  one  inmate,  a  feeble 
old  woman. 

Greenivich. 

This  farm  was  given  to  the  town  by  a  relative  of  one  of 
the  inmates  with  the  understanding  that  he  should  be  cared 
for  as  long  as  he  lived.     The  house  is  a  one-story,  frame 
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building.  With  the  exception  of  one  room,  occupied  by  a 
feeble-minded  man,  the  rooms  were  found  in  good  order. 
The  bedsteads  are  of  wood,  and  poor,  provided  with  straw 
and  feather  beds. 

Groton. 
This  almshouse  is  composed  of  three  portions,  and  con- 
tains much  more  room  than  is  needed.  The  main  building, 
two  stories  and  one-half  high,  and  the  one-storied  L,  are 
old,  unattractive  and  not  in  very  good  repair,  especially  the 
latter.  A  two-storied  wing,  built  for  the  sick,  is  of  later 
construction,  and  has  strong  rooms  on  the  lower  floor,  not  at 
present  used  as  such.  The  present  inmates'  quarters  are 
scantily  furnished,  and  the  furniture,  beds  and  bedding  are 
old  and  dirty.  The  bathing  facilities  are  inadequate.  The 
sexes  are  not  properly  separated.  With  the  large  number 
of  unoccupied  rooms,  the  inmates,  especially  the  insane, 
should  have  individual  beds. 

Hadley. 
This  house  is  old  and  inconvenient  as  an  almshouse,  the 
rooms  being  small  and  badly  arranged.  The  house  is 
furnished  poorly ;  the  old  wooden  bedsteads  are  provided 
with  straw  and  feather  beds  of  fair  quality,  but  have  ragged 
bedclothes. 

Hampden. 

The  town  poor  are  kept  at  the  house  of  K.  M.  Day,  who 
receives  $2.50  per  week  for  each.  Though  the  poor  have 
been  kept  here  for  a  long  time,  no  considerable  provision 
has  been  made  for  them  in  the  way  of  rooms  or  furniture. 
Usually,  and  except  in  winter,  he  has  only  three  paupers,  all 
women,  and  all  insane.  For  two  of  these  there  is  set  off  a 
small  day  room,  warmed  when  necessary  by  a  cook  stove, 
out  of  which  opens  a  small  bed-room,  with  ancient  bed  and 
bedding.  One  of  the  women  is  kept  shut  up  here  most  of 
the  time  to  prevent  running  away,  while  her  room-mate  has 
the  freedom  of  the  premises  and  works  a  good  deal.  The 
other  woman  is  shut  up  in  her  room  on  the  second  floor. 
As  on  the  last  visit,  (a  year  ago),  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Day  were 
absent,  and  the  house  was  in  the  care  of  their  young 
daughter. 
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Hanover. 
This  almshouse  is  attractive  exteriorly,  and,  though  con- 
taining no  bath-room  and  being  otherwise  poorly  arranged 
for  its  purpose,  is  in  good  repair  and  scrupulously  clean. 
The  floors  most  in  use  are  of  hard  pine,  oiled,  while  there 
are  carpets  on  several  rooms  occupied  by  the  inmates. 
Wooden  bedsteads  are  used,  the  beds  being  tidy  and  invit- 
ing. Across  the  road  are  the  barn  and  other  buildings,  one 
of  which  is  used  as  a  lodge  for  tramps. 

Hanson. 

This  almshouse  is  old,  infested  with  vermin,  and,  although 
several  of  the  rooms  have  been  recently  painted  and  papered, 
it  is  much  out  of  repair,  and  not  worth  renovating.  The 
house-keeping  is  as  good  as  the  conditions  will  allow.  The 
drainage  is  unsatisfactory,  and  there  are  no  facilities*  for 
bathing. 

HardivicJc. 

The  almshouse  was  burned  last  spring,  and  the  inmates 
boarded  in  private  families  for  a  few  days.  An  old  school- 
house  was  fitted  up  and  occupied  until  the  new  almshouse, 
where  the  four  paupers  now  are,  was  completed. 

Harvard. 
This  almshouse  is  large  and  as  there  are  onty  five  inmates, 
there  are  many  unoccupied  rooms.  The  inmates  eat  in  the 
kitchen  wdiich  is  used  by  the  women  as  a  sitting-room,  while 
the  men  have  a  poorly  furnished  sitting-room  in  the  L. 
The  attic  has  two  beds  used  to  lodge  female  tramps.  The 
visit  was  made  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  beds  were  found 
exactly  as  left  in  the  morning.  The  beds  and  bedding  are 
of  good  quality,  but  the  untidy  rooms  and  unswept  floors 
showed  neglect,  and  apparently  the  inmates  are  expected  to 
do  the  work  without  supervision. 

Hanvich. 
This  almshouse  with  the  exception  of  one  room  was  found 
in  good  order,  well  supplied  with  bedding,  the  apartments 
for  men  and  those  for  women  being  in  different  portions  of 
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the  house.  There  are  no  bathing  facilities.  The  only  insane 
inmate,  evidently  suffering  from  dementia,  has  a  room  at  the 
extreme  end  of  the  L,  where  she  sleeps,  spending  the  days 
in  the  women's  sitting-room.  As  her  room  is  approached, 
it  is  noticed  that  a  section  of  the  walls  of  the  L  is  made  of 
lattice-work,  and,  although  there  is  a  stove  near  by,  unless 
great  precautions  are  taken  the  patient  must  suffer  in 
winter.  There  is  a  bunk  against  the  outer  wall,  containing 
poor  and  scanty  bedding,  and  the  bed  at  4  p.m.  was  unmade. 
The  odor  from  a  privy  in  the  corner  was  very  strong.  There 
is  a  small  window  with  iron  bars  in  front  of  the  glass.  A 
brick  wall  between  this  room  and  the  stove  is  topped  out 
with  slats. 

Haverhill. 

This  almshouse  is  of  brick,  two  stories  high  over  a  base- 
ment, in  which  are  boilers  for  heating,  store-rooms,  and  six 
rooms,  evidently  damp,  with  barred  windows  and  cement 
floors,  for  troublesome  insane  inmates.  The  floors  are 
hard  pine,  and  the  standing  finish  white  pine  varnished. 
The  rooms  for  the  paupers,  not  already  described,  are  in  the 
wings,  which  extend  back  from  the  main  portion  of  the 
house ;  and  were  found  in  good  order,  as  was  also  the  case 
with  the  out-buildings.  The  water  supply  is  abundant, 
coming  as  it  does  from  the  city  mains.  There  are  water- 
closets  in  every  ward,  and  there  being  a  bath-tub  in  each 
side  of  the  house,  the  inmates  are  required  to  bathe  weekly. 
The  drainage  is  not  satisfactory,  but  sewerage  irrigation 
could  be  easily  and  profitably  adopted. 

Hawley. 
This  almshouse  is  an  old,  unpainted  farm-house,  one  story 
and  a  half  high.  It  has  three  or  four  sleeping-rooms  off  the 
living  room  on  the  ground  floor,  and  about  as  many  above, 
close  under  the  roof,  low  and  unattractive,  poorly  furnished 
and  not  very  neat.  Two  of  the  attic  rooms  are  finished  off: 
the  rest  of  the  attic  is  open,  and  there  tramps  are  lodged. 
There  are  but  three  inmates,  two  of  whom  —  husband  and 
wife  —  occupy  a  room  over  the  carriage-house  at  the  end  of 
the  wing,  fitted  with  their  own  furniture,  and  taken  care  of 
by  themselves. 
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Heath, 

This  almshouse  has  been  in  use  many  years,  though  a  part 
is  not  very  old.  It  is  of  one  and  a  half  stories,  painted  and 
well  preserved,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  the  farm- 
houses in  the  vicinity.  There  are  four  inmates,  three  insane 
and  one  feeble-minded. 

Hingham. 

This  almshouse  consists  of  a  large  brick  building  with 
the  usual  out-buildings,  and  a  "  pest-house"  to  be  described. 
At  the  various  visits  the  main  building  (which  is  steam 
heated)  has  been  found  in  good  order,  and,  excepting  that 
bath-rooms  should  be  provided,  there  is  nothing  in  particu- 
lar to  criticise. 

At  the  first  visit  to  the  "pest-house,"  two  of  its  three 
rooms,  occupied  by  an  insane  syphilitic  man,  were  dirty 
beyond  description,  and  the  inmate  was  in  a  most  repulsive 
condition.  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  who  was  seen,  very  cordially  received  the  suggestions 
offered  as  to  what  should  be  done  in  the  case,  and  the}7  were 
nearly  all  put  into  effect.  Much  of  the  filthy  furniture  that 
encumbered  the  rooms  has  been  burned,  the  bedding  freshly 
supplied,  the  kitchen  painted,  and  the  man  kept  provided 
with  a  wash  for  his  sores,  and  a  plenty  of  old  linen,  which 
is  burned  daily.  It  is  hoped  he  may  occupy  all  of  the  pest- 
house,  using  the  rooms  in  succession,  thus  always  having 
one  undergoing  purification,  and  that  his  bedding  may  be 
more  often  burned.  Then  if  he  could  be  induced  to  bathe 
regularly,  the  whole  duty  of  those  over  him  would  be 
performed. 

Holden. 

This  almshouse  is  old,  in  comfortable  repair,  but  was  not 
found  in  good  order.  Most  of  the  rooms  are  close  and 
unventilated,  and  the  beds  in  some  of  them  were  in  poor 
condition.  As  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  are  new,  it 
may  be  expected  that  the  house  will  improve  as  they  gain  in 
experience. 

Holliston. 

This  almshouse,  which  is  wholly  in  the  town  of  Ashland, 
is  heated  with  a  furnace,  contains  a  large  number  of  rooms, 
and  appears  to  be  well  managed. 
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HqpMnton. 

This  almshouse  was  a  farm-house  which  was  remodeled 
by  finishing  off  the  wood-house  as  an  L,  two  stories  high. 
The  first  floor  in  the  main  building  is  used  by  the  Superin- 
tendent's family.  The  men  sleep  in  a  dormitory  in  the  sec- 
ond story  of  the  L,  which  contains  eight  beds,  and  use  an 
out-building  for  a  smoking  and  sitting  room,  which  is  too 
small  for  such  a  purpose.  In  the  unfinished  attic  the  boys 
sleep.  The  women  have  a  small  sitting-room  in  the  second 
story,  and  have  seven  bed-rooms.  There  is  no  bath-room, 
which,  with  the  class  usually  found  in  this  almshouse,  is  an 
absolute  necessity.  The  house  was  in  good  order,  the  beds 
and  bedding  clean,  and  the  inmates  clothed  comfortably  and 
well  fed.  At  the  time  of  the  visit  there  were  twenty -five 
inmates,  of  whom  one  was  insane  and  five  were  children. 
One  of  the  boys,  eight  years  old,  has  made  three  attempts 
to  burn  the  buildings. 

Hubbardston. 

This  almshouse  is  painted,  and  outwardly  presents  a  com- 
fortable appearance,  but  it  was  found  much  out  of  repair 
inside  :  the  plastering  was  off  the  walls  and  the  paper  was 
hanging  in  strips  in  nearly  every  room.  The  furniture,  beds 
and  bedding,  like  the  house,  were  old  and  almost  worthless. 
Since  the  visit,  the  sum  of  $50  has  been  laid  out  on  the  house. 

Hudson. 
This  almshouse  is  a  long  frame  building,  two  stories  high, 
and  is  in  fair  repair,  except  that  some  of  the  rooms  need  re- 
papering.  It  is  better  furnished  than  formerly,  and  the 
inmates  appear  comfortably  cared  for.  The  rooms  are  pro- 
vided with  wooden  bedsteads,  with  nearly  new  straw  and 
feather  beds,  which  are  clean  and  in  good  order. 

Ipswich, 
This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high  over  a  brick 
basement, — has  been  built  many  years.  It  contains  about 
twenty  rooms,  of  which  two  are  barred  and  intended  for  the 
insane.  The  bedsteads  are  of  wood,  and  the  furniture  is  old. 
Straw  and  feather  beds  are  provided,  which,  though  old,  are 
clean  and  well  cared  for. 
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Kingston. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building  in  fair  repair,  and  well 
painted.  It  contains  eleven  rooms  which  are  comfortably 
furnished.  The  water  comes  from  the  town  supply.  The 
drains  discharge  into  the  Jones  River  just  back  of  the  house. 
A  bath-room  is  needed.  Tramps  are  lodged  in  an  out- 
building. 

Laivrence. 

This  almshouse  has  been  visited  several  times  and  found 
in  a  fairly  tidy  condition  ;  the  brick  wing  devoted  to  the  care 
of  the  insane  being  in  better  order  than  the  older  portion, 
which  is  poorly  ventilated.  Insane  men,  with  a  few  sane 
ones  who  require  special  attention,  occupy  the  lower  ward 
in  the  brick  building,  while  the  insane  women  occupy  the 
three  stories  above,  the  upper  one  being  a  dormitory.  The 
sexes  have  their  own  dining-rooms,  but  only  one  bath-room, 
which  is  on  the  second  floor,  and  the  common  stairway  in  the 
west  end  of  the  building  prevents  proper  separation  of  the 
sexes.  It  is  the  intention  to  keep  the  door  at  the  foot  of  it 
locked,  but  at  two  of  the  visits  the  door  has  not  been  locked, 
and  upon  one  occasion  the  men  and  women  were  mingling 
together  on  the  stairs  and  in  the  lower  entry  :  the  women 
have  to  go  through  the  part  devoted  to  men  in  passing  to  the 
laundry  and  older  part  of  the  almshouse.  There  is  no  wTay 
of  escape  from  the  third  and  fourth  floors  should  a  fire  occur 
at  the  main  stairway,  though  there  is  an  outside  wooden 
staircase  on  the  easterly  end  extending  to  the  second  story. 
A  male  and  two  female  attendants  are  employed  for  the 
insane,  and  there  is  one  general  female  night  attendant,  who 
carries  no  recording  watch,  and  makes  no  record  of  what 
occurs  during  the  night.  There  are  about  eighty-five  in- 
mates usually  found  here,  of  whom  more  than  half  are 
insane,  two-thirds  of  the  latter  being  women.  A  mistake  is 
being  made  in  employing  so  many  members  of  one  family 
at  this  institution,  and  inconvenience,  if  not  actual  harm,  has 
already  resulted. 

Lancaster. 

This  almshouse,  well  constructed,  heated  with  steam,  and 
conveniently  arranged,  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  well 
cared-for  rooms  of  ample  size  have  ash  furniture  with  good 
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bedding,  and  the  beds  are  covered  with  white  spreads.  It 
has  bath-rooms,  and  the  inmates  bathe  weekly.  In  one  end 
of  the  basement  is  a  room  for  tramps,  containing  twelve 
bunks. 

Lee. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  structure,  and  one  story  was 
added  to  the  main  portion  two  years  ago.  It  presents  an 
attractive  appearance  from  the  street,  but  it  is  inconven- 
iently arranged,  and  the  basement  rooms  are  objectionable  : 
however,  the  rooms  are  sufficiently  supplied  with  clean  bed- 
ding on  iron  bedsteads.  The  sexes  are  kept  apart,  but  as 
the  Superintendent,  who  is  obliged  to  pay  for  the  services 
of  domestics  or  other  help,  works  some  rented  land  (for  the 
town  owns  no  farm),  acts  as  sexton,  digs  graves  in  the  cem- 
etery just  back  of  the  house,  and  repairs  the  roads,  bridges 
and  drains,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  paupers  receive 
much  personal  attention.  Of  the  eleven  inmates,  one  is 
insane  and  an  improper  case  for  a  town  almshouse  :  he  is 
untidy,  wears  restraint  nearly  all  the  time,  and  shares  a  bed 
with  another  man.  It  is  due  the  latter  that  he  have  a  sepa- 
rate room.     A  bath-tub  is  greatly  needed. 

Leicester. 
The  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  hi^h.  The  main 
portion  is  old,  but  last  year  an  L  was  added,  which  con- 
tains anions  other  conveniences  a  bath-room  and  water- 
closet.  Steam  has  been  introduced  throughout  the  house, 
and  water  brought  from  a  spring  on  the  hill-side.  The 
bedding  is  old,  but  nearly  all  of  the  rooms  are  clean  and  in 
good  order. 

Leominster. 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair,  and  most  of  the  rooms 
are  clean  and  comfortable.  An  attic  room,  occupied  by  an 
eccentric  man,  presents  an  untidy  appearance.  A  room 
finished  off  in  the  stable  for  an  insane  man  was  found  early 
in  the-  season  dirty  beyond  description  :  he  has  been  an 
inmate  fourteen  years,  and  does  considerable  work,  but 
is  suffering  from  a  large  ulcer  on  his  leg  in  a  neglected  and 
filthy  condition.     At  the  last  visit  the  room  was  found  in

good  condition,  and  the  bed  was  cleaner,  but  the  old  mat- 
tress should  be  replaced  by  clean  straw  beds  which  could  be 
often  changed.  The  treatment  of  the  patient's  leg  has  also 
been  much  improved. 

Leverett, 

This  almshouse  was. visited  July  9th,  when  three  inmates 
were  found,  two  deaths  having  occurred  a  few  days  previous. 
The  house  was  decently  comfortable  inside,  but  the  yard  was 
piled  with  rubbish.  The  house  was  burned  early  in  De- 
cember. 

Lexington, 

This  almshouse  has  the  benefit  of  a  fund,  from  which 
delicacies  are  furnished  to  sick  inmates,  and  some  of  the 
rooms  have  hemp  carpets  procured  from  the  same  income. 
The  bedsteads  are  of  iron,  and  have  feather  beds  and  mat- 
tresses ;  the  cleanliness  of  the  beds  could  be  improved. 
The  water  supply  is  from  a  well  near  the  house,  and  is 
barely  sufficient  in  dry  seasons  for  family  use.  Of  the  eight 
inmates,  one  woman  is  insane. 

Lowell. 
This  establishment  embraces  the  almshouse  proper,  a 
workhouse,  truant  school  and  certain  insane  wards.  At 
some  of  the  visits  there  have  been  found  a  number  of  chil- 
dren who  should  not  be  kept  in  an  almshouse,  and  though 
there  is  an  evident  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Overseers  to 
comply  with  the  law,  they  can  hardly  be  called  prompt  in 
such  action.  With  the  exception  of  the  treatment  of  the 
insane,  especially  the  women,  the  inmates  appear  to  be  well 
cared  for.  The  department  occupied  by  insane  women, 
(about  sixty  in  number) ,  is  a  wing  by  itself,  so  arranged 
that  the  patients  can  pass  freely  up  and  down  stairs  and  into 
the  basement  where  the  bath  and  dining  rooms  are,  and  it 
has  not  always  been  found  in  satisfactory  condition ;  the 
closets  have  smelled  badly,  the  bath-rooms  have  not  been 
clean,  and  the  rooms  have  been  in  disorder.  The  patients 
are  not  employed  or  diverted  to  any  reasonable  extent,  and 
their  general  appearance  indicates  neglect.  Only  one 
attendant  is  employed,  who  is  assisted  by  some  of  the  sen- 
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tenced  women,  and  the  "  care"  the  insane  receive  is  exactly 
what  might  be  expected.  A  male  night  watch  is  employed, 
who  has  access  to  the  female  wings.  The  diet  appears 
suitable. 

Lunenburg . 

■  When  visited,  this  almshouse  was  in  considerable  con- 
fusion, as  a  new  addition  at  the  rear  of  the  main  house  was 
being  built,  and  the  rooms  in  the  older  part  were  being  pre- 
pared for  painting  and  other  repairs  before  being  devoted  to 
the  use  of  the  Superintendent,  who  heretofore  has  had  very 
limited  quarters.  The  new  wing  has  in  it  a  dining  room,  a 
wash-room  and  four  bed-rooms  for  inmates  ;  the  bed-rooms 
are  not  heated,  and  two  of  them  (designed  for  violent  or 
unruly  persons)  are  made  strong,  with  vaults,  and  have 
openings  beside  the  doors  for  the  introduction  of  food.  The 
privies,  built  as  a  part  of  the  wing,  will  give  trouble  unless 
better  cared  for  than  such  places  usually  are  at  almshouses. 
The  drainage  is  bad,  the  water  from  the  sinks  standing 
unabsorbed  close  to  the  back  door.  There  is  a  lodge  for 
tramps  in  a  filthy  out-building,  having  the  usual  bunks  and 
old  rags  for  beds.  Of  the  eight  inmates,  four  are  insane, 
and  all  are  defective. 

Ludlow. 

This  town,  having  no  almshouse,  has  boarded  its  per- 
manent poor  of  late  years  in  the  family  of  Gilbert  Atchison, 
but  he  ceased  to  take  charge  of  the  paupers  last  April,  and 
they  are  now  cared  for  by  Gilbert  Clark,  who  is  spoken  of 
as  an  excellent  man  and  thrifty  farmer. 

Littleton. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  structure  well  painted.  It  was 
not  found  in  good  order :  the  beds,  though  clean,  were 
unmade,  and  the  floors  showed  great  need  of  sweeping. 
There  were  two  inmates,  a  man  and  a  woman,  the  latter 
insane. 

Lynn. 

This  almshouse  is  old  and  the  buildings  are  in  bad  repair. 
The  house  is  evidently  infested  with  bugs,  and  the  general 
appearance  of  the  rooms  was  unsatisfactory.  The  so-called 
hospital  wards  were   extremely  unattractive.      There    is    a 
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detached  building  for  the  insane,  sixteen  in  number,  most  of 
whom  were  working  in  the  yard.  This  building  contains 
two  day  rooms,  a  bath-room,  dining  room,  and  the  attend- 
ant's room  in  the  first  story  :  there  are  two  dormitories  in 
the  second  story  and  the  same  number  in  the  attic.  Iron 
bedsteads  with  straw  beds,  feather  pillows  and  suitable  bed- 
clothing  are  provided.  As  the  patients  are  all  of  the  quiet 
class,  the  wards  should  be  better  kept.  At  the  rear  of  the 
house  is  a  yard,  where  men  and  women  of  all  ages  were 
wandering  about  or  lying  on  the  ground,  unattended ;  on 
one  side  of  it  are  located  the  privies,  both  offensive,  the 
vaults  being  nearly  full.  The  separation  of  the  sexes  is  said 
to  be  better  at  night,  when  a  door  between  them  is  locked. 
In  spacious  grounds  beyond  the  almshouse  boundary,  but 
under  the  control  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  is  the 
"  Children's  Home,"  presided  over  by  a  Matron,  who  has 
two  assistants,  besides  a  cook.  The  building  was  scrupu- 
lously clean,  and  the  Matron  takes  a  just  pride  in  her  work. 
The  Home  contains  nineteen  children,  most  of  whom  attend 
the  public  school :  they  have  three  sets  of  clothes  each,  wear 
no  uniform,  and  the  word  "  pauper  "  is  never  spoken  in  their 
hearing.  A  party  of  boys  and  girls  were  engaged  in  ironing 
clothing,  while  smaller  ones  were  playing  on  the  lawn.  The 
Overseers  report  that  the  food  and  clothing  for  the  children 
cost  $1.68  per  week  each,  but  the  full  support  averages 
about  $3.00  a  week  per  inmate. 

Maiden. 
The  efficient  management  of  this  almshouse  is  unchanged, 
and  it  was  found  in  its  usual  condition.     Spot  Pond  water 
has  been  introduced,  a  hydrant  set  close  by,  and   electric 
light  furnished. 

Manchester. 

"  This  almshouse  is  an  old  affair,  poorly  adapted  to  its  use. 
It  is  in  good  condition,  however,  the  floors  being  very  clean 
although  badly  worn.  Wooden,  corded  bedsteads  are  in 
use,  and  they  are  furnished  with  straw  and  feather  beds  with 
suitable  clothing.  Stoves  are  used  for  heating,  and  difficulty 
must  be  experienced  in  warming  some  of  the  rooms.  In 
such  a  house  the  sexes  cannot  be  well  separated.     The  men 
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occupy  rooms  at  night  in  the  third  story,  while  the  women's 
quarters  are  in  the  second  story,  all  reached  by  a  common 
stairway.  There  is  a  room  just"  off  the  kitchen  with  barred 
windows,  occupied  at  night  by  an  untidy  and  destructive 
insane  woman.  During  the  day  she  sits  quietly  in  the 
kitchen.  Considerable  work  is  obtained  from  the  inmates, 
who  appear  to  be  well  treated. 

Mansfield. 
This  almshouse  is  a  two-story  house  with  an  L,  in  unsat- 
isfactory condition,  the  house-keeping  being  extremely  poor 
throughout.      The  lower  part  of  the  L  contains  the  town 
lock-up,  and  a  room  where  tramps  are  lodged. 

Marblehead. 
This  almshouse  consists  of  two  separate  buildings  :  one  is 
for  the  ordinary  and  mildly  insane  paupers,  the  other  for 
disturbed  or  untid}'  lunatics.  The  principal  structure,  the 
first  mentioned,  is  two  and  a  half  stories  high  with  a  brick 
basement.  The  sexes  are  well  separated,  and  the  rooms  are 
clean  and  comfortably  furnished.  The  building  for  the 
insane  is  poorly  arranged  and  untidy  :  the  basement  contains 
a  loafing-room  for  various  inmates,  and  a  cell  not  often  used. 
The  first  and  second  story,  occupied  respectively  by  women 
and  men,  contain*  eight  rooms  each,  seven  of  which  are  very 
small.  There  is  a  dirty  privy  in  the  end  of  the  building, 
the  ventilation  is  bad,  and  most  of  the  rooms  are  offensive. 
At  the  time  of  the  visit  there  were  twenty-six  inmates,  of 
whom  eight  were  insane.  There  is  a  room  in  the  wood-shed 
for  tramps,  about  large  enough  for  four  persons,  but  at  times 
many  more  are  crowded  into  it. 

Marlborough. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building,  and  a  portion  of  it  is 
very  old,  the  remainder  having  been  built  about  nine  years 
ago.  It  is  in  fairly  good  repair,  and  comfortably  furnished. 
The  women  have  a  sitting-room  on  the  first  floor,  while  the 
men  and  tramps  use  a  room  in  a  building  in  the  yard,  which 
was  in  better  condition  than  when  previously  visited.

Marshfteld. 

This  almshouse  is  an  old  frame  building,  two  stories  high, 
with  unpainted,  shingled  walls,  containing  many  low-studded 
rooms  and  irregular  passages.  In  the  attic  is  a  cage,  now 
seldom  used,  in  which  the  insane  have  been  confined,  and, 
until  a  lock-up  was  built  at  Brant  Rock,  this  was  the  only 
place  of  detention  the  town  had.  The  house  is  heated  by 
stoves,  and  is  supplied  with  running  water  from  springs  across 
the  road  on  private  property.  The  only  facility  for  bathing 
is  a  half-hogshead  tub  in  one  of  the  chambers,  which  was 
packed  nearly  full  of  shingles,  and  the  water  supply  to 
which  was  shut  off. 

Mattapoisett. 

This  is  an  old  house  of  two  stories  with  a  lower  two- 
story  extension  at  either  end.  It  is  irregularly  divided 
into  numerous  low  rooms  and  narrow  passages,  but  is 
kept  in  good  repair,  is  fairly  furnished,  and  very  com- 
fortable. The  sexes  are  not  well  separated,  and  the  pau- 
pers' part  is  quite  shut  off  from  that  of  the  Superintendent. 
The  house  is  well  lighted  and  sunny.  The  house-keeping  is 
good,  and  the  living  called  excellent.  Water  is  supplied 
by  a  well  in  the  rear,  remote  from  contamination,  and  is 
brought  to  the  house,  a  day's  supply  at  once,  and  stored 
in  barrels  within.  The  waste  water  is  caught  in  a  tub 
outside  the  house  and  carried  by  hand  to  the  fields.  There 
were  eleven  inmates,  four  being  insane"  and  five  being 
children. 

Medfield. 

This  almshouse,  first  used  in  September,  1888,  occupies  the 
site  of  the  house  burned  in  November,  1887.  It  is  of  wood, 
two  stories  hi^h  with  an  L.  There  is  a  cemented  cellar  under 
all.  The  rooms  are  pleasant,  and  comfortably  furnished 
with  wooden  bedsteads  and  wool-top  mattresses  :  the  bed- 
ding is  clean  and  in  good  order.  As  yet  there  are  no 
facilities  for  bathing. 

Medford. 

This  almshouse  is  of  brick  with  a  wooden  L,  and  was 
found  in  good  condition.  It  is  supplied  with  bath-rooms, 
the  inmates  being  required  to  bathe  weekly.     When  visited, 
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the  Superintendent  had  but  just  taken  charge,  and  he  was 
unable  to  give  any  particular  information  about  the  insti- 
tution. 

Medivay. 

This  almshouse  is  pleasantly  located,  and  outside  has 
nothing  to  suggest  its  purpose.  The  inmates'  dining-room 
is  much  too  small,  and,  with  their  sitting-room,  was  in  bad 
order ;  the  remainder  of  the  house  was  clean  and  well  cared 
for,  the  beds  and  bedding  were  comfortable. 

Methuen. 
The  main  building,  in  which  is  only  one  inmate,  is  of  brick  ; 
the  L,  in  which  are  the  other  inmates,  is  a  wooden  structure, 
much  out  of  repair,  vermin-infested,  dirty  and  uncomfort- 
able. The  furniture  is  old  and  unfit  for  use  :  there  is  a  fair 
supply  of  bedding  with  feather  and  straw  beds,  but  the 
sleeping-rooms  are  not  heated.  The  sexes  are  supposed  to 
sleep  apart,  but  as  the  men's  and  women's  rooms  open  side  by 
side  on  the  same  corridor,  up  one  flight,  and  are  not  locked, 
it  is  fair  to  say  the  sexes  are  not  properly  separated.  The 
privies  are  foul.  Under  the  kitchen  is  a  pig-pen,  not  now 
in  use. 

Middleborough . 

This  is  a  nearly  new  wooden  building  of  two  stories,  and 
a  basement,  well  constructed.  Everything  about  the  house 
is  clean  and  in  good  order.  The  house  is  heated  with  hot 
water,  has  a  bath-room  and  hospital  rooms  for  either  sex. 
There  is  underground  sewerage,  but  not  the  best  supply  of 
water.  There  are  a  number  of  wells  on  the  present  grounds 
and  across  the  road  on  the  old  premises,  none  of  which  are 
considered  suitable  for  use,  and  the  common  supply  is  rain 
water  stored  in  tanks.  There  should  be  no  difficulty  in  sink- 
ing a  satisfactory  well  at  a  convenient  location.  Within  the 
past  year  the  old  almshouse  has  been  converted  into  a  barn, 
and  most  of  the  other  old  structures  have  been  demolished, 
giving  the  place  an  improved  look.  In  general,  single  rooms 
are  in  use,  and  the  sexes  are  separated  except  at  meals,  when 
they  use  a  common  dining-room.  Among  the  twenty  in- 
mates are  fourteen  insane  men  and  one  insane  woman  :  three 
of  the  men  are  generally  in  confinement,  and  occupy  rooms 
in  the  basement,  which  have  cemented  floors. 
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Milford. 

This  almshouse  is  a  long  two-story  building,  much  too 
small  for  the  number  of  inmates  ;  and  of  necessity  only  half 
of  the  number  can  eat  at  once  in  the  dining-room.  There  is 
no  complete  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  the  kitchen  and 
dining-room  have  to  be  used  for  sitting-rooms.  The  sleep- 
ing-rooms are  crowded,  and  a  large  room  has  been  finished 
off  in  the  attic,  with  one  strong  room  at  the  end  for  refrac- 
tory insane.  New  iron  bedsteads  have  been  furnished,  which 
were  much  needed,  as  the  house  was  filled  with  worthless 
furniture. 

Millbury. 

This  almshouse  is  old,  two  stories  high  with  an  L,  the 
latter  being  occupied  by  the  inmates.  Their  rooms,  which 
are  very  cheerless,  occupy  the  back  part  of  the  house,  the 
front  being  taken  up  mostly  by  a  long  entry-way.  They  eat 
in  the  kitchen,  which  is  large  and  comfortable.  The  rooms 
are  poorly  furnished,  but  are  clean.  The  management  seems 
to  be  good. 

Milton. 

This  almshouse  was  found  in  good  condition,  save  that  the 
beds  of  the  men  who  sleep  in  the  cottage  were  unmade  at 
2  p.m.  The  water  supply  is  now  considered  excellent, 
being  brought  into  the  kitchen  sink  by  a  pump  from  a  well 
four  hundred  feet  away.  The  drainage  is  satisfactory,  and 
the  privies  clean  and  tidy.     Tramps  are  not  provided  for. 

Monson. 
This  almshouse  is  large,  and  last  year  awing  of  two  stories 
was  added.  On  the  first  floor  of  this  wing  is  a  large  kitchen, 
a  milk-room  and  pantry,  and  on  the  second  floor  are  four 
sleeping-rooms,  which  at  the  time  of  the  visit  had  not  been 
used.  The  men  have  a  sitting-room  in  a  building  in  the 
yard,  which  also  contains  two  bed-rooms,  one  occupied  by 
an  untidy  man,  the  other  by  an  insane  inmate.  Their  beds 
are  all  straw,  which  did  not  appear  to  have  been  changed 
for  some  time,  and  were  supplied  with  ragged  bedclothing. 
The  rooms  were  in  very  bad  condition,  the  odor  being  intol- 
erable.    Of  the  thirteen  inmates,  three  are  insane. 
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Montague, 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  out  of  repair.     The  house  was 
in  fair  order,  but  the  beds  are  infested  with  vermin.     The 
water  supply  is  not  satisfactory  :  the  drainage  is  fairly  good. 

Nantucket. 

This  almshouse  was  found  in  a  fairly  tidy  condition,  the 
kitchen  and  dining-rooms  in  the  basement  being  scrupulously 
clean.  The  furniture  is  scant  but  comfortable.  The  water 
is  said  to  be  good,  and  comes  from  a  well  in  the  cellar.  The 
drainage  is  poor,  the  sink  spout  discharging  into  a  ditch  of 
almost  stagnant  water  only  two  hundred  feet  away.  There 
is  no  farming  done,  other  than  to  raise  vegetables,  and  the 
milk  for  the  house  is  bought,  five  quarts  a  day  being  taken. 
The  sexes  are  separated.  There  were  twenty-five  inmates 
in  the  house,  the  number  having  gradually  fallen  oif.  Of 
the  inmates,  three  were  said  to  be  insane  and  one  epileptic  : 
the  latter  occupies  during  the  summer  a  room  in  the  stable, 
which  has  been  fitted  up  especially  for  him.  He  is  unable 
to  feed  or  help  himself,  and  is  very  untidy.  During  the 
warm  weather,  he  is  taken  to  a  brook  weekly  and  bathed, 
the  house  having  no  bath-room.  This  boy,  though  a  great 
care,  appears  to  be  well  looked  after. 

JVaticJc. 
This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high,  with  an  L. 
In  the  yard  back  of  the  house  is  a  one-story  building  con- 
taining a  wash-room  and  a  room  where  tramps  are  lodged. 
The  inmates'  rooms  are  in  the  second  story  and  attic,  their 
food  being  carried  to  their  dining-roorn  by  a  dumb  waiter. 
They  have  a  comfortably  furnished  hospital  room  and  nine 
bed-rooms.  There  is  no  bath-room,  and  of  course  the 
inmates  do  not  bathe  regularly.  The  house  was  not  in  good 
order.     Nine  inmates  were  found,  three  being  children. 

JSTewburyport. 

This  almshouse,  built  at  a  cost  of  $28,700  from  a  fund  left 

by  a  charitably  disposed  gentleman,  was  opened  July  17, 

1888.     It  is  of  brick,  has  a  centre  building,  in  which  are  the 

Superintendent's    apartments,    office,    store-rooms,    chapel, 
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etc.,  connected  with  wings  at  either  end,  running  at  right 
angles  to  it,  in  which  the  inmates  are  accommodated,  the 
sexes  being  separated.  There  are  many  single  rooms, 
heated  by  steam,  and  the  attics  (yet  unfurnished)  are  large 
and  airy.  The  bath-rooms,  water-closets,  etc.,  are  con- 
venient and  ample.  Iron  bedsteads  are  used,  with  straw 
and  feather  beds :  the  bedding  appeared  clean,  and  the 
house  was  in  good  general  order.  The  preservative  with 
which  the  standing  finish  was  dressed  is  peeling  off.  The 
water  supply  is  from  the  city  tanks.  The  house  drains  into 
cesspools  located  a  few  rods  away  from  the  buildings,  which 
have  to  be  emptied  by  hand  pumps.  There  are  a  few  rooms 
finished  off  in  the  basement  for  violent  or  untidy  insane 
inmates,  which  are  partly  below  ground,  and  in  one  place 
the  moisture  from  the  ground  below  had  penetrated  the 
concrete  floor ;  they  are  poorly  ventilated,  not  in  every  case 
well  heated,  and  are  already  spoken  of  as  cells.  Religious 
services  and  entertainments  are  held  occasionally.  At  the 
time  of  the  visit  the  institution  contained  fifty  inmates,  of 
whom  eight  were  insane. 

New  Bedford. 
This  almshouse,  which  is  very  pleasantly  situated,  over- 
looking the  harbor,  was  found  in  good  condition,  being 
cleanly  and  well  ventilated.  The  floors  are  in  some  cases 
rather  worn,  and  need  relaying.  There  are  several  open  fire- 
places in  the  house,  which  is  heated  with  steam  ;  and  in  many 
cases  there  are  two  beds  in  a  room.  There  are  also  several 
associate  dormitories.  The  basement  contains  a  number  of 
rooms  for  troublesome  inmates,  both  sane  and  insane,  and 
these  are  unattractive  and  damp.  One  of  these  is  a  lock-up 
(seldom  used)  for  insane  patients  :  it  has  a  bunk  at  one  side, 
and  though  small  and  close,  a  person  would  not  suffer  here. 
In  a  detached  building,  used  in  part  as  a  shop,  smoking- 
room,  etc.,  are  some  rooms  intended  for  tramps.  In  one  of 
these  was  secluded  an  insane  man  with  his  hands  confined 
behind  him  by  irons  to  save  his  clothing.  He  was  suffering 
from  recent  insanity,  should  not  have  been  confined  in  an 
almshouse,  and  has  since  been  committed  to  a  hospital.  The 
sexes  are  well  separated,  and  there  is  divine  service  held 
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weekly.  The  house  is  supplied  with  bath-rooms.  The 
water  comes  from  a  well,  and  would  not  be  sufficient  in  case 
of  fire ;  there  are  no  fire-escapes,  and  hand  grenades  are 
provided.  The  institution  drains  into  cesspools  a  few  rods 
in  front  of  the  house.  The  drainage  could  be  easily  extended 
to  the  sea.  There  were  eighty-three  inmates,  including 
thirteen  truant  boys,  and  seven  in  the  work-house  depart- 
ment ;  there  are  three  children  from  one  to  fifteen  years  of 
age,  while  ten  inmates  were  insane,  of  whom  only  four  were 
said  to  have  had  hospital  treatment. 

New  Salem. 
This  almshouse,  situated  in  a  lonely  place,  is  one  story 
high,  out  of  repair,  but  very  neat  in  every  nook  and  corner. 
There  are  six  bed-rooms  in  the  house,  and  a  dark  room 
without  a  window,  in  the  attic,  for  tramps.  It  contains  but 
one  inmate,  an  old,  simple-minded  woman. 

Newton. 
This  almshouse  is  a  large,  old-fashioned,  wooden  building, 
with  a  two-story  L,  much  out  of  repair,  but  steam  heated 
and  supplied  with  city  water.  The  furniture  is  poor,  yet 
the  bedding  is  of  good  quality  and  much  above  the  average 
as  regards  cleanliness.  The  farm  contains  eighty  acres,  and 
the  land  has  become  so  valuable,  (and  the  almshouse  expenses 
are  so  high) ,  that  it  would  probably  be  much  better  for  the 
town  to  abandon  the  almshouse,  sell  the  property,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  poor  elsewhere. 

North  Adams. 
■  This  almshouse  is  an  old  structure,  unfit  for  its  present 
use,  and  should  be  abandoned.  The  house-keeping  is  good, 
the  rooms  being  tidy  and  supplied  with  an  abundance  of 
comfortable  bedding;  but  the  inmates'  kitchen  is  used  as  a 
common  sitting  room,  and  the  sexes  are  not  properly  sep- 
arated, of  which  there  is  abundant  proof.  The  house  is 
supplied  with  running  water  from  a  spring,  and  the  location 
is  such  that  the  drainage  can  be  easily  cared  for.  There 
were  twenty-one  inmates,  of  whom  nine  were  children,  while 
one  woman  was  insane.     The  father  of  three  of  the  children 
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is  serving  a  six  months'  sentence,  and  the  mother  of  two  a 
four  months'  sentence,  at  the  expiration  of  which  terms  it 
was  expected  the  children  would  he  removed.  Two  of  the 
others  were  there  with  their  mothers,  one  being  the  five 
months'  old  child  of  the  insane  woman,  and  still  nursed  by 
its  mother.  The  other  child  is  an  orphan,  for  whom  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  Avere  trying  to  find  a  home. 


Wortltampton. 

This  almshouse  has  been  steadily  improving  since  the 
present  Superintendent  took  charge  some  seven  years  ago  ; 
but  the  building,  after  all,  remains  an  old,  poorly  adapted 
structure,  though  well  cared  for,  and  fairly  serviceable. 
During  the  last  year  new  mattresses,  blankets  and  spreads 
have  been  provided  ;  and  this,  with  the  free  use  of  paint  and 
whitewash,  has  bettered  the  interior.  The  marked  defects  of 
the  house  are  the  imperfect  ventilation  of  the  low-studded 
rooms,  and  the  want  of  a  general  supply  of  heat :  the  bath- 
room also  lacks  warm  water,  which  considerably  mars  its 
usefulness,  although  the  inmates  are  required  to  bathe  weekly. 
None  of  these  defects  seem  likely  to  be  remedied  in  the 
present  building,  which  the  city  authorities  seem  to  regard 
as  too  old  and  unsound  to  warrant  much  outlay.  The  ten- 
dency of  opinion  is  towards  a  new  almshouse  not  long  hence. 
There  were  sixteen  inmates,  among  whom  were  five  insane 
persons,  one  boy  and  one  girl.  There  is  no  question  that 
the  place  is  well  managed,  and  made  as  comfortable  as  possi- 
ble. Two  or  three  of  the  inmates  call  for  great  care  and 
repulsive  service.  The  Superintendent  receives  no  fixed 
compensation,  but  has  $2.25  per  week  for  each  town  pauper 
kept  by  him,  and  is  allowed  to  take  boarders  from  other 
towns. 

Worth  Andover. 

This  almshouse  is  very  old,  but  quite  extensive  repairs 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  It  was  found  in 
good  order  throughout,  and  there  is  every  evidence  that 
the  inmates  are  well  cared  for.  The  house  and  barn  have 
been  repainted,  the  walls  of  some  of  the  rooms   have  been 
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painted,  new  windows  have  been  put  in,  and  steam  heat 
introduced,  and  these  changes  add  very  much  to  the  comfort 
and  good  appearance  of  the  building. 

Northborough. 

This  almshouse  is  old,  but  in  good  repair.  The  town  has 
appropriated  money  for  new  furniture,  which  is  very  much 
needed.  There  are  two  bed-rooms  on  the  first  floor,  and 
seven  on  the  second  :  two  of  these  rooms  are  in  the  attic  of 
the  L,  one  being  a  strong  room.  Seven  inmates  were  pres- 
ent, three  being  children. 

Northbridge. 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair,  and  the  management 
appears  efficient.  It  is  necessary  to  use  the  dining-room  as 
a  sitting-room.  The  bedsteads  are  of  iron,  and  are  provided 
with  straw  and  feather  beds,  which  were  in  good  order  and 
clean. 

North  BrooJcfield. 
This  almshouse  (built  nearly  eighty  years  ago)  is  incon- 
venient. It  is  two  stories  high  and  has  an  antiquated 
appearance.  The  rooms  in  the  second  story  have  never 
been  painted  or  papered.  It  is  poorly  furnished  ;  the  sleep- 
ing-rooms have  old-fashioned  corded  bedsteads,  with  feather 
beds,  old,  but  clean  ;  and  in  warm  weather  there  is  an  abun- 
dance of  vermin.  The  Superintendent  and  Matron  appear  to 
be  kind-hearted  people,  and  the  poor  seem  to  be  well  fed 
and  comfortably  clothed. 

North  Heading. 
This  almshouse  presents  a  neat  appearance,  as  it  has  been 
recently  painted.  Several  of  the  rooms  have  been  papered, 
whitewashed  and  painted,  and  others  are  also  to  be  reno- 
vated. The  women's  apartments  especially  need  attention. 
The  one-story  L  contains  two  bed-rooms,  the  town  lock-up 
and  two  strong  rooms,  winch  have  worthless  wooden  bed- 
steads, but  fairly  comfortable  bedding.  The  house  was 
clean,  the  clothing  of  the  inmates  especially  so  ;  and  the 
management  appeared  good. 
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Norton. 

This  almshouse  is  very  old,  weather-worn  and  out  of  re- 
pair, the  plastering  being  off  in  places  in  several  of  the 
rooms.  The  furniture  is  also  old  and  valueless.  The  sleep- 
ing-rooms are  small  and  elose,  but  the  bedding  clean  and  in 
fair  repair. 

JVbrwell. 

This  almshouse  is  of  wood  and  contains  sixteen  rooms,  the 
inmates'  sleeping-rooms  being  mainly  in  the  second  story. 
It  is  rather  old,  not  in  the  best  repair,  but  is  tidy,  and  is  said 
to  be  now  free  from  vermin.  It  is  heated  by  steam,  and  the 
drainage  from  the  sinks  is  carried  one  hundred  feet  through 
pipes  and  discharged  on  the  surface.  Tramps  are  lodged  in 
the  attic.  In  the  basement  are  two  slatted  rooms  for  insane 
inmates,  not  now  in  use  :  they  must  be  damp  in  summer ;  in 
the  winter  they  can  be  heated  by  a  stove  in  front  of  them. 
The  bedding  is  in  good  order.  The '  sexes  are  supposed  to 
be  kept  apart,  but  the  rooms  for  men  and  those  for  women 
open  upon  the  same  corridor.     There  is  no  bath-room. 

Orange. 
This  almshouse  is  in  excellent  repair  throughout,  and  very 
neat ;  the  inmates  have  good  beds  and  clean  bedding,  and 
seem  to  be  well  cared  for. 

Oxford. 
This  almshouse  is  old,  very  much  dilapidated,  and  poorly 
furnished.  The  subject  of  building  a  new  house  has  been 
brought  up  several  times,  but  always  voted  down,  and  noth- 
ing has  been  done  to  advance  the  project  at  all,  although  the 
town  has  accepted  a  legacy  of  $2,000  left  for  the  purpose. 

Palmer. 
This  almshouse  consists  of  a  main  house  two  stories  high, 
with  an  L  of  one  and  a  half  stories.  The  men  sleep  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  L,  which  has  nine  rooms,  (each  room 
containing  a  small  window) ,  making  their  own  beds  and 
earing  for  their  rooms  ;  the  need  of  supervision  is  every- 
where apparent,   as  the  beds  were  unmade  and  the  rooms 
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(which  were  poorly  ventilated)  had  not  been  swept  for  a 
long  time.  The  women  use  the  dining-room  for  their  sitting- 
room,  while  the  men  have  a  sitting-room  at  the  end  of  the 
house,  which  was  dirty  and  poorly  cared  for.  The  inmates 
are  mostly  old,  and  as  Uo  help  is  supplied,  this  should  partly 
excuse  what  seems  to  be  neglect.  Of  the  eleven  inmates, 
two  are  insane. 

Paxton. 
This    almshouse   may   be    classed    with    the    poorest    in 
the  State ;  it  is  out  of  repair,  and  is  inefficiently  cared  for 
throughout.     The  furniture  is   thoroughly    worn    out,   and 
beds  and  bedding  are  in  the  same  bad  condition. 

Peabody. 
This  almshouse  is  of  brick,  needs  repairing,  several  of 
the  rooms  should  be  whitewashed  and  painted,  and  the 
house  as  a  whole  is  in  poor  order.  The  bedsteads  are  of 
wood,  and  most  of  them  have  good  feather  beds,  but  the 
bedding  was  not  clean.  Some  of  the  inmates  were  ragged 
and  very  untidy,  and  the  children  appeared  neglected.  The 
inmates  seem  to  be  left  to  themselves,  and  to  do  their  work 
about  as  they  please  without  much  supervision.  Two  cells 
in  the  basement  are  occupied  by  filthy  men.  There  were 
forty-six  inmates,  thirteen  being  children,  and  one  insane. 

Pembroke. 
This  almshouse  has  been  improved  during  the  past  year, 
the  old  bedsteads  having  been  replaced  by  attractive  new 
ones,  and  the  rooms  having  been  painted  and  the  plastering 
mended  to  a  considerable  extent,  without  hiring  additional 
help  ;  still  much  repairing  is  needed  both  inside  and  outside. 
Much  trouble  has  been  caused  by  vermin.  A  bath-tub 
should  be  supplied.  The  barn  and  other  out-buildings  are 
in  good  order.  Much  credit  is  due  the  Superintendent 
and  Matron  for  the  work  they  are  doing  at  this  old  house, 
and  for  their  economical  management. 

Pepper  ell. 
This  almshouse  is  presided  over  by  a  Superintendent  and 
Matron  who  have  been  here  twenty-one  years,  and  who  are 
kindly  disposed  towards  the  inmates  ;  bat  they  are  placed  at 
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great  disadvantage  by  being  in  an  old  house,  poorly  adapted 
to  the  use  to  which  it  is  put,  in  which  the  sexes  are  not  prop- 
erly separated,  and  where  labor  shows  little  result  for  the 
expenditure. 

Petersham. 
This  almshouse  is  getting  out  of  repair,  and  the  rooms  are 
very  uninviting.  It  is  so  constructed  that  the  sexes  cannot 
be  separated,  and  it  contains  no  bathing  facilities.  The  bed- 
ding is  of  fair  quality  and  sufficient  in  amount.  The  rooms 
for  insane  patients  are  very  crude,  and,  while  none  are  good, 
one  is  very  objectionable,  is  called  a  cage,  and  is  at  the  ex- 
treme end  of  the  house,  one  side  being  made  of  heavy  wooden 
bars  ;  it  is  poorly  lighted  and  would  be  poorly  ventilated, 
but  for  the  cracks  ;  the  bed  is  a  bundle  of  old  rags,  and  the 
privy  in  the  corner  discharges  into  a  pig-pen  beneath.  It  is 
heated  by  a  stove  near  by.  The  man  who  occupies  this  room 
wears  a  strait-jacket  when  excited.  The  drainage  is  poor, 
and  the  well  water  is  so  bad  in  summer  that  it  cannot  be 
used.  The  Matron  is  kind  and  capable,  but  works  under 
great  disadvantage. 

Pittsfield. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building,  two  stories  high ;  a 
wing  is  being  erected  at  the  rear  to  take  the  place  of  an  old 
L,  which  is  to  be  removed.  When  finished  the  new  addition 
will  contain  among  other  rooms  apartments  for  sane  men, 
including  a  bath-room,  and  a  common  dining-rooin  for  all 
inmates,  thus  relieving  the  main  building  of  all  sane  men 
and  separating  the  sexes,  which  it  has  been  difficult  to  do  in 
the  past.  The  Superintendent's  rooms  are  in  the  west  end 
of  the  main  house,  the  quarters  for  sane  women  are  in  the 
central  part,  while  the  eastern  end  is  devoted  to  the  care  of 
the  insane,  fifteen  in  number,  of  whom  seven  were  found 
secluded,  the  women  occupying  the  first  story  and  the  men 
the  second  story.  The  insane  are  under  the  direct  care  of 
a  man  who  is  well  spoken  of,  but  however  efficient  and 
honorable  he  may  be,  it  is  not  proper  that  he  should  have 
access  to  the  women's  wards ;  and  a  female  attendant  for 
women  should  be  employed.  All  portions  of  the  house, 
except   the    Superintendent's    quarters,    are    provided   with 
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bath-rooms,  but  the  water  supply  is  not  sufficient  for  closets, 
and  outside  privies  are  in  use.  The  house  is  heated  with 
steam  ;  the  inmates'  rooms  are  furnished  with  iron  bedsteads, 
straw  beds  and  a  sufficient  number  of  sheets,  gray  blankets 
and  feather  pillows.  No  night  watch  is  employed,  the  house 
is  not  provided  with  fire-escapes,  and  there  are  no  hydrants 
in  the  neighborhood.  There  are  forty-one  inmates,  fifteen 
being  insane. 

Plymouth. 
This  almshouse  is  mainly  of  brick,  the  one-story  wooden 
building  at  the  rear  being  seldom  used  except  for  storage. 
It  is  heated  with  steam,  is  well,  drained,  has  water-closets 
but  no  bath-tubs.  There  is  a  fine  basement  kitchen  where 
some  of  the  inmates  dine,  but  most  of  them  have  their  food 
sent  up  to  them  on  trays  by  means  of  a  small  elevator.  The 
house  is  tidy  and  the  inmates  comfortable.  Sufficient  atten- 
tion is  not  paid  to  the  separation  of  the  sexes. 

Princeton. 

This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building,  two  stories  high, 
and  scantily  furnished.  At  the  time  of  the  visit  there  were 
only  two  inmates. 

Provincetown. 

This  almshouse  is  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Betsey  Cobb, 
and  is  kept  in  most  excellent  condition.  The  food  is  good 
and  abundant,  the  inmates  appear  contented  and  happy,  the 
beds  are  comfortable  and  well  supplied  with  clothing,  and 
nothing  about  the  place  is  in  disorder,  A  bath-room,  steam 
heat  and  fire-escape  would  make  this  one  of  the  best,  as  it  is 
now  one  of  the  cleanest,  almshouses  in  the  State. 

Quincy. 
This  almshouse  is  heated  with  steam,  has  two  bath-rooms 
and  is  well  supplied  with  single  rooms.  The  bedsteads  are 
iron,  well  supplied  with  suitable  bedding.  The  sexes  are 
not  well  separated.  Pails  of  water  are  placed  at  the  land- 
ings of  the  stairs,  which  are  in  one  end  of  the  building ; 
should  a  fire  get  started  at  that  point,  it  would  be  most  diffi- 
cult to  remove  the  inmates. 
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Randolph. 

This  almshouse  is  in  better  repair  than  previously,  is 
warmed  by  steam,  and  is  kept  clean.  Within  the  past  year 
the  public  water  supply  has  been  introduced,  and  a  good 
bath-room  constructed,  which  the  inmates  are  said  to  enjoy 
weekly.  The  privies  are  in  the  L,  on  two  floors,  and 
being  imperfectly  ventilated,  make  the  inmates'  sleeping- 
rooms  quite  uncomfortable.  The  Superintendent  endeavors 
to  keep  the  vaults  properly  attended  to,  but  with  little  suc- 
cess, and  they  should  be  replaced  by  suitable  water-closets. 
Apart  from  this,  the  sanitary  conditions  are  good.  There 
were  twenty  inmates;  seven  men,  eight  women,  three  boys 
and  two  girls.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  construction  of 
the  house  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  the  children 
should  be  elsewhere. 

Heading. 

This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high  with  an  L. 
Wooden  bedsteads  are  furnished  and  are  provided  with 
straw  and  feather  beds,  which  were  in  good  condition.  The 
attic  rooms  are  undesirable,  and  the  house-keeping  could  be 
improved. 

Rehoboth. 

This  almshouse  was  found  in  good  order,  and  the  two 
barred  rooms  in  the  attic  for  tramps  were  furnished  with 
good  beds  and  clean  bedding. 

Rochester. 
This  almshouse  is  a  one-and-a-half-story  frame  house, 
with  a  two-story  L,  the  latter  containing  three  bed-rooms. 
The  men  sleep  in  an  attic  room  which  has  three  beds.  The 
beds  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  condition.  There  is  a  small 
tramp  building,  some  way  off,  with  six  bunks  in  tiers,  not 
much  used.     Of  the  five  inmates,  three  were  insane. 

Rockland. 
This   almshouse  is  a  frame   building,   two    stories    high, 
heated  with  steam,  and  supplied  with  wTater  from  the  town 
mains.     In   the  first  floor  are  the   Superintendent's  apart- 
ments, men's  sitting  room,  and  the  usual  kitchens,  pantries, 
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etc.  In  the  second  story  are  fourteen  sleeping-rooms,  a 
bath-room,  and  a  sitting-room  for  women.  The  bed-rooms 
with  a  southern  exposure  are  given  to  the  women,  while  the 
men  sleep  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  corridor.  The  men 
have  a  lounging-room  in  an  out-building,  used  also  as  a 
shop  and  lodge  for  tramps.  Iron  bedsteads  without  springs 
are  used,  and  the  beds  are  well  supplied  with  good  bedding 
in  excellent  order.  The  sexes  are  kept  apart  as  well  as  the 
faulty  construction  of  the  house  admits.  This  institution 
appears  to  be  excellently  managed,  and  the  Overseers,  while 
looking  well  after  the  interests  of  the  tax-payers,  evidently 
do  not  practice  false  economy,  and  are  reasonably  liberal. 


Rockjport. 

This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building  two  and  a  half  stories 
high  with  a  basement.  Its  construction  is  faulty,  for  the 
entrance  is  through  the  L  and  kitchen  at  the  end  of  the 
house,  and  the  common  stairway  is  at  the  other  extreme 
end,  where  there  should  be  an  outside  door-way.  Should  a 
fire  occur  at  the  stairway,  it  would  be  nearly  an  impossi- 
bility to  remove  the  inmates  who  are  locked  in  their  rooms, 
the  women  on  the  second  story,  the  men  on  the  third  story. 
An  attempt  is  made  to  employ  the  inmates,  and  the  house 
and  premises  are  clean ;  but  the  men's  rooms  are  very  poor, 
being  in  the  attic,  and  lighted  with  small  "sky- 
lights" in  the  roof,  furnished  with  straw  beds,  and  not 
being  vermin-free.  The  women  have  much  better  rooms 
in  the  second  story,  and  they  sleep  on  feather  beds.  In  the 
basement  are  a  dining-room  and  a  kitchen,  the  latter  having 
in  the  corner  of  it,  near  the  furnace,  a  slatted  lock-up. 
There  is  no  bath-room. 

Rutland. 

This  almshouse  is  two  stories  high,  the  front  part  being 
occupied  by  the  Superintendent's  family.  The  inmates' 
department  contains  eleven  rooms,  besides  a  sitting-room  and 
dining-room.  There  are  a  few  iron  bedsteads,  the  greater 
number  being  old  wooden  ones,  which  have  feather  beds  of 
fair  quality ;  the  bedclothes  are  ragged  and  poor. 
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Salem. 
This  almshouse  was  found  in  good  condition,  every  por- 
tion of  it  being  tidy,  while  the  inmates  were  well  dressed 
and  appeared  comfortable.  The  wards  for  the  insane  are 
particularly  bright  and  cheerful,  but  it  would  have  been 
much  better  had  two  two-story  buildings  been  erected 
instead  of  the  present  four-story  structure,  for  the  sexes 
could  have  been  better  separated  and  the  administration 
more  easily  effected.  There  were  one  hundred  and  twenty 
inmates  in  the  institution,  of  whom  twenty-two  were  insane. 
The  good  results  of  frequent  and  intelligent  visitation  by 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  are  apparent. 

Sandwich . 
This  almshouse  is  in  poor  condition,  though  not  owing  to 
a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent  or 
Matron,  but  because  the  building  is  old  and  not  adapted  to 
the  use  to  wdiich  it  is  put.  It  is  in  bad  repair,  and  the 
rooms  are  so  situated  that  the  inmates  cannot  be  under 
proper  observation,  and  they  receive  *no  night  attention. 
Should  a  fire  occur  in  their  department,  which  has  no  re- 
sponsible person  in  it  by  night,  there  might  be  serious  loss 
of  life.  Much  attention  is  given  to  cleanliness,  and  during 
the  summer  one  room  has  been  sheathed  and  considerable 
papering  done ;  still  the  building  is  wholly  unfit  for  an 
almshouse,  and  should  be  abandoned.  If  it  is  continued, 
however,  a  bath-room  should  be  provided.  The  separation 
of  the  sexes  is  more  carefully  attended  to  than  formerly. 

SeekonJc. 
The  almshouse,  upwards  of  fifty  years  old,  is  in  quite 
good  repair,  well  painted  without  and  mostly  papered 
within.  The  house  is  clean,  and  has  plain,  comfortable 
furniture.  The  bedsteads  are  of  wood,  the  bedding  fair, 
with  straw  and  feather  beds.  There  are  six  inmates,  three 
beino-  insane. 

Sheffield. 

Sheffield  has  no  almshouse,  the  poor  being  boarded  in  a 
private  family,  where  the  sum  of  $2.50  per  week  is  paid  for 
the  board  and  clothing  of  each  individual ,  with  the  additional

amount  of  $1.50  per  week  if  the  person  is  bedridden  or 
sick.  At  present  seven  persons  are  being  thus  provided  for. 
The  town  always  pays  the  doctor's  bills  in  case  of  sickness, 
and  the  burial  expenses  at  time  of  death. 

Sharon. 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair.  It  contains  a  half 
dozen  rooms  for  paupers,  but  when  visited  there  was  only 
one  inmate,  a  boy  seven  years  of  age.  The  Superintend- 
ent receives  only  $13  per  month  besides  his  living,  and  is 
engaged  in  carrying  on  the  farm  of  seventy-eight  acres,  of 
which  seven  are  tilled  and  considerable  more  in  grass. 

Sherbom. 
This   almshouse,  built  in   1794,  was  not  found  in  good 
order,   except  three   rooms   not  in   use.     The   furniture  is 
mostly  old,  but  was  clean  and  in  fair  condition. 

Shrewsbury. 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  out  of  repair.  Some  of  the 
rooms  have  been  papered,  and  the  kitchen  has  been  enlarged 
by  removing  a  partition,  but  nothing  more  has  been  done  to 
improve  the  premises.  The  bedding-  is  poor  and  not  very 
clean ;  the  bedticks  are  old  and  dirty.  The  water  supply 
is  ample,  but  the  drainage  is  poor. 

Shutesbitry . 
This  almshouse  consists  of  a  large  old  house,  connected  by 
a  sort  of  corridor  with  a  smaller  house  (distinct  by  itself)  in 
which  the  warden  lives.  It  was  found  to  be  comfortable, 
everything  being  neat  and  tidy.  Clean  paint  and  paper 
were  conspicuous,  some  of  the  floors  being  painted.  There 
is  running  water  in  the  house. 

Somerset. 
This  almshouse  is  pleasantly  situated,  and  the  beds  and 
rooms  were  well  cared  for,  and  in  better  condition  than  they 
had  been  found  by  the  visitor  previously. 
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Southbridge. 

This  almshouse  was  found  in  fair  condition.  "While  the 
inmates  are  well  cared  for,  the  house-keeping  might  be 
improved.  The  bedsteads  are  of  Avood,  supplied  with  straw 
and  feather  beds  and  abundance  of  bedclothing.  The  house 
needs  whitewashing.  The  water  supply  is  good.  Of  the 
seventeen  inmates  five  were  recorded  as  insane. 


Spencer. 

This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair  and  well  furnished. 
There  are  two  sitting-rooms  for  the  inmates,  an  organ  being 
in  that  for  women,  where  a  Sunday  service  is  held  a  portion 
of  the  year.  The  water  supply  is  good  and  the  drainage 
satisfactory.  There  are  set  bowls  and  a  bath-tub  in  the  first 
story.  The  Superintendent  has  had  little  experience,  and 
the  Matron  could  not  give  the  names  or  ages  of  the  inmates. 


Springfield. 

The  older  portions  of  this  house  had  become  very  much 
out  of  repair,  and  the  past  season  workmen  have  been 
engaged  in  removing  the  falling  plastering  from  the  walls 
and  ceilings,  and  covering  the  same  with  sheets  of  corru- 
gated  iron,  which  will  be  painted  and  can  be  kept  clean. 

The  department  for  the  insane  is  a  comparatively  new 
brick  building,  in  which  the  sexes  are  separated.  It  has 
day  rooms  on  the  first  floor  with  associate  dormitories  and  a 
few  single  rooms  up  one  flight.  There  are  also  two  single 
rooms  in  the  basement,  where  are  the  bath-rooms  and  dining- 
rooms.  There  were  forty-four  insane  inmates,  eighteen  men 
and  twenty-six  women,  cared  for  by  one  male  and  two  female 
attendants.  Two  men  were  in  restraint.  The  patients  are 
of  the  most  quiet  class,  and  look  fairly  well,  but  are  not 
occupied  as  they  should  be  ;  the  women  do  a  very  little 
work,  the  men  nothing.  The  wdiole  almshouse  contained  one 
hundred  and  four  inmates.  It  is  heated  by  steam  through- 
out, and  there  is  a  fire-escape  in  the  department  for  sane 
inmates,  but  none  for  the  convenience  of  the  insane. 
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Sterling. 
This  almshouse  is  two  stories  high  with  two  wings ; 
one  built  especially  fur  the  insane  has  barred  windows, 
strong  slat  doors,  and  is  heated  by  registers  from  the  fur- 
nace in  the  entry  near  the  doors  of  the  cell-like  rooms. 
The  inmates  have  a  dining-room,  which  they  also  use  as  a 
sitting-room.  There  is  no  bath-room.  At  every  visit  the 
house,  save  the  rooms  occupied  by  some  of  the  insane,  was 
found  in  good  order,  with  beds  and  bedding  clean.  The 
number  of  inmates  has  varied  from  eight  to  eleven,  five 
being  insane  and  all  in  seclusion  upon  the  first  and  second 
visits.  One  man,  who  had  been  confined  in  this  almshouse 
since  Aug.  17,  1888,  was  committed  to  the  Worcester 
Lunatic  Hospital,  by  request,  as  it  was  thought  he  might  not 
have  passed  the  curable  stage  of  his  disease  :  another  person 
wTas  transferred  from  that  hospital,  who  has  the  liberty  of 
the  house,  so  that  the  number  of  insane  remains  unchanged. 
The  Superintendent  and  Matron,  who  are  capable  people, 
are  so  much  engaged  with  other  duties  that  they  cannot  give 
proper  attention  to  the  insane,  probably  not  one  of  whom 
would  be  secluded  if  in  a  hospital. 

StoneJiam. 
This  almshouse  is  rather  old,  but  in  fair  repair,  and  most 
of  the  rooms  were  found  in  satisfactory  condition ;  but  it  is 
much  too  crowded,  and  an  addition  should  be  made,  to  con- 
tain not  only  sleeping-rooms  and  sitting-rooms,  but  proper 
facilities  for  bathing,  and  water-closets,  which  it  does  not 
now  possess.  The  sexes  are  kept  tolerably  well  separated, 
dining  at  different  hours.  The  women  use  the  dining-room 
also  as  a  sitting-room,  and  the  men  have  a  small  room  in  an 
out-building  to  sit  and  smoke  in. 


Stougldon. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building  two  stories  high,  with 
a  long  one-story  L.  Steam  heat  was  introduced  last  year. 
The  beds  and  bedding  were  found  of  good  quality,  the 
rooms  and  the  house  throughout  being  in  good  order,  though 
several  of  the  rooms  need  whitewashing  and  papering. 
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Stow. 

This  almshouse  is  an  old  two-story  wooden  building, 
with  some  old  out-buildings,  poorly  furnished  ;  but,  consid- 
ering that  none  of  the  five  inmates  are  able  to  help  about  the 
work,  it  was  found  in  pretty  good  order. 


Sturbridge. 

This  almshouse  is  very  old  and  so  poor  as  really  to  be  not 
worth  repairing.  The  furniture,  like  the  house,  is  mostly 
ancient  and  poor.  The  house-keeping  is  inefficient,  and  at 
an  afternoon  visit  the  beds  were  unmade  :  the  bedding  was 
clean  and  comfortable.     The  sexes  are  not  well  separated. 

Sudbury. 

This  almshouse  was  found  to  be  neat  throughout,  the 
inmates  well  fed  and  comfortably  clothed.  The  bedrooms 
are  furnished  with  wooden  bedsteads  and  straw  and  feather 
beds,  which  were  clean  and  in  good  order.  Some  of  the 
rooms  were  being  papered.  Several  rooms  needed  white- 
washing. 

Sutton. 

This  almshouse,  which  has  been  in  bad  repair,  is  having 
an  addition  built  to  accommodate  a  portion  of  the  insane 
who  are  now  in  hospitals.  The  bedsteads  were  found  poorly 
provided  with  bedding,  and  the  housekeeping  appeared 
unsatisfactory.  Of  the  eleven  inmates  present  at  the  time 
of  the  visit,  four  were  males  and  seven  females.  An  idiotic 
boy  was  fastened  to  a  corner  of  the  room  by  a  rope. 

Swansea. 

This  almshouse  is  a  one-and-a-half-story  frame  building, 
and  divided  into  nine  small  sleeping  apartments  on  the 
second  floor,  besides  a  room  for  the  Selectmen.  The  bed- 
steads are  of  wood  and  have  feather  beds  :  those  not  in  use 
were  clean,  but  those  occupied  by  the  two  inmates  were  in 
bad  order,  and  the  bedclothinsr  was  rasped.  With  this  ex- 
ception  the  house  appeared  well  managed.

Taunton. 
The  almshouse  contained  fifty-two  inmates  when  visited, 
of  whom  seven  were  reported  as  insane.  The  house  is  pro- 
vided with  fire-escapes,  the  associate  dormitories  are  a  good 
feature,  and  the  well  inmates,  who  do  their  cooking  and 
washing,  appear  to  have  all  necessary  comforts  ;  but  as  the 
Matron  has  but  one  hired  girl,  the  insane  inmates  can 
receive  little  attention,  and  are  not  well  looked  after.  In  a 
dark,  poorly  ventilated  basement  room  Avas  secluded  a 
woman  said  to  be  destructive  and  untidy ;  she  was  not  clean, 
but  was  then  calm  and  orderly.  Divine  service  is  conducted 
every  Sunday. 

Templeton. 
This  almshouse,  which  consists  of  an  old  part  occupied  by 
the  Superintendent  and  the  male  inmates,  and  a  newer  por- 
tion occupied  by  the  women,  was  found  in  rather  bad  order. 
Many  of  the  rooms  had  been  recently  painted  and  papered, 
great  effort  was  said  to  have  been  put  forth  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  kill  the  bed-bugs  which  Avere  abundant  when  he 
took  charge  three  months  previously,  but  when  visited,  at  3 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  several  of  the  beds  were  unmade, 
(some  being  positively  filthy),  and  the  sweepings  were  in 
piles  about  the  place.  The  Matron  and  a  number  of  the 
inmates  had  gone  out  to  pick  berries,  and  the  house  was  in 
charge  of  a  crippled  young  man  and  two  women,  one  of  the 
latter  being  insane.  The  Superintendent  could  not  tell  the 
names  of  all  the  nine  inmates.  The  sexes  are  not  well  sepa- 
rated by  day,  and  the  key  to  the  door  between  the  hired 
man's  room  and  the  women's  apartments  should  be  in  the 
possession  of  the  Matron. 

Tewksbury. 
This  almshouse  is  old,  out  of  repair,  poorly  arranged, 
contains  no  bath-room,  and  the  separation  of  the  sexes  is 
not  what  it  should  be.  The  house-keeping  appears  as  satis- 
factory as  would  be  expected  in  such  an  old  building,  evi- 
dently over-run  with  bed-bugs.  When  visited,  there  were 
four  inmates,  of  whom  two  were  insane  and  one  epileptic. 
Last  winter  an  old  insane  woman  caught  her  clothes  on  fire 
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from  a  stove,  and  when  found  by  an  inmate  was  dead.  The 
way  in  which  tramps  are  provided  for  here  is  very  objection- 
able, if  not  positively  dangerous,  to  the  other  inmates. 

Tisbury. 
This  town  appropriates  $1,500  for  the  aid  of  its  poor. 
The  town  has  no  almshouse,  and  excepting  one  man  who  is 
in  the  Worcester  Asylum,  the  poor  are  boarded  in  various 
families.  This  part  of  the  charitable  work  is  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  one  of  the  Overseers,  who  appears 
to  be  not  only  efficient,  but  a  most  pleasant  and  kind-hearted 
man. 

Topsfield. 

This  almshouse  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  painted  and 
in  good  repair.  The  rooms  are  small  but  well  cared  for, 
and  the  inmates  are  well  fed,  having  the  same  diet  as  the 
members  of  the  Superintendent's  family. 

Townsend. 
This  almshouse  was  found  in  fair  order,  and  contains  much 
more  room  than  is  required  for  its  present  number  of  inmates. 
The  water  supply  is  poor.  The  farm  is  large,  and  much 
produce  is  sold.  Cream  is  sold  to  a  creamery,  and  butter 
for  family  use  bought. 

Truro. 

This  almshouse,  situated  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the 
depot,  just  above  a  swamp,  is  in  fair  repair,  but  the  house- 
keeping is  poor,  and  much  dirt  was  seen.  There  were  only 
two  inmates  ;  one  seventy-eight  years  of  age  was  in  his 
room  in  the  attic,  (which  was  untidy),  the  other  was  working 
on  the  town  roads.  There  is  little  land  connected  with  this 
almshouse,  and  no  farming  is  done,  the  management  of  affairs 
being  in  the  hands  of  a  Matron,  who  receives  a  salary  of 
$100". 

Tyngsborough. 

This  almshouse  has  been  shingled  during  the  year,  but 
otherwise  it  is  in  bad  repair,  infested  with  bed-bugs  ;  and  a 
room  occupied  in  common  by  a  weak-minded  man  twenty- 
five  years  of  age  and  a  feeble  old  man,  was  very  dirty. 
The  room  occupied  by  the  other  inmate  was  fairly  comfort- 
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able.  In  the  extreme  end  of  the  shed  is  a  room  with  strong 
iron  bars  and  a  bunk  on  one  side  designed  for  the  insane, 
now  used  for  a  lodge  for  tramps,  which  was  extremely  filthy. 
The  bedding  was  ragged  and  foul,  and  the  whole  manage- 
ment in  this  quarter  as  bad  as  can  be  imagined.  The  privy 
vaults  were  full  and  very  offensive.  There  are  no  bathing 
facilities. 

Tyringham. 

This  town  has  no  almshouse ;  the  poor,  who  are  not  aided 
in  their  homes,  being  boarded  with  Mr.  Calvin  Jones,  who 
lives  in  a  very  secluded  spot  on  the  mountain  two  miles  east 
of  the  village.  When  visited,  he  had  three  paupers ;  one 
man  for  whose  care  he  is  to  receive  $2  per  week ;  and  two 
women  who  occupy  a  room  just  off  the  wood-shed,  for  each 
of  whom  he  receives  $85  per  year.  These  sums  not  only 
cover  food  and  lodging  but  clothing,  care  in  case  of  sickness, 
and  burial  expenses  at  time  of  death. 

Upton. 

This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair,  comfortably  furnished, 
the  beds  have  proper  clothing,  and  when  visited,  most  of  the 
rooms  were  in  order.  The  inmates  appear  to  be  well  cared 
for.  The  house  is  supplied  with  running  water  from  a  spring 
on  the  hillside,  but  the  drainage  is  defective. 

Uxbridge. 

This  almshouse  is  very  old,  all  out  of  repair,  cheaply  and 
poorly  furnished.  The  house-keeping  is  poor,  much  below 
that  at  the  average  almshouse.  The  bedsteads  are  wooden, 
with  feather  beds  of  fair  quality.  Of  the  eleven  inmates, 
two  are  insane. 

Wakefield. 

This  almshouse  is  a  wooden  building,  painted  and  in  good 
repair.  The  inmates  have  separate  rooms,  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  are  of  average  quality.  There  is  no  sitting-room 
as  such,  nor  is  there  special  provision  for  a  separation  of  the 
sexes.     There  are  no  insane  inmates. 
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Walpole. 
This  almshouse  is  in  fair  repair,  and  the  rooms  were  very 
neat,  except  one,  occupied  by  an  eccentric  old  man, 
which  was  filled  with  rubbish,  the  odor  being  intolerable. 
The  beds  and  bedding  of  the  other  rooms  were  clean  and  of 
good  quality.     Of  the  four  inmates,  none  are  called  insane. 

WcdtJiam. 
This  almshouse,  which  is  very  old,  out  of  repair  and 
vermin-infested,  will  be  vacated  some  months  hence,  and  the 
inmates  moved  to  a  new  structure,  the  foundations  for  which 
are  now  in,  situated  on  the  South  street  lot,  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  from  the  present  buildings.  The  plans  call  for  a 
wooden  building,  which  is  a  mistake ;  a  brick  or  stone 
structure  would  not  only  be  more  permanent,  but  more  se- 
cure, and  cheaper  in  the  end. 

Ware. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  structure,  well  painted,  and  in 
fair  repair,  composed  of  a  two-story  house  with  three  Ls. 
The  Superintendent  occupies  one  of  the  Ls,  and  the  paupers 
the  main  building  and  wing  behind  it.  The  rooms  have 
been  improved  during  the  past  year,  but  are  rather  poorly 
furnished  and  are  not  kept  in  the  best  of  order.  The  back 
L  is  occupied  by  men  ;  two  of  the  rooms  there,  designed 
for  the  insane,  originally  contained  privies  that  discharged 
beneath  the  floor,  but  the  covers  to  these  are  now  screwed 
down,  and  the  saturated  earth  underneath  has  been  re- 
moved. There  is  no  bath-room.  The  water  supply  is 
abundant,  and  the  drainage  is  good.  Of  the  nine  inmates, 
one  is  insane  and  should  be  in  a  hospital. 

Wareham. 
This  almshouse  is  not  old,  but  not  being  thoroughly  built, 
it  needs  a  good  many  small  repairs,  as  it  has  for  two  or  three 
years.  The  exterior  is  neat,  and  kept  fairly  well  painted ; 
but  rain  beats  through  the  walls,  causing  holes  and  cracks  in 
the  plastering ;  and  there  is  need  of  renewing  paint  and 
paper  within.     The  inmates  lodge  on  the  second  floor,  their 
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rooms  opening  upon  a  narrow  hall,  where  a  large  stove  sup- 
plies warmth  to  all.  The  rooms  were  not  very  tidy,  being 
almost  necessarily  left  to  the  care  of  the  occupants, — gen- 
erally men.  The  Matron  is  not  strong,  and  she  has  no  help. 
Of  the  seven  paupers  the  only  woman  is  insane.  She  is 
demented,  untidy  and  destructive,  and  is  confined  in  her  room 
most  of  the  time,  the  room  being  in  disorder,  with  straw  bed 
and  torn  bedclothes  piled  up  and  dirty.  Though  without  a 
bath-room,  the  inmates  are  made  to  bathe  regularly,  and  ap- 
pear well  fed.  The  premises  comprise  but  six  acres,  of 
which  about  one  and  one-half  are  tilled  and  supply  vegeta- 
bles. The  Superintendent  is  allowed  to  earn  what  he  can  by 
work  off  the  place  when  not  required  here. 

Warren. 
This  almshouse  has  not  been  built  many  years,  but  is 
poorly  furnished  ;  it  leaks  badly  and  the  cracks  in  the  floor 
admit  a  great  deal  of  cold.  Steam  heat  was  put  in  a  year 
ago.  The  bedsteads  are  of  wood,  furnished  with  straw  beds 
which  are  very  hard  and  poor.  The  house  was  clean  and  in 
good  order.     There  were  seven  inmates,  one  being  insane. 

War  wide. 
This  is  a  farm-house  where  the  poor  have  been  kept  for 
twenty  or  more  years  past;  a  building  large,  two-storied, 
now  old,  and  in  poor  repair.  Little  appears  to  have  been 
done  to  it  during  these  years  except  to  renew  the  windows. 
The  house  is  cold  in  winter ;  wood  stoves  warm  the  lower 
floor,  but  there  is  no  heat  above  where  most  of  the  sleeping- 
rooms  are.  These  rooms  are  large  and  rather  poorly  fur- 
nished ;  the  beds  though  old  are  reasonably  good  and  clean. 
The  sheds  extending  from  the  house  are  getting  dilapidated, 
and  the  wdiole  place  is  poorly  kept  up. 

Water  town. 
This  almshouse  was  opened  about  the  first  of  last  Feb- 
ruary, and  stands  a  short  distance  from  the  abandoned  house, 
but  on  higher  ground,   so  that  the  drainage  is  good.     The 
building  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high,   over  a  brick  base- 
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merit,  and  will  now  accommodate  thirty-six  inmates  ;  but  the 
disproportion  of  the  sexes  (twelve  men  and  six  women) 
makes  the  male  wards  almost  fully  while  there  is  spare  room 
on  the  female  side.  The  attic  is  high,  and  if  finished  off, 
will  considerably  increase  the  capacity.  The  house  is  steam 
heated,  takes  water  from  the  town  supply,  has  a  water-closet 
for  each  of  the  two  sections  of  the  house,  and  a  bath-tub  in 
the  male  side,  used  alternately  by  men  and  women,  all  bath- 
ing weekly.  The  sleeping-rooms,  with  two  or  three  excep- 
tions, contain  each  two  single  beds  —  a  mistake,  for  if  there 
is  to  be  a  plurality  of  persons  in  a  room,  the  number  should 
not  be  less  than  three.  The  larger  rooms  contain  from  three 
to  six  beds.  The  furnishings  are  all  new,  the  bedsteads 
being  of  iron,  supplied  with  a  spring,  cotton-faced  excelsior 
mattresses,  blankets,  comforters,  colored  spreads,  etc. 
There  is  a  common  dining-room,  but  otherwise  there  is  a 
separation  of  sexes,  the  main  building  being  divided  cen- 
trally.    Of  the  inmates,  four  are  insane. 

Wayland. 
When  this  almshouse  was  visited,  some  of  the  inmates 
had  to  sleep  on  the  floor,  because  of  a  scarcity  of  bedsteads, 
but  it  has  been  newly  furnished,  and  the  Overseers  report 
"everything  in  good  shape."  Of  the  seven  inmates,  one  is 
insane. 

Webster. 

This  almshouse  has  received  an  addition,  in  which  there 
are  four  strong  rooms  with  grated  windows  and  doors.  It 
is  furnished  with  wooden  bedsteads,  which  have  straw  and 
feather  beds,  with  suitable  bedclothing,  clean  and  in  good 
order.     There  are  twelve  inmates,  none  insane. 

Wellesley. 
This  almshouse  was  formerly  the  town  hall,  and  in  the 
second  story  are  only  two  occupied  rooms,  the  rest  being  a 
large  hall.  There  is  no  common  sitting-room,  but  as  the 
house  is  heated  by  a  furnace,  the  inmates  sit  in  their  rooms, 
which  seems  objectionable  ;  and  the  rooms  were  poorly  ven- 
tilated. There  is  a  detached  cottage  in  the  rear  containing 
four  sleeping-rooms,  two  of  which,  occupied  by  a  woman  and 
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her  son,  were  poorly  cared  for.  The  feather  beds,  though 
mostly  neat,  should  be  made  over.  When  visited,  there 
were  twelve  inmates-,  three  being  insane. 

Needham  boards  some  of  its  town  poor  here  at  $2.50  per 
week  each ;  and  of  the  above  number  five  belonged  to  that 
town,  anions:  them  being  one  of  the  insane  women,  who  is 
in  seclusion  much  of  the  time. 

Wellfleet. 

When  visited,  this  almshouse  contained  only  one  inmate. 
The  Matron  has  her  house  rent  free,  is  paid  a  salary  of  $5 
per  week,  and  for  the  board  of  paupers  she  receives  $2.50 
per  week  each. 

Wendell. 

This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high  with  an  L, 
the  latter  containing  a  sitting-room  for  men.  The  house  is 
clean,  the  bedding  in  good  condition,  and  the  inmates  appear 
to  be  comfortably  cared  for. 

Westborough. 
This  almshouse  is  heated  by  steam,  has  an  ample  supply 
of  water,  (pumped  from  the  reservoir  into  a  tank  in  the  attic) , 
there  is  complete  separation  of  sexes,  and  the  inmates  are 
required  to  bathe  weekly.  The  rooms,  which  were  found  in 
good  order,  are  provided  with  iron  bedsteads,  straw  and 
feather  beds  and  suitable  bedclothing. 

West  Boylston. 
This  house  is  large  and  roomy  and  in  good  repair.  The 
rooms  are  clean  and  furnished  suitably,  but  the  sexes  are  not 
separated  as  they  should  be.  On  the  first  floor  are  two 
strong  rooms,  where  inmates  are  locked  in  at  night ;  and  in 
the  basement  are  four  rooms,  with  two  bunks  in  each,  used 
as  a  lock-up  for  tramps. 

West  Bridgewater. 
This  almshouse  is  a  large  two-story  frame  building,  old, 
not  well  preserved,   and  now  in  need   of  internal   repairs. 
The  rooms  are  generally  large  and  double-bedded,  the  furni- 
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lure  ordinary,  cleanliness  is  manifestly  striven  for,  and 
attained  so  far  as  the  age,  poor  condition  of  the  house  and 
untidy  habits  of  the  inmates  permit.  When  the  present 
couple  look  charge  of  the  house,  last  April,  they  found  it 
infested  with  bed-bugs,  and  the  persons  and  clothing  of  the 
inmates  overrun  with  body  lice,  supposed  to  have  come  from 
the  1  ramp  room  in  the  L,  and  they  have  done  wind  they  could 
to  remedy  the  evil.  The  town  recognizes  the  defects  of  the 
bouse,  and  withholds  repairs,  intending  to  build  anew. 

West  Brookfield. 
A  new  building  is  nearly  completed,  which  is  much  needed, 
for  this  old  almshouse  is  in  poor  repair,  in  fact  it  has  been 
hardly  habitable  in  winter.  One  window  in  the  back  side  of 
the  house,  in  a  room  occupied  by  an  old  woman,  was  found 
boarded  up,  and  old  rags  put  in  the  cracks  to  keep  out  the 
wind  and  cold.  The  front  door  was  also  covered  with 
boards.  The  chambers  are  small,  not  well  furnished,  and 
have  poor  beds  and  bedding.  The  new  house  has  not  been 
visited,  but  it  is  hoped  it  will  meet  a  long-felt  want. 

Westfield. 
This  almshouse,  with  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  a 
detached  building,  was  found  in  good  condition.  The  house 
is  warmed  by  stoves,  (as  many  as  twelve  being  required  in 
winter),  is  supplied  with  running  water,  bath-rooms  and 
water-closets.  The  food  is  well  cooked  and  suitable  as 
regards  quantity  and  quality.  In  a  brick  building,  a  few 
rods  from  the  main  house,  are  provisions  for  insane  and  dis- 
orderly inmates.  While  considerable  improvement  has  been 
made  here  during  the  summer  in  the  department  for  men, 
the  quarters  and  furnishings  are  not  even  now  wholly  suit- 
able for  their  care. 

Wesfford. 
This  almshouse,  visited  May  2 1st,  is  of  brick,  two  stories 
high,  and  has  a  farm  of  160  acres.  The  Superintendent, 
besides  carrying  on  the  farm,  has  charge  of  the  town  roads, 
and  a  milk  route.  Four  men  are  hired,  who  sleep  in  the 
second  story  of  the  house,  while  the  five  paupers,  all  men, 
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sleep  in  rooms  in  the  attic.  Three  of  the  inmates  were 
smoking  in  the  dining-room,  and  this,  with  decaying  vege- 
tables in  the  cellar,  made  the  house  very  disagreeable. 
The  bedsteads  are  of  wood,  old  and  poor,  and  the  furniture 
throughout  is  of  inferior  quality.  The  general  house- 
keeping did  not  appear  to  be  of  a  high  order. 

Westminster. 
This  almshouse  is  in  fair  repair,  but  the  furniture  is  old. 
The  beds  were  clean,  and  for  the  most  part  the  house  was 
cleanly,  though  an  exception  must  be  made  of  the  kitchens ; 
and  the  management  is  not  to  be  commended.  Of  the  two 
inmates  (both  women)  one  is  insane  and  the  other  idiotic. 


West  Newbury. 
This  almshouse  was  built  in  1887  and  it  was  newly  fur- 
nished at  that  time,  the  bed-rooms  having  "chamber-sets." 
Some  of  the  beds  are  new,  but  the  bedclothing  might  be 
improved.  Most  of  the  housework  appears  to  be  done  by 
the  only  female  inmate,  who  is  regarded  as  insane,  and  she 
seemed  to  feel  ashamed  that  the  house  was  in  such  condition, 
for  the  rooms  were  unswept,  paint  dirty,  etc.  Three  inmates 
were  present,  and  able  to  perform  more  or  less  work. 

Weston. 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair,  and  well  cared  for. 
The  beds  and  bedding  are  suitable.  The  Superintendent  is 
paid  a  salary  of  $365.  At  the  time  of  visitation  the  house 
contained  no  inmate,  for  the  two  credited  to  it,  a  mother 
and  son,  had  eloped  four  weeks  previously. 

Westport. 
This  almshouse  is  a  frame  building,  inconveniently 
arranged,  but  provided  with  comfortable  beds,  all  found  in 
good  order.  The  inmates,  thirteen  in  all,  are  rather 
dependent;  four  arc  children,  two  are  insane,  one  each  is 
idiotic,  blind,  bedridden,  and  deaf  and  dumb;  while  two  can 
do  a  little  work.  The  Matron  has  no  hired  help  in  Iho 
house. 
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Weymouth. 
This  almshouse  is  a  long  frame  building,  two  stories  high, 
over  a  good  basement,  with  rooms  finished  off,  but  never 
used,  in  the  attic  ;  indeed  quite  a  number  of  the  sleeping- 
rooms  on  the  floor  below  Avere  found  vacant  at  each  visit. 
The  house  is  heated  with  steam,  nearly  every  room  having 
a  radiator  in  it,  except  on  the  third  floor,  which  is  not  piped. 
The  water  comes  from  the  town  supply,  and  there  are  two 
bath-rooms  in  the  house,  the  inmates  being  expected  to 
bathe  once  a  week.  There  have  been  from  twenty-five  to 
twenty-eight  inmates  present  during  the  summer,  and  at  the 
last  visit  the  names  of  three  children  were  on  the  register, 
each  an  improper  case  for  an  almshouse,  and  one  of  the 
number  especially  so.  The  house  has  been  found  quite 
tidy,  and  the  diet,  though  very  plain,  appears  to  be  good. 
More  attention,  however,  should  be  paid  to  the  separation 
of  the  sexes.  While  a  door  in  the  corridor  is  kept  locked, 
shutting  apart  their  sleeping-rooms,  yet  the  men  and  women 
mingle  unrestrained  and  unattended  in  the  kitchen,  dining- 
room  and  other  basement  rooms.  The  character  of  several 
of  the  inmates  is  such  that  this  matter  becomes  a  very 
important  one.  There  are  usually  two  or  more  insane 
among  the  inmates. 

Williamstown. 
Williamstown  has  no  almshouse,  the  town  poor  being 
helped  at  their  homes,  or  supported  in  the  house  of  John  E. 
Lamb,  at  $2.25  per  week  each,  that  sum  including  board  and 
clothing.  Three  men  were  found  at  the  time  of  visitation, 
who  have  rooms  in  an  old  house,  back  of  the  main  building, 
which  is  a  new  one.  The  house  is  much  out  of  repair,  and 
the  foundations  are  settling.  It  is  warmed  with  a  wood 
stove,  and  the  beds  are  comfortable. 

Wilmington. 
This  almshouse  is  of  wood,  two  stories  high,  and  contains 
ten  rooms.  The  sleeping-rooms  of  the  inmates  have  iron 
bedsteads,  with  straw  and  feather  beds  and  suitable  bed- 
clothing,  —  clean  and  well  cared  for.  The  water  supply  is 
from  two  wells,  one  back  of  the  house  near  the  privy  and 
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sink  drains,  the  other  below  the  house,  perhaps  twenty  feet 
away.  The  sink  drain  empties  near  the  window  of  a  room 
used  as  a  hospital. 

Winchendon. 
This  almshouse  is  in  very  good  repair,  but  has  been  allowed 
evidently  to  become  vermin-infested  and  filthy.  The  present 
Superintendent  and  Matron,  who  took  charge  last  April,  have 
been  working  very  hard  to  exterminate  these  pests  and  purify 
the  house  ;  the  old  bedsteads  have  been  discarded,  and  when 
visited  the  rooms  were  being  painted  and  papered.  The 
bedding  is  of  good  quality.  The  old  privies,  not  now  in  use, 
connected  with  some  so-called  strong  rooms,  should  be  torn 
out.  The  sexes  are  not  well  separated,  some  of  the  rooms 
for  men  and  women  being  side  by  side,  and  none  of  the 
doors  locked  at  night.  There  is  running  water  in  the  house 
from  a  spring  on  the  hill-side,  and  the  drainage  is  reasonably 
good.  There  are  no  proper  facilities  for  bathing.  Of  the 
thirteen  inmates,  two  are  insane  and  three  are  children. 
Two  of  the  latter  are  here  with  their  mother  and  are  ille- 
gitimate. 

Woburn. 
This  almshouse,  though  not  a  model  in  respect  to  plan,  is 
well  built  and  well  kept.  Throughout  there  is  a  great  degree 
of  cleanliness,  the  ventilation  is  good,  and  the  house  as  a 
whole  is  in  fair  repair.  The  sexes  are  well  separated,  each 
has  a  bath-room  with  appurtenances,  and  they  mingle  only 
at  meals,  which  are  eaten  in  a  common  dining-room  at  sepa- 
rate tables,  and  are  of  good  quality  and  abundant.  Usually 
there  are  at  the  almshouse  some  persons  under  sentence  to 
the  workhouse,  who  are  practically  treated  like  the  paupers, 
mingling  in  all  their  occupations,  but  more  strictly  held  to 
labor.  Good  discipline  is  maintained  everywhere.  In- 
cluding two  sentenced  men,  there  were  thirty  inmates  at  the 
institution,  nineteen  men,  nine  women  and  two  children, 
among  whom  two  are  epileptic,  one  insane  and  one  idiotic. 

Worcester. 
When   visited   this    almshouse    contained     146    inmates, 
including  12  truant-school  boys.     Of  the   134  adults,  there 
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were  06  men  and  68  women,  of  whom  65    (26  men  and  39 
women)  were  recorded  as  insane. 

Had  not  steps  been  taken  to  improve  the  building,  there 
would  be  occasion  to  criticise  the  quarters  for  the  insane, 
especially  those  of  the  men,  for  there  were  no  sitting-rooms, 
and  the  aspect  of  things  was  gloomy  indeed  ;  but  a  new  wing 
has  been  erected,  in  which  there  are  day-rooms  ;  and  it  is 
supposed  the  old  male  ward  will  be  vacated,  together  with  as 
much  of  the  female  side  as  possible.  The  insane  are  well 
occupied  here,  the  women  doing  all  the  washing  and  iron- 
ing for  the  establishment.  Each  ward  has  two  attendants, 
who  take  the  patients  out  into  the  airing  court  every 
pleasant  day.  There  are  inside  guards  to  the  windows  in 
the  pauper  as  well  as  the  insane  departments  of  the  alms- 
house. A  new  pest-house  has  been  erected  some  distance  in 
the  rear.  The  city  physician  visits  the  institution  each 
Wednesday,  and  at  other  times  if  sent  for. 

Wrentham. 
This  almshouse  was  opened  for  inmates  in  December, 
1887.  Besides  the  usual  domestic  arrangements,  it  contains 
fifteen  sleeping-rooms,  with  a  large  attic,  which,  when 
finished,  would  materially  increase  its  capacity.  There  is  no 
bath-room.  The  beds,  on  iron  bedsteads,  were  clean  and  in 
good  order.  Of  the  six  inmates,  one  is  insane  and  one 
idiotic. 

Yarmouth. 

This  almshouse  is  under  the  direction  of  a  Matron,  who  is 
paid  a  salary  of  only  $350,  from  which  she  pays  a  man  to 
work  on  the  farm  by  the  year.  There  is  much  waste  room 
in  the  house,  but  it  is  kept  in  good  repair,  and  has  been 
recently  painted.  The  farm  of  twenty  acres  furnishes  the 
vegetables  for  the  family.  Of  the  seven  inmates,  one  is 
insane.

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GENERAL   REMARKS   AND    RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  State  Lunatic  Hospitals. 

All  of  the  State  Establishments  for  the  Insane  have  been 
much  crowded  during  the  year,  but  with  few  exceptions 
they  have  maintained  their  high  standard  of  excellence. 
This  is  especially  true  of  Taunton,  where,  with  wards 
crowded  with  the  worst  and  most  troublesome  class  of 
patients,  and  with  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever  still  fur- 
ther to  inconvenience  them,  the  neatness  and  ventilation  of 
the  Hospital  are  almost  perfect.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of 
the  West-borough  Hospital,  where,  with  a  better  average 
class  of  patients,  the  ventilation  is  nearly  always  defective. 
The  patients  are  unequally  distributed  in  the  building, 
many  of  them  are  untidy  in  appearance,  the  discipline 
seems  lax,  and  there  is  a  general  want  of  neatness.  At 
Northampton  there  have  been  some  serious  difficulties,  and 
the  Hospital  has  not  been  found  in  so  satisfactory  a  con- 
dition, as  regards  cleanliness  and  discipline,  as  in  previous 
years. 

The  Northampton  and  Westborough  Hospitals  have  some 
points  in  common.  Both  have  fine  farms,  — that  at  North- 
ampton consisting  of  487  acres,  and  that  at  Westborough 
of  264  acres,  —  and,  from  a  comparison  of  their  annual 
reports,  we  find  that  both  derived  large  benefits  from  them, 
—  Northampton  receiving  over  $16,000,  and  Westborough 
over  $13,000  from  farm  products.  Both  Hospitals  are 
essentially  the  same  in  their  capacity  for  patients,  North- 
ampton having  had,  during  the  year  just  closed,  an  aver- 
age of  469,  and  Westborough  of  438.  It  seems  reasonable 
to  hope,  therefore,  that,  in  the  near  future,  after  a  little 
more  experience  on  the  part  of  the  management,  we  may 
find  Westborough  as  successful  financially  as  Northampton, 
able  to  pay  its  way,  and  no  longer  obliged  to  ask  annually 
for  an  appropriation  to  meet  current  expenses. 
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Future  Asylum  Accommodation. 

As  stated  in  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Institutions, 
there  is  a  steady  accumulation  of  insanity  in  the  Common- 
wealth ;  the  increase  appearing  to  be  out  of  proportion  to 
the  gain  in  general  population,  or  at  the  rate  of  over  200  a 
year.  Every  Hospital  is  crowded  above  its  nominal  capacity. 
On  the  1st  December,  1889,  the  five  State  Hospitals  and  the 
Worcester  Asylum,  which  together  can  properly  accommo- 
date but  2,950  inmates,  had  an  aggregate  population  of 
3,474.  Besides  these,  there  are  probably  1,100  insane 
persons  under  the  direction  of  local  Overseers  of  the 
Poor.  Add  the  118  insane  boarded  in  families,  and  the 
very  considerable  number  of  unreported  cases  throughout 
the  State,  and  it  becomes  safe  to  say  that  there  are  at  least 
5,000  persons  of  unsound  mind  in  the  State  at  the  present 
time. 

The  crowded  Hospitals  will  be  slightly  relieved  when  the 
addition  to  the  State  Farm  containing  rooms  for  the  criminal 
insane  shall  have  been  completed.  The  opening  of  the  new 
Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates  will  also  withdraw 
a  few  cases  from  the  other  Establishments.  But,  without 
some  radical  legislative  action,  the  evil  of  overcrowding  will 
not  be  removed,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  will  be  even 
sensibly  diminished. 

With  all  its  outlay  in  the  past,  in  making  provision  for  its 
lunatics,  the  State  has  failed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
class  of  chronic  insane.  Under  the  present  system,  there 
is,  of  necessity,  an  accumulation  of  the  most  noisy,  filthy, 
and  untidy  patients  in  the  five  Hospitals.  The  Worcester 
Asylum  for  chronic  cases  can  accommodate  only  about 
four  hundred  at  most,  and,  situated  as  it  is  in  the  heart 
of  the  city,  cannot  receive  many  of  the  noisy  patients 
whom  it  is  especially  desirable  to  remove  from  among 
the  curable  cases  ;  the  lunatic  departments  of  the  State 
Almshouse  and  the  State  Farm  can  now  care  for  the 
milder  cases  only,  among  whom  are  the  workers ;  the 
cities  and  towns  take  to  their  almshouses  many  of  the  more 
quiet  class ;  and  it  becomes  apparent  that  the  usefulness 
of  the  Hospitals  must  be  impaired,  not  only  by  reason  of  an 
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excess  of  numbers,  but  because  they  are  crowded  with  a 
class  of  non-workers,  so  troublesome  that  a  new  curable 
case,  associated  with  them,  cannot  receive  the  attention  it 
deserves.  Thus  the  Hospitals  cannot  perform  their  proper 
function  of  curative  institutions. 

How,  then,  shall  the  chronic  insane  be  provided  for? 

Apparently  in  one  of  three  ways  :  1.  By  building  wings 
to  the  present  Hospitals.  2.  By  colonization  from  the  Hos- 
pitals.    3.  By  the  establishment  of  a  new  chronic  asylum. 

1.  The  plan  of  building  additions  to  the  present  Hos- 
pitals has  cheapness  in  its  favor,  and  that  is  all.  For,  the 
opinion  of  those  best  qualified  to  judge  being  that  mixed 
cases  can  be  more  successfully  treated,  and  a  larger  number 
of  recoveries  hoped  for,  in  small  institutions  than  in  large 
ones,  and  that  the  outside  limit  of  numbers  should  be  four 
hundred,  it  would  seem  unwise  to  add  to  the  already  far 
larger  numbers  in  our  Hospitals. 

2.  The  establishment  of  outside  colonies  in  connection 
with  the  existing  Hospitals  has  more  in  its  favor,  though  it 
would  probably  cost  more  than  the  building  of  wings. 
Such  a  system  is  in  operation  in  Michigan,  and  is  carried  to 
its  greatest  extent  in  the  hospital  at  Kalamazoo,  where  there 
are  several  buildings,  occupied  by  women,  about  four  miles 
from  the  main  institution ;  and  buildings  for  men,  as  far  in 
another  direction.  These  separate  asylums  are  on  large 
farms  ;  and  it  is  intended  to  increase  the  number  of  build- 
ings as  they  are  needed.  There  are  physicians  in  each 
building,  and  the  general  management  is  in  the  hands  of  one 
medical  superintendent.  This  method  requires  extensive 
forms  for  its  successful  operation,  and  the  best  that  can  be 
said  of  it  is  that  it  offers  good  means  of  classification,  and 
enables  the  superintendents  to  transfer  patients  from  one 
building  to  another,  as  their  needs  require. 

3.  The  third  method  of  meeting  the  present  want  is  the 
establishment  of  a  new  chronic  asylum. 

Since  lunacy  was  recognized  as  a  disease  and  treated  as 
such,  there  has  been  a  periodical  call  here  fo'r  more  asylum 
room  ;  this  demand  must  be  expected  to  continue  and  should 
be  as  cheerfully  met  as  are  the  regular  requirements  for  addi- 
tional school  accommodations,  for  it  depends  upon  as  specific 
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and  reasonable  causes  as  those  which  necessitate  the  building 
of  school-houses.  While  all  cases  of  insanity  should  be 
under  careful  medical  supervision,  a  large  proportion  of 
chronic  patients  do  not  need  such  close  professional  care  as 
acute  cases  demand  ;  nor  are  expensive  buildings,  or  many 
attendants,  required  for  them.  At  the  Worcester  Asylum, 
with  an  average  population  of  385.56  the  per  capita  cost 
has  been  but  $3.12  per  week  for  the  past  year.  With  a 
larger  number  of  inmates,  the  proportional  cost  would  be 
less. 

At  Willard,  N.  Y.,  is  a  notable  example  of  an  establish- 
ment of  the  kind  suo'^ested.  Here  is  a  farm  of  more  than 
900  acres,  with  buildings  well  distributed  over  it.  When 
opened,  in  1871,  it  had  436  patients  ;  and  the  average  weekly 
cost  per  capita,  excluding  clothing,  but  including  all  repairs 
and  minor  improvements,  was  $3.07  ;  in  1876,  with  1,000 
patients,  the  cost  was  $2.83  ;  and  the  past  year,  with  2,000 
patients,  the  cost  was  $2.29. 

To  meet  the  present  necessity  in  Massachusetts,  a  large 
farm  should  be  purchased  within  a  reasonable  distance  of 
Boston,  and  buildings  erected  at  once  for  1,000  patients.  ' 
As  soon  as  possible,  all  suitable  cases  should  be  removed 
there  from  the  several  Hospitals,  and  if  the  Worcester 
Asylum  property  should  be  sold,  which  seems  advisable,  its 
inmates  should  also  be  sent  to  the  new  institution.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  many  of  the  chronic  insane  now  in  almshouses 
would  be  undoubtedly  transferred  to  this  Asylum,  where 
they  could  receive  better  care,  at  no  increase  of  cost.  The 
buildings  should  consist  of  groups  of  plainly  built  and 
thoroughly  equipped  cottages  ;  and  new  ones  could  be  easily 
added  when  needed.  Such  an  establishment  could  be  started 
at  a  cost  of  $500  to  $600  per  inmate,  and  added  to  at  cer- 
tainly no  greater  proportional  expense.  The  land  alone  at 
the  Worcester  Asylum  is  inventoried  at  nearly  $200,000,  and 
its  sale  would  make  a  very  material  practical  reduction  in 
the  cost  of  the  new  establishment. 

In  this  connection  the  opinions  of  the  several  Hospital 
Superintendents  will  be  of  interest: 

Dr.  C.  W.  Page,  Superintendent  of  the  Danvers  Hos- 
pital, writes  :   "In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Lunatic  Ilospi- 
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tals  of  Massachusetts  are  now  crowded  with  patients,  while 
the  number  of  new  cases  demanding  accommodation  therein 
is  steadily  increasing,  it  becomes  evident  that  additional 
facilities  for  their  custody  and  proper  treatment  must  be 
provided  at  an  early  day.  I  favor  the  establishment  of  a 
central  institution,  after  the  Willard  plan,  to  receive  the 
overflow  from  the  State  Hospitals.  In  designating  it  I 
would  avoid  the  words  '  Asylum '  and  '  Chronic '  and  use 
the  term  '  Retreat.'  " 

Dr.  J.  P.  Brown  of  Taunton  concludes  a  long  and  inter- 
esting letter  thus:  "In  my  opinion  the  importance  of 
making  such  provision  for  the  worst  classes  of  the  chronic 
insane  as  will  insure  their  removal  from  the  Hospitals  as 
they  accumulate,  cannot  be  too  greatly  magnified.  I  be- 
lieve the  chronic  insane  can  be  better  cared  for  and  at  less 
expense  to  the  State,  by  building  an  asylum  wholly  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  hospitals,  and  that  the  Hospitals  will 
do  their  work  as  curative  institutions  much  better  if  they 
are  not  enlarged  by  adjuncts  or  detached  buildings  for  in- 
curables." 

Dr.  Edward  B.  Nims  of  Northampton  says:  "I  believe 
that  the  bringing  together  of  institutions  having  different 
objects  and  different  standards  is  objectionable.  The  ten- 
dency is  for  the  higher  to  fall  to  the  lower  standard. 
Taking  this  view  of  the  case,  I  judge  that  the  establish- 
ment of  a  separate  institution  for  the  chronic  insane  would 
be  the  most  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question  of  further 
provision  for  the  overflow  of  patients.  .  .  .  Such  an  insti- 
tution would,  I  believe,  meet  the  requirements  of  this  class, 
and  also  lessen  the  burden  of  the  community  at  large." 

Dr.  John  Gr.  Park,  Superintendent  of  the  Worcester 
Hospital,  in  his  last  annual  report  to  the  trustees  of  that 
institution,  expresses  himself  on  this  subject  as  follows  :* — 
"  With  the  existing  State  Establishments  the  present  need 
of  more  room  can  be  best  met  by  erecting  a  structure  for 
the  chronic  insane  upon  a  plan  which  will  allow  additions 
to  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required.  The 
most  convenient  location,  geographically,  for  such  an  insti- 
tution, would  be  near  a  line  drawn  through  the  State  from 
north  to  south,  touching  Framingham,  Concord  and  Lowell. 
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The  rapid  encroachment  of  the  city  upon  the  old  asylum 
grounds  in  Worcester  is  such  that  before  many  years  this 
site  will  have  to  be  abandoned.  Should  this  property  be 
sold,  the  proceeds  might  be  used  towards  paying  for  a  new 
institution  of  similar  character." 

Dr.  H.  M.  Quinby,  Superintendent  of  the  Worcester 
Asylum,  writes:  "The  plan  known  as  the  'Willard'  is, 
to  my  mind,  the  one  best  adapted  to  meet  the  present  and 
future  wants  of  the  insane  in  Massachusetts.  I  think  that 
another  asylum  for  the  chronic  insane  should  be  established 
at  once,  so  planned  that  it  can  readily  be  added  to  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  necessities  of  the  case  demand.  If  our  Hos- 
pitals can  care  for  from  five  to  seven  hundred  patients  of  a 
mixed  class,  certainly  fifteen  hundred  to  two  thousand 
chronic  cases  can  properly  be  brought  under  one  manage- 
ment. In  this  way  we  could  provide  for  the  increase  of 
insanity  in  Massachusetts  for  many  years  to  come,  at  a  rela- 
tively small  expense." 

Thus  it  will  appear  that  the  majority  of  the  Superintend- 
ents are  in  favor  of  a  new  asylum  for  the  chronic  insane. 
The  only  one  who  dissents  from  this  opinion  is  Dr.  Paine  of 
the  Westborough  Hospital,  who  says  :  "I  recommend  that 
additions  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  West- 
borough  Insane  Hospital,  to  provide  for  the  annual  increase 
of  the  chronic  insane  in  the  region  lying  between  West- 
borough  and  Boston.  It  would  be  easy  of  access.  Such 
buildings,  for  the  accommodation  of  seventy-five  or  one 
hundred  patients  each,  could  be  built  on  the  grounds  of  the 
institution  as  demanded.  They  could  be  economically  con- 
structed. Such  an  enlargement  would  also  permit  a  better 
classification  of  our  patients.  The  Hospital  could  then 
become  self-supporting ;  good  care  could  be  given  to  the 
incurable  insane,  and  better  results  could  be  obtained  in  the 
treatment  of  the  acute  insane." 

This  Board  recommends  the  establishment  of  a  chronic 
asylum  on  the  Willard  plan,  and  would  urge  upon  the 
Legislature  the  importance  of  early  action  in  the  matter. 
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The  State  Primary  and  Reform  Schools. 

No  more  important  branch  of  the  State  work  exists  than 
that  which  concerns  the  Primary  and  Reform  Schools,  each 
of  which  seems  to  demand  a  limited  space  in  this  report. 

While  there  is  much  to  commend  in  the  administration  of 
all  these  Schools,  there  must  always  be  some  defects  to 
which  it  is  wise  to  call  attention  as  long  as  they  exist. 

The  State  Primary  School. 

At  the  Primary  School  the  first  undesirable  condition 
which  attracts  attention  is  the  congregate  system,  under 
which  the  best  work  can  never  be  done,  or  the  best  results 
attained.  The  continued  use  of  the  old  buildings,  originally 
designed  for  a  large  almshouse,  necessitates  this  system 
now,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  wisdom  of  a  Legislature 
recognizing  the  importance  of  this  institution  will  in  the 
near  future  provide  for  a  better  plan. 

It  must  "be  conceded  that  all  which  can  be  accomplished 
by  dint  of  ingenuity  and  persevering  skill  has  been  done  to 
reduce  the  inevitable  evils  resulting  from  the  congregate 
system  to  a  minimum.  No  other  proof  of  improvement  is 
needed  than  a  comparison  of  the  present  condition  of  the 
School  with  that  which  existed  ten  years  ago.  By  the  sepa- 
ration into  divisions  with  supervision  ;  by  the  graded  schools, 
beginning  with  the  awakening  kindergarten,  continuing  with 
the  object  lessons,  with  the  clay  modelling  and  the  manual 
training  lately  introduced,  much  has  been  done  to  lessen 
the  difficulties  of  a  large  congregate  school.  This  system 
of  personal  treatment,  of  constant  recognition  of  the  indi- 
vidual under  all  circumstances, — formerly  almost  entirely 
ignored, — has  in  some  measure  counteracted  the  inevitable 
consequences  of  crowding  so  large  a  number  into  one  build- 
ing. These  methods  of  teaching,  this  acknowledgment  of 
a  child's  identity,  established  by  the  use  of  its  name,  con- 
trast favorably  with  the  old-time  recitations  in  concert  of 
routine  lessons,  without  word  or  comment  outside  the  text- 
book, from  which  the  bright  child  gathered  an  occasional 
grain  of  knowledge,  and  the  dull  one  dropped  out  unob- 
served,   gaining    nothing,    and,  —  called    by    its    number 
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rather  than  by  its  name,  —  losing  in  the  end  all  the  little 
individuality  it  ever  possessed.  Nowhere  in  the  State  are 
the  effect  of  the  kindergarten,  of  manual  training,  and  the 
efforts  to  individualize  the  children,  so  apparent  in  good 
results  as  here. 

The  process  of  placing  in  families  all  fit  to  be  so  placed, 
the  boarding  out  of  the  younger  children,  and  the  decreased 
number  of  admissions,  have  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
average  number  in  the  School. 

The  Lyman  School  for  Boys. 

The  feature  most  attracting  present  attention  to  this 
School  is  the  rapid  increase  in  numbers  during  the  last  three 
years.  This  condition  of  things  has  already  verified  the 
predictions  of  the  Trustees  at  the  time  of  the  lowering  the 
age  of  commitment  to  the  School.  This  lowering  of  the  age 
of  commitment,  with  the  policy  of  the  management  in  placing 
the  boys  "on  probation,"  either  in  their  own  or  other 
homes,  has  had  the  effect  of  inspiring  a  confidence  in  the 
School  among  the  courts,  and  explains  without  doubt  the 
sudden  increase  of  numbers.  The  evil  of  associations  with 
older  and  hardened  boys  has  been  removed,  while  a  dis- 
cipline suited  to  a  tenderer  age  has  made  reform  both 
possible  and  probable. 

Much  employment  has  been  provided  for  the  boys  on  the 
land,  and  around  and  in  the  new  buildings,  which  has  been 
of  undoubted  benefit.  The  Board,  while  commending  all 
that  has  been  done  in  this  way,  would  advise  still  greater 
variety  of  occupation  wherever  and  wdienever  the  oppor- 
tunity offers,  the  pupils  being  allowed  to  assist  in  inside 
repairs  as  well  as  outside,  and  in  all  work  which  will  help  to 
develop  them.  Even  if  such  work  can  be  much  more  satis- 
factorily and  quickly  done  by  hired  or  adult  labor,  the  good 
accruing  to  the  boys  will  more  than  counterbalance  the 
inconvenience  of  unskilled  performance,  while  the  State  can 
have  no  return  so  profitable  for  its  outlay  for  these  boys  as 
the  ability  they  will  have,  when  they  leave  the  school,  to  earn 
an  honest  living  by  the  work  they  have  learned  to  do  there. 
It  would  be  well  to  discontinue,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the 
occupation  of  chair-seating,  —  a  labor  monotonous  in  itself, 
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and  so  associated  with  prison  discipline  that  it  cannot  fail  to 
be  depressing.  No  means  should  be  neglected  for  the  devel- 
opment of  efficiency  in  the  use  of  tools,  mechanical  inge- 
nuity, and  a  practical  knowledge  of  all  kinds  of  every-day 
labor.  The  self-reliance  such  training  will  give  will  go 
far  towards  assuring  permanent  reform,  and  will  be  the 
best  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  School.  The  Board  ac- 
knowledges with  gratification  all  that  has  been  done  in  this 
direction,  and  would  emphasize  the  superiority  of  training  in 
manual  labor  and  farm  work  over  that  confined  to  the  school- 
room alone. 

A  closer  personal  supervision  of  the  boys  placed  out  from 
the  Lyman  School  has  long  been  desired  by  the  Board,  and 
has,  it  is  hoped,  been  now  attained  by  the  transfer  of  Mr. 
Thomas  H.  Benton,  a  Visitor  well  fitted  for  the  purpose,  to 
this  exclusive  duty.  It  is  expected  and  believed  that  the 
frequent  visits  of  the  new  Visitor  to  the  School,  his  consul- 
tations with  its  Superintendent,  and  his  investigation  of 
homes,  will  be  of  very  great  service  in  the  matter  of  placing 
the  boys  in  families ;  and  that  his  constant  advice  and 
assistance  will  go  far  towards  settling  little  disagreements 
between  employers  and  employed,  thus  insuring  a  more 
hopeful  future  for  the  boys  than  it  has  heretofore  been  pos- 
sible to  predict. 

The  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 
The  increase  in  commitments  to  this  school  has  been, 
though  not  so  large,  scarcely  less  striking  than  that  in  commit- 
ments to  the  Lyman  School,  because  it  has  seemed  to  indicate 
a  growing  belief  in  the  value  of  the  institution  for  girls  of  the 
class  sent  there,  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  courts,  but  also  in 
the  minds  of  individuals  who  have  taken  the  trouble  to  become 
familiar  with  its  methods  of  work  and  the  results  of  its  train- 
ing. The  placing  out  of  these  girls  all  over  the  State,  with 
the  good  accruing  both  to  the  girls  themselves  and  to  the  little 
communities  that  secure  domestic  service  of  such  good  char- 
acter, —  communities  where  it  has  been  well-nigh  impossible 
to  obtain  any  hired  service,  —  has  tended  to  call  attention 
to  the  School  and  to  its  work.  A  work  which  has  trans- 
formed many  girls,  —  who  a  few  months  before  were  idle, 
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disorderly  and  sometimes  disreputable,  and  who  lived  in 
thriftless  and  wretched  homes,  — into  neat,  strong,  industri- 
ous and  willing,  if  not  always  skilful,  helpers  in  respectable 
families,  must  have  some  merit  and  some  efficient  force  and 
motive.  It  is  not  claimed  that  all  the  inmates  of  the  State 
Industrial  School  are  thus  transformed,  but  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  a  large  percentage  are,  while  all  are  some- 
what improved.  Of  permanent  reforms  the  reports  of  the 
Trustees  give  the  numbers  ;  the  system  carried  out  by  their 
own  personal  supervision  and  by  the  Auxiliary  Visitors 
enabling  them  to  do  so  with  reasonable  accuracy. 

From  the  moment  of  entering  the  School  it  becomes  the 
object  of  all  concerned  to  bring  out  and  develop  what  is  best 
in  the  girls,  and  to  cultivate,  strengthen  and  call  into  use  all 
their  faculties.  The  family  system  makes  this  possible  and 
conduces  to  the  desired  result. 

The  Board  c;mnot  commend  too  heartily  the  out-door  work 
on  the  farm  ;  the  ploughing,  the  weeding,  the  gathering  in  of 
the  farm  crops,  the  work  in  repairing  the  buildings  inside 
and  out,  the  work  of  carpentering,  etc.,  hitherto  considered 
impossible  for  women ;  with  all  the  other  miscellaneous 
labor  they  have  performed  under  the  wise  supervision  of  the 
farmer  and  steward.  Sewing,  knitting,  cleaning,  washing 
and  cooking  have  not  been  neglected ;  and  all  this  training 
has  resulted  in  a  degree  of  efficiency  which  has  created  a 
demand  for  the  services  of  the  pupils  far  greater  than  can 
be  supplied. 

It  has  sometimes  been  questioned  by  those  who  see  from 
a  single  stand-point  whether  the  law  has  not  done  an  in- 
justice in  committing  these  girls  "  during  minority,"  and 
whether  the  power  given  to  the  Trustees  to  discharge 
should  not  more  frequently  be  exercised,  on  the  ground 
that  if  the  girls  are  fit  for  service  in  other  families  they 
may  well  be  restored  to  their  own.  But  in  reality  the 
greatest  benefit  has  arisen  from  the  provision  which  puts 
it  into  the  power  of  the  Trustees  to  keep  the  pupils  from 
the  old  associations,  old  companions,  and  consequent  old 
temptations,  until  they  have  acquired  moral  strength  to 
withstand  them  all.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  girl  is  at 
present  retained  in  the   School  whose  condition  would  be 
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better  outside  ;  that  no  girl  not  longer  needing  the  disci- 
pline is  retained  ;  and  that,  if  there  have  been  mistakes,  they 
have  been  in  placing  "  on  probation,"  too  soon  some  who 
would  have  been  benefited  by  a  longer  stay  in  the  school. 
Here  too  the  Board  would  distinctly  state  that  the  first  con- 
sideration of  the  Trustees  should  be  the  welfare  of  the  ffirls 
themselves,  as  wards  of  the  State,  rather  than  that  of  the 
families  to  which  they  belong.  Natural  ties  are  never  to 
be  disregarded,  but  in  cases  of  inefficient  and  unworthy 
parents,  the  State  does  actually  stand  "  in  loco  parentis." 
With  the  attention  the  girls  receive  individually  from  the 
Superintendent,  matrons,  teachers,  housekeepers,  and  from 
the  Trustees,  it  is  not  too  strong  an  assertion  to  make  that 
no  outsider  can  judge  so  wisely  of  their  needs  as  these 
officers  themselves." 

The  Board  expresses  increased  confidence  in  the  dis- 
cipline, instruction  and  influence  of  the  State  Industrial 
School. 

The   Auxiliary  Visitors. 

The  system  of  auxiliary  visiting  has  resulted  in  all  the 
good  hoped  from  it,  and  predicted  from  the  first.  After  its 
nine  years'  trial,  all  cognizant  of  the  work  and  its  results 
will  testify  to  its  success.  The  comparatively  few  girls 
returned  to  the  School,  the  general  satisfaction  they  give 
where  they  are  employed,  and  their  own  increased  happi- 
ness and  prosperity,  all  tend  to  this  conclusion.  The 
personal  influence  of  the  Visitor,  her  advice,  her  aid,  and 
her  mediatorship  between  employer  and  employed,  are 
powerful  agencies  for  the  good  of  the  girl  and  for  the  per- 
manence of  her  stay  in  the  family  where  she  is  placed. 
The  histories  of  the  girls  which  might  be  written  by 
the  Visitors,  or  by  others  who  know  the  work  they  are 
doing,  would  form  most  instructive  reading  for  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  great  social 'problems  of  the  day, 
and  give  fresh  proof  of  the  value  of  systematic,  per- 
sonal effort  for  the  unfortunate,  the  sinful  and  the  weak. 
This  personal,  individual  care  which  has  been  secured 
by  the  system  of  auxiliary  visiting  has  supplemented  the 
work  begun  in  the  schools,  and  in  many  cases  made  the 
promise   of   thorough  reform  a   realization.     The   employ- 
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ment  of  one  salaried  officer  as  Visitor  in  cases  of  emergency 
or  extreme  difficulty,  has  proved  a  most  valuable  aid  to 
voluntary  visiting,  without  in  any  way  weakening  or  lessen- 
ing the  necessity  or  value  of  that.  It  has  more  than  justified 
the  extra  expenditure,  while  it  has  brought  out  in  stronger 
light  all  the  good  resulting  from  the  voluntary  system. 
We  could  ill  afford  to  dispense  with  either  the  paid  or  the 
voluntary  visitors  now  ;  and  the  Board  expresses  much  satis- 
faction that  its  testimony  can  be  added  to  that  of  interested 
persons  in  other  countries  as  to  the  exceeding  value  of 
voluntary  auxiliary  visiting. 

The  City  and  Town  Almshouses. 
In  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  almshouses  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, as  described  by  the  Inspector  of  Institutions,  at 
the  end  of  his  Report,  the  Board  recommends  additional 
legislation  with  reference  to  a  state  of  things  which  cannot 
be  in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  law  in  providing  for 
'the  unfortunate  classes  obliged  to  live  in  these  institutions. 
The  presence  of  the  insane  in  nearly  all  the  almshouses 
requires  their  visitation  by  the  Board  ;  and  the  condition 
of  these  institutions  as  regards  all  their  inmates  could  not 
escape  observation,  or  fail  to  elicit  comment  from  its 
officers. 

The  Emma  R.  Gee  Case. 
In  the  month  of  March,  1889,  Mrs.  Emma  R.  Gee  was 
committed  to  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital  as  a  State 
patient.  Investigation  showed  that  she  had  been  an  inmate 
of  the  Asylum  at  Concord,  N.  II.,  and  that  she  had  resided 
but  a  few  weeks  in  Massachusetts  ;  and  led  to  the  con- 
clusion that  she  had  by  marriage  a  settlement  in  the 
town  of  Claremont,  N.  H.  She  was  taken  to  that  town 
by  an  agent  of  this  Board,  properly  cared  for,  and  left 
with  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  who  caused  the  arrest 
of  the  agent,  on  the  charge  of  violating  one  of  the 
statutes  of  New  Hampshire,  which  imposes  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $500,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year 
upon  any  person   "who   shall  bring  from  any  other  State 
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or  leave  in  any  town  in  this  State  .  .  .  any  poor  and 
indigent  person  having  no  -settlement  in  such  town." 

The  agent  having  informed  the  Board  of  her  arrest,  a 
second  agent  was  sent,  who  in  turn  was  arrested  for  com- 
plicity in  bringing  a  pauper  into  Claremont.  Bail  was 
furnished  for  their  appearance  at  the  Sullivan  County  Court. 
The  cases  came  before  that  court  in  September  hist.  Ex- 
ceptions were  taken  to  the  rulings,  and  the  cases  carried  up 
to  the  full  bench  of  New  Hampshire  for  future  adjudication. 

It  seemed  to  the  Board  that  principles  of  the  highest  im- 
portance were  involved  in  the  case,  —  questions  of  inter- 
state comity  and  moral  obligation ;  therefore,  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Attorney  General,  counsel  has  been  retained 
to  defend  the  agents  of  the  Board,  and  to  present  the  case 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  final  result  will  be  a  harmonizing  of  the 
statutes  of  the  two  States,  and  the  promotion  of  the  general 
welfare  of  the  community. 

Summary  of  Recommend ations. 
The  Board  recommends  legislative  action  with  reference 
to  the  following  matters  :  — 

1.  Making  better  provision  for  the  insane  inmates  of  the 
city  and  town  almshouses. 

2.  The  establishment  of  a  new  Asylum  for  the  chronic 
insane,  on  what  is  known  as  the  Willard  plan. 

3.  The  conversion  of  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the 
Feeble-Minded  into  an  institution  governed  and  controlled 
wholly  by  the  State. 

4.  The  establishment  of  separate  Boards  of  Trustees  for 
the  State  Almshouse  and  the  State  Farm.

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Remarks  on  the  Pauper  Tables  I.  to  IX. 

The  first  table  is  made  up  from  three  sources, —  (1)  the 
annual  returns  made  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for 
the  year  ending  April  1,  1889  ;  (2)  the  registers  kept  by  the 
Inspector  of  Institutions,  which  include  the  names  and  de- 
scription of  all  persons  fully  supported  by  the  cities  and 
towns ;  and  (3)  the  returns  made  at  certain  fixed  dates  by 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  which  show  the  number  of  per- 
sons then  receiving  in-door  and  out-door  relief  in  the  cities 
and  towns,  whether  at  the  expense  of  the  municipalities  or 
of  the  State.  The  State  poor  maintained  in  the  State  estab- 
lishments are  not  included  in  this  table. 

The  average  number  of  city  and  town  poor  fully  sup- 
ported is  computed  in  the  first  table  from  the  Inspector's 
registers,  verified  by  the  Overseers'  annual  return.  The 
average  number  of  the  poor  relieved  or  partially  supported 
(the  out-door  poor,  both  of  the  State  and  of  the  cities  and 
towns)  is  computed  from  the  returns  at  fixed  dates  made  by 
the  Overseers,  and  is,  to  some  extent,  an  estimate.  Few 
towns,  and  no  cities,  give,  or  can  easily  give, 'such  an  aver- 
age exactly ;  and  even  the  number  receiving  out-door  relief 
at  any  given  time  in  a  city  or  town  is  not  always  returned 
exactly,  though  the  recent  returns  are  more  accurate  in  this 
respect  than  those  of  former  years.  It  may  safely  be 
assumed  that  the  average  number,  as  given  in  the  table,  is 
commonly  too  large  rather  than  too  small.  The  table  also 
gives  the  ivhole  number  of  different  persons  receiving  sup- 
port or  relief  during  the  year ;  but  this  number,  for  obvious 
reasons,  is  always  too  large  when  brought  into  an  aggregate 
for  the  whole  State.  Many  persons  are  counted  twice, 
thrice,  or  even  five  times  in  such  an  aggregate,  since  they 
may  have  been,  and  sometimes  are,  in  the  same  year,  (1) 
supported  or  relieved  by  more  than  one  town  and  also  by 
the  State  ;  supported  by  the  same  town  (a)  in  its  almshouse, 
(b)  in  some  lunatic  hospital,  or  (c)  relieved  by  the  same 
town  more  than  once  among  the  out-door  poor  ;  (3)  dupli- 
cated by  mere  error  in  the  count  made  by  overseers. 
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Table  II.  presents  the  general  fuels  respecting  Town 
Paupers  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  shows  that  while  the 
increase  in  the  number  and  cost  of  those;  fully  supported  has 
been  gradual  and  uniform  through  the  whole  period,  the  num- 
ber of  those  partially  supported  has  on  the  whole  diminished 
and  their  cost  but  moderately  increased.  During  the  whole 
period  the  aggregate  of  persons  receiving  support  or  relief 
through  the  cities  and  towns  has  increased  but  2  per  cent., 
while  the  net  cost  has  increased  38  per  cent.,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  administration  have  increased  64  per  cent.  These 
facts  indicate  greater  diligence  in  the  administration  of  relief 
and  probably  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  poor. 

To  avoid  some  of  the  causes  of  error  in  computing  the 
numbers  of  the  pauper  class,  the  English  method  of  counting 
at  certain  dates  has  been  employed,  and  of  late  three  enu- 
merations have  been  made  each  year,  — Jan.  1,  when  the  poor 
are  perhaps  most  numerous:  July  1,  when  they  are  least 
numerous;  and  April  1,  when  the  annual  return  closes. 
Table  III.,  "  Census  of  Pauperism,"  shows  the  pauper  popu- 
lation of  Massachusetts  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July,  1888  and  1889,  and  it  may  safely  be  said  that  no  more 
than  the  numbers  there  given  were  then  supported  and 
relieved.  The  average  of  all  the  enumerations  of  Town 
Paupers  for  the  two  years  has  been  25,868,  and  with  the 
addition  of  State  Poor  the  average  of  pauperism  in  the 
State  has  been  28,128.  If  we  assume  the  average  popula- 
tion of  the  State  to  have  been  2,150,000,  these  figures 
would  give  one  pauper  to  every  76  of  the  population,  as 
against  one  to  69  ten  years  ago. 

Tables  IV.  and  V.  show  the  condition  of  pauperism  in  the 
twenty-five  cities  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  eighteen  large 
towns  which  in  1885  contained  each  a  population  of  more 
than  8,000.  These  tables  cover  three  years,  and  are  taken 
at  the  dates  (January  1  and  July  1)  when  the  number  of  the 
poor  supported  and  relieved  is  at  its  highest  or  its  lowest 
point.  The  population  of  these  cities  on  the  1st  of  June, 
1885,  was  1,111,391;  and  of  the  eighteen  towns,  179,222. 
This  leaves  for  all  the  rest  of  the  State  (now  308  towns)  a 
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population  of  651,528,  or  but  little  more  than  a  third  part  oT 
the  whole  number  of  inhabitants. 

In  these  cities  and  large  towns  the  average  of  the  poor  of 
all  classes  was  at  midwinter  20,156,  or  about  one  pauper  to 
64  inhabitants,  at  midsummer  it  was  15,198,  or  one  to  85. 
At  the  same  time  the  average  of  poor  in  the  308  smaller 
towns  was  at  midwinter  8,897,  or  one  pauper  to  73  inhabi- 
tants, and  at  midsummer  7,422,  or  one  to  87.  As  might  be 
expected  rural  districts  show  smaller  differences  than  the  cities 
between  the  numbers  at  the  cold  and  the  warm  seasons. 

Table  VI.  exhibits  the  number  and  distribution  of  two 
classes  of  the  poor,  those  made  dependent  by  childhood,  and 
those  by  reason  of  mental  defects.  The  distinction  between 
the  insane  and  the  idiotic  is  that  reported  by  overseers.  As 
compared  with  1888,  the  number  of  children  has  diminished 
both  within  and  without  the  almshouses,  while  the  insane 
have  increased  by  247. 

Tables  VII.,  VIII.  and  IX.,  which  follow,  unite  the  sta- 
tistics of  Town  Paupers  with  those  of  State  Paupers  for  the 
past  twenty-six  years,  and  therefore  show  the  amount  and 
changes  in  number  and  expense  for  all  who  have  received 
relief  as  paupers  in  the  State  during  that  period.  While  the 
aggregate  average  now  fully  supported  by  the  public  is 
almost  precisely  twice  as  large  as  in  1864,  the  total  cost  of 
maintenance  has  trebled,  yet  the  per  capita  cost  of  support 
in  the  almshouses  as  a  whole,  state  and  town,  has  increased 
by  55  per  cent.,  while  full  support  elsewhere,  that  is  in 
lunatic  hospitals  and  in  private  families,  has  risen  but  little.

REMARKS    ON    FINANCIAL    TABLES. 


Financial  Tables  of  the  State  Establishments. 

The  preceding  seven  tables,  numbered  from  X.  to  XVI., 
arc  the  same  which  have  been  published  with  slight  changes 
every  year  since  1864,  to  show  the  population  and  financial 
condition  of  these  establishments  in  which  the  dependents 
both  of  the  State  and  the  municipalities  are  maintained. 
They  are  intended  to  present  consecutively  w7hat  cannot  be 
given  in  a  single  table,  —  the  main  financial  features  at  each 
establishment  for  the  year,  with  some  reference  to  the  pre- 
ceding year.  These  main  features  are,  the  number  of  in- 
mates provided  for;  the  valuation,  real  and  personal,  of  the 
establishment  in  which  they  live  ;  the  receipts  of  each  estab- 
lishment, with  the  sources  of  income ;  the  expenditures, 
ordinary  and  extraordinary,  with  an  estimate  of  those  which 
are  properly  current  expenses  ;  the  pecuniary  standing  of 
each  establishment  at  the  end  of  the  year  (October  1)  ;  and. 
finally,  the  per  capita  cost  in  each  of  the  main  articles  for 
which  expense  is  incurred. 

Table  X.  gives  a  summary  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty held  by  the  institutions  and  shows  its  increase  in  com- 
parison with  the  previous  year ;  while  Table  XI.  gives  a 
classification  of  the  personal  property  as  required  by  statute, 
adding  thereto  the  value  of  permanent  funds  belonging  to 
several  of  the  establishments,  which  at  the  Westborough 
School  and  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  constitute  more 
than  half  their  personal  estate. 

Table  XII.  in  the  final  column  shows  the  sums  collected 
by  the  State  Treasurer  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
1889,  for  the  support  at  the  several  institutions  of  persons 
having  settlements  in  some  city  or  town,  or  having  relatives 
able  to  support  them,  together  with  the  sums  received  from 
the  United  States  as  a  reimbursement  under  the  immigration 
laws,  in  all  nearly  $18,000  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
1889,  of  which  $9,000  was  for  the  support  of  inmates  in 
the  several  establishments  named  in  this  table,  little  at  the 
Monson,  Westborough  and  Lancaster  schools,  but  consider- 
able sums  at  the  other  State  establishments  and  the  School 
for  Feeble-Minded.     These  sums  should  be  deducted  from  the 
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gross  outlay  by  the  State  at  each  establishment  to  ascer- 
tain its  net  cost  to  the  State,  and  are  so  deducted  in  the  com- 
putations given  in  Table  XVI.  Among  the  receipts  at  the 
schools  is  here  included  a  small  amount  from  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  Trustees,  which  is  not  reported  by  the  schools. 

Table  XIII.  gives  the  details  of  expenditures  at  the 
several  establishments,  divided  between  current  and  extra- 
ordinary expenses.  This  distinction,  which  is  that  made  by 
the  Superintendents,  will  evidently  vary  with  the  judgment 
of  the  individual,  and  chiefly  in  the  matter  of  repairs  and 
improvements,  which  are  often  difficult  to  classify.  The 
distinction  is  chiefly  artificial,  for  each  year  records  a  large 
expenditure  for  similar  purposes,  which,  though  at  the  time 
considered  as  extraordinary,  may  fairly  be  classed  as 
ordinary  in  view  of  its  regular  and  certain  recurrence  from 
year  to  year. 

In  Table  XIV.,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  State 
establishments  on  the  1st  of  October,  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  six  establishments  for  the  insane,  first  named, 
stand  on  a  footing  materially  different  from  the  second  series 
of  five  establishments  beginning  with  the  Tewksbury  Alms- 
house, and  different  in  some  respects  from  the  Feeble- 
Minded  School.  These  hospitals,  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter,  are  able  to  show,  in  a  general  way,  what  their 
resources  are,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  they  take  an  in- 
ventory, so  that  on  the  1st  of  October  their  resources,  which 
are  wholly  within  their  own  control,  can  be  precisely  calcu- 
lated. The  next  five  establishments  have  few  resources 
except  what  they  derive  from  the  State  treasury,  and  there- 
fore their  "balance  in  favor  of  the  establishment"  on  the 
1st  of  October  principally  represents  the  unexpended  State 
appropriation  of  the  calendar  year,  which  will  be  diminished 
each  month  until  January  1,  when  it  will  disappear  entirely. 
The  balances  strictly  applicable  to  current  expenses  are  shown 
by  the  table  to  amount  to  $283,470;  —  at  the  six  hospitals 
$197,687,  and  at  the  other  establishments  $85,783.  The 
table  also  shows  the  unexpended  balances  of  special  appro- 
priations for  constructions  or  improvements,  amounting  to 
$91,896. 
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The  "  balance  in  favor  of  the  establishments"  is  swollen 
in  several  instances  by  including  the  permanent  funds, 
which  do  not  generally  apply  to  current  expenses,  viz.  :  at 
Worcester  Hospital,  $5,973,  at  Westborough  School,  $57,- 
828,  and  at  the  Lancaster  School,  $3,610;  a  total  of  $67,411, 
at  establishments  owned  by  the  State. 

Table  XY.  shows  in  a  general  way  the  relative  per  capita 
cost  of  the  several  items  of  current  expenses  at  the  different 
establishments,  but  the  comparison  cannot  be  regarded  as 
absolutely  just,  because  many  circumstances  affect  the  cost 
of  particular  articles.  In  the  per  capita  cost  of  salaries  and 
wages  the  different  institutions  pretty  clearly  indicate  their 
character  and  requirements. 

In  Table  XYI.  the  "  Whole  Sum  derived  from  the  State 
Treasury"  covers  both  special  and  current  appropriations, 
while  the  ' '  Net  Cost  to  State  "  only  gives  what  the  State 
has  actually  paid  (clear  of  all  reimbursements  and  special 
loans)  for  current  expenditure,  and  how  much  each  State 
beneficiary  has  cost  the  State  in  the  year.  The  average 
weekly  cost  given  under  "Net  Cost  to  the  State"  is  com- 
puted for  State  patients  alone,  at  the  lunatic  hospitals,  and 
therefore  varies  from  the  true  average  cost  to  the  public  of 
all  the  patients.  The  latter  is  calculated  thus  :  The  sums 
paid  out  at  each  establishment  for  current  expense  (excluding 
what  may  be  called  construction  expenses)  are  increased  or 
diminished  by  the  decrease  or  increase  in  value  of  the 
perishable  personal  property  (and,  at  the  hospitals,  of  the 
surplus)  ;  and  from  this  sum,  except  at  the  hospitals,  are 
deducted  receipts  from  labor,  sales,  etc  ,  but  not  the  sums 
collected  for  the  board  of  inmates.  This  should  represent 
very  nearly  the  actual  cost  to  the  whole  public,  which  is,  of 
course,  usually  greater  than  the  cost  to  the  State,  that  only 
in  part  pays  for  the  support  of  persons  in  these  establish- 
ments ;  the  cities  and  towns  and  private  citizens  paying  the 
rest.  This  table  also  gives  a  summary  of  the  population 
of  these  establishments  for  the  past  year,  and  Table  XVII. 
shows  their  growth  in  this  respect  for  ten  years  past.

INSANITY   IN   MASSACHUSETTS. 


Eemarks   on   the   Tables    of   Insanity. 

The  preceding  Tables  XVIII.  to  XXIX.  are  the  same  in 
form  as  those  of  the  past  eight  years,  and  show  the  same 
general  results,  with  the  increase  in  value  which  an  additional 
year  gives.  The  bearing  of  the  information  which  they 
give  as  to  the  numbers,  increase  and  character  of  the  insane 
in  the  hospitals,  the  results  of  treatment,  the  duration  of 
insanity  and  its  probable  termination,  has  been  quite  fully 
set  forth  in  previous  reports  and  need  not  be  repeated  here. 
While  the  reports  of  the  several  hospitals  have  furnished 
the  material  for  most  of  the  tabulations,  information  from 
other  sources  has  in  many  points  modified  the  figures. 
Table  XVIII.  is  the  most  accurate,  and  the  aggregates 
therein  given  are  free  from  any  considerable  exaggerations. 
This  table  presents  a  general  view  of  all  the  establishments 
in  the  State  which  are  authorized  by  law  to  receive  insane 
persons  upon  commitment,  with  the  exception  of  two  private 
asylums  established  within  two  years,  which  have  as  yet 
received  no  insane  patients,  viz.  :  one  by  Dr.  Eben  Norton 
at  Walpole,  and  the  other  by  Dr.  E.  B.  Herrick  at  Amherst. 
Most  of  the  private  as}dums  receive  patients  who  are  not 
insane  but  suffering  from  nervous  disorders,  and  only 
such  as  are  pronounced  insane  are  included  in  this  table. 
The  increase  in  numbers  at  the  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital  is 
caused  by  the  admission  of  the  insane  paupers  heretofore 
supported  at  Austin  Farm,  and  wTho  appear  in  Tables  I. 
and  V.  of  the  Pauper  Abstract  as  almshouse  inmates.  In 
September,  1889,  the  Austin  Farm  establishment  became  a 
part  of  the  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital. 

Including  the  insane  at  board  in  private  families,  under 
the  acts  of  1885  and  188(3,  the  whole  number  of  insane 
under  direct  supervision  by  the  State  within  the  past  year 
has  been  6,216,  or  273  more  than  in  1888  ;  and  the  number 
of  this  class  Oct.  1,  1889,  is  4,691,  or  312  more  than  a  year 
ago.  A  previous  page  of  this  Report  estimates  the  insane 
in  the  State,  whether  in  hospitals,  almshouses  or  private 
families,  as  now  5,520.

Table  XXXI.  which  precedes  shows  the  population  and 
expenses,  for  the  year  just  closed,  of  fourteen  schools  main- 
tained by  the  State,  the  cities,  and  two  counties  for  the 
instruction,  discipline,  and  reformation  of  poor  or  vicious 
children.  For  convenience,  institutions  very  unlike  each 
other  are  brought  together ;  but  their  inmates  all  belong 
to  the  dependent  and  delinquent  classes.  The  State  Primary 
School  is  here  considered  as  a  school  simply,  only  those 
persons  being  entered  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  school 
by  vote  of  the  State  Board ;  but  in  preceding  tables,  all  the 
residents  at  the  Monson  establishment  are  reckoned  in. 

The  net  cost  of  maintaining,  instructing  and  employing  an 
average  of  1,466  children  has  been  $234,611  in  the  past 
year,  or  an  average  weekly  cost  of  about  $3.08  for  each 
child. 

During  the  past  season  Norfolk  County  has  established 
a  truant  school  at  Walpole  at  a  cost  of  about  $11,000,  and 
provides  accommodation  for  about  40  pupils.  None  have 
yet  been  received.  It  is  understood  also  that  Essex  County 
is  about  to  establish  a  truant  school. 

Table  XXXII.  shows  the  net  expenses  and  average  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  certain  reformatory  and  charitable  schools  for 
the  last  thirty-four  years.  These  figures  are  not  exact,  but 
approximate.
